TURKISH ARABIA. 


Tbs relatio5S o{ tbe Brituk Oovoromeat with (Im or tempoTarj 

governors, of Baghdad * are regulated more by the requiremcots of BDropean 
than of Indian diplomacy, and by the obligations recorded in the treaties 
between Great Britain and Turkey, which are beyond the scope + of this 
colleotion. But in oonaeclion with tbe early trade in the Pereiaa Gnlf, direct 
interoouree was for many years maintained with the governors o! Turkuh 
Arabia without much conadsration of their relation to Conetahtinople. In 
tbe year 1639 there seems to have been an Eogliah factory at Basra (Bueeorab) 
subordinate to the factory at Gammn, and proteotod by faimans. In 1798 
Mr. French, tbe Agent at Basra, obtained a ferman conferring on tbe Agent 
power to try tbe eerfanto of the factory who were gnilty of crime, and provid. 
iog for the adjnetmentof olaima ontbe people of tbe conotayj and in 1731 
be obtained another ferman, fixing 8 per cent, as the duty to be taken on 
English goods at the port of Basra. Bat the first Parman on record is one 
granted in 1759 (No. 1) by the Paaba. The factory at Basra was never 
reoognieed by the Sublime Porto till 1764, in which year the Ambaeaador at 
Constantinople, with much difficulty, obtained a ccnsulary Barat (No. U) as

tbs only efficacious aaeans of protecting English commerce and the property 
of English subjects at Easra. 

In 1765 it wee proposed to appoint an Agent permanently at Baghdad, 
but the proposal was disapprored by the Court of Directors. In 1783, how¬ 
ever, a Native Agent was appointed, and in 1798 a Resident, whose chief duty 
was to transmit intelligence overland between India and England, and to 
watch and report on the proceedings of the French emissaries in connection 
with Napoleon's projected invasioo of India by way of Egypt and the Bed 
Sea, In 1809, on the death of Sulaiman Pasha, who bad governed Baghdad 
for twenty years, and the appointment of his son-in-law Ali Pasha to succeed 
him. Lord Elgin, Her Majesty's Ambaasadop at Constantinople, took the 
opportunity to procure a consoJaiy Barat (No. Ill) for the Besident at Bagh¬ 
dad, whose appointment had till then never been sanctioned by the Sultan. 

On the ruptnre between England and Turkey in 1807, Salaiman Pasha, 
who bad succeeded to the government of Baghdad on the murder of bis unde 
Ali Pasha, took the Keeidents at Basra and B^hdad under his protection 
and persuaded them not bo withdraw from the country, But after the con¬ 
clusion of the Peace of the Dardanelles in 1809 he, for unexplained reasons, 
committed himself to a series of indignities and insults towards the Resident 
at Baghdad, which compelled the latUr to withdraw. Friendly interccures 
was not renewed till, on tbs remonstrance of the Bombay Oovernment, the 
Pasha, on the 25th January 1810, subsotihed to certain conditions (No. IV) 
hindiog himself never to interfere in the affairs of the Resideccy and to restore 
the former privileges of the Resident. 

The Bsghdad and Basra Residencies were amalgamated in 1810; and 
in 1812 the dewgaation of Resident was changed to that of Political Agent 
in Turkish Arabia. Two Decrees were obtained from the Pasha in 1812, cue 
(No. V) for preventing the desertion of saibrs and workmen from British 
ships at Basra, and the other (No. VI) for the restoration of natives of 
India carried off to Basra as slaves. 

Solaiman Pasha was deposed from office by order from Constantinople. 
Refusing to obey, be was defeated in battle and killed on the 8 th October 
1810. Eis racceesop Abdulla Pwha wasputto death by the Muntofik Arabs in 
1813, and Said Beg was proclaimed Pasha. Ou recemng an order from 
Constantinople deposing him from office, he rebelled, but wee defeated and put 
to death, and wassncceeded in the government by Dand Bffendi. The con¬ 
duct of this Pasha towards the Political Agent was so insulting and overbear- 
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in^ that it became impowible to land goods at Basra, or to recoTer debts from 
oatiTO dealers, without an uoseoaly quarrel. In IStl he besieged tbe Beei- 
denoy. He afterwards removed the restrietioni on the movamente of the 
Political Agent sod permitted him bo withdraw from the country. The eatab* 
liahmeuta at Basra were elso withdrawn. Friendly relation a with the Paeha 
were broken off, and were not renewed till he agreed (Ko. VII) to restore the 
former tariff, to repay aU be bad leried in exoees of it, as weU as the rtiue 
of ail goods injured or dertroyed, and to treat future Agents of the British 
Government aod all travellers with respect. 

On Uth June 18$ I Band Pasha WM removed from office and Haji Baza 
(Radha) Pasha wsa appointed in his stead. On his accession he issued a 
Buyorldior order (No, VHI), confirming the privileges enjoyed by British 
subjects. In 1884 a scheme was formed for overland coomunicstion between 
India and Eogland by the Persian Gnlf and Turkish Arabia- Two Btesmers 
were sent out from England to open up the route and navigate the Euphrates. 
A Taman (No- H) was granted by the Sulteu of Turkey in 1834 for the 
protection of the steamers. In addition to these two ve^, an armed despatch 
boat, the CWt, was for many years attached to tbe Residency for service in the 
waters of Turkish Ajabia. In 1864 the Porte saoctioned provitionally the 
retention of tbe a»sw^, and in 1869 consented (No. X) to a new Twselof 
war being sent to replace ber, 

In 1835 the Political Agent in Turkish Arabia, who bad till then been 
under tbe Bombay Government, was put directly ander the control of the 
Supreme Government. In 1841 Consular powers were conferred on the Agent 
by Her Majesty's Government. In 1879 the-ConsoIar statue of the Assistant 
PoUticsl Agent was mieed from Vice-Consul to Consul, with a view to m- 
Clearing the weight of his official coromnnications with the Tarkuh sutbo- 
rities. The eiewise of the Consular powew of tbe Agent and his ^eistant is 
regulated by the Ottonau Orders in Ccunril of 1873 and 1882. 

Tlie measures which the British Government adopted for the sup^sicu 
of the slave trade in the Persian Golf oould not be made effec^l “ 

the Turkish ports remained open to vessels engaged in tiie traffic, n , 
therefore, Her Majesty's Minister at Constantinople obtained from ^e 
a Farman (No. XI) which was supplcmeDled by iostrucdons to Najxb ^ a, 
the Governor of Baghdad- These doeoments authorieod tbe confiscation 
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Turkish T€ssels engaged in skye traffic, the ezolnrion of Arab and Persian 
dayers from Tarkieh porta io the Pare! an Gulf, and the delioar^ of liberated 
davee to Bntisb reeeels to be carried back to their native conn try. In 1881 
a CoQfentioQ {No. XII) was arranged between Great Brltun and Turkey. 
Among its proTisiooe ieooe aathorieing British cruiaeia to visit, eearch and, if 
necessary, detain aay Ottoman vessel engaged in the kaSo in African elaves 
in the.^Persian Gulf, with a corresponding reciprocal danse in favour of 
Turkish oroisere. 

In October 1868 an Engagement (No. XIII) was made with the SnbHma 
Porte for the oontlonakon of lines of telegraph from Baghdad to Basra and 
from Baghdad to IChaciakin, ifi order to meet the Indian telegraph by way of 
the Persian Gulf and the line through Persia to the Tnikish frontier; and in. 
1864 a Treaty (No, XIV) was oondnded between Great Britain and TuAey 
for establishiug fd^raphic comojun^catloa between India and the Ottoman 
territory. 

Up to the year 1871 Turkish territory on the east coast of tbe Arabian 
Peninsola bad extended as far sontb as Pao, at tbe mouth of tbe river Sbatt- 
nl-Arab. In that year Abdulla bin FazI, Amir of Nsjd, invited tbe Wall of 
Baghdad to asaist him agaiost his brother Saud. The Turks with Abdnlla's 
aid, and ostensibly on his behalf, occupied Xatif and the oasis of Haaa, 
and then declined to make them over to Abdulla. 

At that time tbe Pashalik of Basra was incorporated with that of Bagh¬ 
dad. Fooi years Jater it was separated, to be re-incorporated in )86l>. In 
1884 it was again separated and tbe districts of Amara, Mnntafik, and Basa, 
each of which is governed by Moiasarrif under the Wall of Basra, were 
included in it. Various branches of the administration, however, were left 
nndcr the control of Departments in Baghdad, Customs, Posts, Tele¬ 
graphs, and Tribunals. This arrangement costinuee at the preMnt time 
(189£). The Pashalik of Basra extends from AH Gbarbl on the Tigris and 
Xalat-nl-Daraj on the Euphrates to Bidaa in the Persian Gulf, a distance of 
abont 600 miles. It is bounded on the east by Persia and the Persian Qul^ 
and Ob the west by the Nefud and tjyrian deserts. 

In 1880 a Russian Consul was appomtad at Baghdad. From 1886, how¬ 
ever, he was withdrawn, and from that time trll 1889 Russian interests in the 
Wilayat were guarded by tbs Fi-ench Consul In May of that year tbe 
Russian Consnlate was re-established, and it is still maintained (1892). 
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In 1880 it was roUd that Kedj or Ceotra] Arabia and iU affairo obonld 
«oiao witbin tho cc^aizanco of tbe PoliUeal Ag«nt in TorkUh Arabia bstaad 
of Reudeot in tbo Persian Gal tat Basbire. In 1882 tbo deaignation of 
tbe Bri^ab officer posted at Baghdad waa cbaoged by tbe Oovemment of 
India from** Political Agentto " PoUtaoal Reatdeot" io Tnrkiab Arabia. 

In 1880 tbe Turkiah Gorerament, in an offioial letter to the 'Wali of 
Baghdad, recognised Her Maje 8 t 7 'd Conral at Burn ae charged with the 
protection of Greek intereete in that towa, and in 1888 Her Majesty^a Conenl 
at Basra vae eunilarly charged with Oerman iotcreets. 

In 1888 the British Consular **desert poet’' which had been munUlDed 
since. 1844 more particularly for the traaeauaion of weekly despatohea acroee 
the desert of Sbaaija to Damaeons, and Utenoe by mail ocrt to tbe Medi* 
terraoean, was reUnqaiebed. It was formerly nuiotained by tbe Government 
of India for political reasons. Under the iutematlonal postal system, the 
Ottoman OoTomment started a dromedary pest of their own over the same 
route. 

In 1887 Her Mejeety'a Ooretnment withdrew the British Consnlata at 
Moeal, and that province la now included in tbe sphere of action of the Reri* 
dent in Turkish Arabia, 

Fao. 

Tbiougb the mediation of Great Brituo and Enesia tbe Tarkisb and 
Persian Ooseromeate mutually agreed in 1848 to abetain from placing fortided 
posts on either side of the Sbatt-uJ-Arab. Since 1886 however the Turks, 
despite remonatranoe, have been engaged in erecting fortifieetions at Fao oa 
the right bank of the river. Tbe work has not been carried on without inter- 
raptioD, hnt it is said now (1892) to be nearly complete. 

In March 1890 Commander Boldero of Her Majesty’a Ship SpAins, 
under instmetione from tbe CocDmeoderdo.Chief on the Bast India StntloB* 
arrived off Fao with tbe object of visiting and reporting on tbe fort. He wae 
accompanied by Her Majesty’s S. S. Qriffh and RtdpoU. On sUemptiog 
however to land, Commander Boldero and bis party were fired upon by the 
garrison and withdrew. For this outrage tbe commandant of tbe fort was 
ooBdemoed to six months’ imprisonment and dismisaal from his post, sod 
Commander Boldero wae eventnally allowed by the Solten’s ordere to carry 
out his visit to the fort. In conoection with this incident the Porte was 
informed that Her Majesty’s Ooveroment attached importance bo the die* 
ooctinuaoce of the fortifications at Fao.

nation being io peace with onr high Porte whose grandeur God continae 
everlaatiogiy ,* therefore, there are in hia hands the high and reepeetable capitnla. 
tioos of ou loftf Porte, to which all sabmisaion must be paid, and it bebores 
all men to obey the orders therein contained. Therefore, io the manner that 
it is commanded and ordered io said high capitulations, article bf article, 
wbetber regarding the custome and all ^oge relative tbexefo, or whether 
regarding c^her mntters, or whether the respecting, favouring, assisting, and 
protecting the said English Balios and his efiecte agreeable to the said high 
oapitulatioos, fon must, as ordered by onr great Sultan, in all thiogs conform 
and pay obedience tbereto, and yoo must not in any the least respect depart 
from, or act contrary to, said respected capitulations; and this onr Uooyooroldi 
or order I send you for this purpose. When it arrives you be it known unto 
you that it Is by us directed that, conformable to the said high capitulations, 
which are the commands of oar great Sultan, tbe English Balios yon are to 
aid, sseiet, and protect, and in all other respects you are to pay obedience 
thereto, and from the letter of the said high capitulntlone yon must not in 
any respect depart, and agreeable to this oar order or Booyooroldi you are 
commanded to act.

In these times the English Ambassador residing at our Court, Henry 
Nevile, Esq., has presented to UB a formal memorial to the following effect 
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that the Boglbb Eovoya at Alappo, AlexaDdda, Tripoli in Syria, fcbe Grecian 
lalaoda, Tunia, Tripoli in Barbary, 8cao, Smyrna, and Egypt, and all the 
other coneiderabla towni haviog acalea or porta in our donunioni, may hare the 
power of appointing Conanla of their owu nation j and, in the event of their 
chooalng to change any of them and appoint othera in tb«r room, that no 
pereon may be permitted to interfere or to present each an arrangement. 
Now be it inown that fomar agreements have eetabliehed this. Moreover, 
it aopears tbit before the present period the East India Corapnny had sent a 
person to Bassora, by name William Shaw, Es<i., to represent them and 
superintend tbcir af^ra, who waa not poseeasedof any Coneulary Birat; hat 
upon the eipiralioa ofhia period of aerrica and bis remcval, tb^y appointed 
in bis room the bearer of tbeae royel lettera, Eobert Garden, Esq., who wm 
also futniehed with a Comioiarion from the Company- Now, according to 
the tenor of former engagementa as well as in compliance with the wiehaa of 
the Ambassador, it beceme proper and necessary to deliver th« Birat in ques¬ 
tion into his bands. We have acoordiogly coneignsd to him our royal 
diploma. 

Aecordiog to what we have written, the aforesaid Robert Garden, Esq., 
ia constituted BritisH Consol, under the regalaWous to be here explained by us 
ae well in regard to his latitude of aoUon, as the conduct to be observed 
towards him. 

hie ii nominated and appointed Consol in Busora. 

5)sd.—He shall have fall and sole power of taking cognizance of all 
affaire coneeming those of the nation to which be belongs, such es captains 
of ships, mercbante, and also all who may he under the protection of the 
English fiag; all matters relating to the above are to be under bis peculiar 
care. 

Without his express written order, no Englleb vessel ehall be peroaitted 
to some to Bussora. 

The servants of the Consul shall not be subject to the poll tax or any 
other epedes of tax or tribute. Tbeir butobers shall not pay any duty, and, 
in Sne, the aforesaid description of peraous mast be protected from any kind 
of contribution. 

In the event of their purchaeing male and female slaves, they shall also 
be exempted from the above-mentiousd duties. 

No pereon abaU interfere in respect to thdr f urnitare, their eatables or 
driokahles, for these have bean pnrileges of old etending; such articles too 
shall bo free from customs. 

No person shall dare to imprison or put in fottera the Amhaeeador, the 
Consol, or their Agent#, neither shsll they seal up their houeesj and should 
the Consols where they reside have with them a military detaob merit, and 
wish to place them in »parate bouses, let none molest them for so doing. 

We repeat that their mslo and female servaoM are to be exempted from 
taxes, BS arc their butebore from duties, all winch exemptions are of old. 
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la the ©veot of tb« CodboI ooaceiYinff hiea«lf aggrieved, or aoj person 
haviDg esuse of complaint against him, we, m ooofonoitj to former agromaeaU, 
Jwrebf order that the matter ahall be referred to onr Court for decision, end 
that 70 Q shall nob hear ^e discosaioa elsewhere. 

Shonld the aforesaid CodbuI happen to travel, in whateyer part he may 
Choose to visi^ either hj see or land, he, hie suite, serrants, cattle, and goods 
shail be eao^ from any harm, and cpon his return, should be, from not being 
provided ^th a stock of necsesaries, wish to make ret^nisite daily purchases 
op the road, Jet none refose to supply him, or dsrs to engage in disputes with 

In pJac^ where danger may be apprehended, they shall be permitted to 
turbau sod the sword, to ride ou horssbaok, to carry tbs bow, spear, 
and all the apporteuance of war, end whatever CatMes or others should see 
them so provided, they are not to molest them. 

But should they esoeed the hounds of these agreemouts, pririlegee and 
conceesious, you are to check and prevent them, for such salutary restraint and 
observance of good order is necessary. 

To all future timee these regulations and iDstTuctioas shall be valid, for 
we will not suffer the least iafriogement thereof, nor shall we sanction any 
excess.

Ti^anslatiok of an Imperial Ottomak Diploma granted to 
Earpord Jones, Esq., Bwnsfi Consol of BAaLAD and 
the ENVIRONS.— 1802 . 

At the request of lord Elgin, English Ambaseador to theSoblune Porto, 
io a memorandum given to ua by bm, to wit, that in conseqoeoce of the 
capitulations, tbe Bnglisb Minister haying named Consuls at tbe porta of 
Aleppo, Alexandria, 'rripoli of Syria, Algiers, ‘rripoli of Barbary, Tunie, Scio, 
Smyroa, Egypt, and other ports requiring costom bonees, and wishing ehorcly 
to change or replace them others, snd having lor tbe present aasigoad and 
mtablished a$ Consul in the city of Bagdad and its ravirons, Harford 
^ooes, Esq., a BriUsh subject, and reading in the said city of Bagdad, in 
order to protect the affaire of British merchaote established there, or of travel¬ 
lers, we lave giyen him our Imperial Bint in conformity with the requisi¬ 
tions of tbe said oapitolations, confirming and ordaining the eaid Harford 
Jonee, Eeq.. ae Consul in the said city of Bagdad, that io conformity with the 
said captalations tbe affaire of merobanie and travellers onder the protection 
of tbe British flag in this country, in cases of difficulty arising, should be 
referred to him, and that the departure of all vessels should take place only 
nnder his coguiaance, aod that no public seryante under his orders should be 
molested under the pretext of tribate, or oerteio regolalione entitled fCAarais, 
neither of others named Anarig, nor of such as is levied by ships called CoisnA 
Aheem, or other arbitrary impositions called TffAaitjt 0'f$is that no one 
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sball exaot tbe Sk&r&ts dot other daas for male aod fomalo elsvea m hie oer- 
vide^ and that do porsoD shall interfere nor ohatmot the docnestio afiairs of 
the said Consul, hu^ on the contrarj, thej shall be free from all impoeftioos 
ficooiding to the prevailing: ousioms, neither shall ther be scbjeet to the one- 
toms or esdse duties; that the Consnl bein; estabKshed bj the Bntish 
Ministers is not snbjeM to imprisonment; that hie honee cannot be closed or 
searched, or have voj bodj of troops lodged tberein; that assists ots end slaves 
beloD^ng to him shall be free and exempt from Kharats and Avariz, Czstah 
AkH*«i, TtHzlifi Or/yz ; that ao^ oomplaiot made b^ any person against him 
sbalJ be referred to ns and cannot be disposed of by any other means; that 
eboold the s^d Consul find it necessary to travel into any part of the country, 
either by land or by sea, at any statioae or porte be may arrive at, no one shall 
molest him or bis servants, or cattle, or baggage, gnidee, or any thing con> 
nected with him; that any captda of country vessels on being paid ehall be 
compelled to carry bis providooe according to the prevailing regula^ons, and 
that so one eball seeh pretext for dispubH against him; and in danger* 
ons parts of the country be be allowed to wear a white turban, sabre, bow, or 
other warlike inaimments. 

That all judges snd commandants or others shall not molest him, bnt 
shall assist and protect him, and ehall prevent any one from throwing oIk 
etaclee in bis way, and always behave towards him in conformity with the* 
capitola^ons, and that no one shall preenme to oppose, but, on the contrary, 
shall give every oredeace to this decree, given under cur most respectable &iid 
noble Seal.

The Pasha stall never, on any pretext whatever, inteifere in any manner 
with (he afisira and arrangement of the Resident respecting bis eetablishmeBt,

tbare shadl be no objection made to the oelebration of Hia BrIUnaic Majesty's 
birth-day ia the most public laaniiBr, with all tbeae««ary ceremooiM. In 
a word, there shall be no epedei of objection or ioterfeienoe in any of the 
Besident'a states and ceremooies. 


AftTXOLB d. 

The Pasha eliall never prohibit the customary intercban^ of visits be* 
tween the great officers of the Torklsh GoTeromeot and the Eeeident. 

ASTICU 4r. 

Tbe Reeident has never, nor will ever, show the least disposition to any 
nodoe interference in tbe Pasha's affairs or govemmeiil> and will show every 
readiness to comply with tbe Pasha's wishes, provided they do not mtorfere or 
arc not contrary to any of the Articles of thia Treaty, or tbe interests of tbe 
British Government j and so it is agreed for the benefit of both parties. 


Annois 6. 

Whenever the Pasha shall have any bosiness with ^e Besident, be sbalL 
make it known to him by one of his own oonfidential men of rank j also 
shonld the Resident ever have any imporUnb busioess, and demand confiden tial 
persons on the part of the Pasha to converse with, there shall be do objectione 
made to it, and the wreon required sboll be iromedistoly sent; tbe benefits 
arising from this Artime are dearly reciprocal.

There shall be no equivocation in any of these Articles. Should any 
doubts hereafter arise relative to soy particolars contained in tbe A^es

Dbcrbb of the Pasha of Baqbad for pbeventiso tbe dhsbb-

Ik is declared that the sailors and those who work on board tbe cruiaers 
and merchant ebips of the British Goveroment, eomelitnes by dronkean«s or 
other offences, incur the displeasure of their oapUin8,and become liabje to 

just and necessary punishment and cotiectiop; and, moicover, be it knowa 
that sbould the sailorkor workmen aforesaid, in order to escape auen chastise* 
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fflwjt, take refogc with, and expact protection from, either jonrsalf or the 
head oaptaio of Shntel Arab (rol^lx called the captain Pasha) yon shall by 
no mssna afford them protection, but deliver them up to the Agent at Buasora 
of the esteemed Eeeidentof the British Oovernraent at Bagdad, in which 
intention this order bae been written, decreed, and traneoitted. When this 
shall reach you by the power of the Most High, you will immediately regulate 
your conduct and act by the decree contained in It. 


No. VI. 

Dbcbee of the Pasha of Bagdad for the restorAtion of Nattvss 
of India brought to Bussoea as slaves.—1813. 

It.ia declared that, in consideration of the amioable relatioua eubdatiog 
between the Bcblime goyernmantof perpetual strength and internal stability 
(s.e., the Porte) and the British dovernment, whose friendship it beboTce ua 
to cnltivate, shonld the captain or crew of ships trading oo the seas, whether 
belonging to Bussora or Muscat, steal and bring subjects o! the aforesaid 
goTerncnent in India, either males or females, natives of India, for sale at 
Boseora in the manner of negro mala and female sUyes, and the Agent of the 
esteemed lUsideDt at Bagdad for the British Goyemmene setablisbed at Bos* 
BOta pro 70 that Che aforesaid male aod female slaves are not negroes, but 
nativee of India, who have been kidnapped, they shall be taken from the 
bands of the thieyes and deepoilera and delirered up into bis bands, and for 
carefully establishlDg this clw law in the government this order is written, 
decreed, aod transmitted with the power of the Most High. When this shall 
reach yon, you viW immediately regelate yonr actions and conduct by the 
Articles contained in it. 


No. VII. 

Tbakslation of a XBTiBit from His Higeujess the Pasha of 
Bagdad to the Poutioal Agent at Bdssoba. 

After Compliments,—The Dragooian of the English nation has arrived 
here, bearing a sealed despatch from the government and a letter from youi> 
self containing the following demands

aervaote as they see necpsaity for.

Sboold hereafter ao agent, not an Eoglishman, be asUbUabsd at Bagdad, 
be shall anqacationably meet witb every proper hooonr and ooneideration as it 
ia due to hieetation. 

Abticlb b. 

Bills of exchange shall not be taken from thrir shrofis by force, nor 
money from tbeir dependants or protegis by compnlaion, nor eball teosponry 
or arUtrary taxes of any kind evsr be levied on tbeir landed or other property 
contrary to tbeir dne right and custom. 


AnnoLB 0. 

No tax, except one previously veil downed and arranged, shall be levied 
on boats the property of firitisb subjects and prot^6s; such, for instance, aa 
pass between Buseora and Bagdad; nor shall tbeir boats he seized for the 
^lic service; nor sbtH the property of merchants being British subjects or 
proteg^ arriving at Bagdad, otherwise than as is usual on the arrival of tbe 
same at Bnesora, enter the enstom house contrary to stipulation and covenant.

Should BritieU or Indian soanaQ deaert, fcbev sbali not be forced to 
become ooaverte to Islam, and in caee of their willing conversion tbev shall 
bo aubeeqnently debvered up to their duty io order to prevent any detriment 
to the intereste of the ship.

A spot shall be assigned on lease to the Resident for a house and garden 
wherever he may point out. ^ 

Abticlb 12. 

The proven claime of British protegle to be enforced on whomsoever of 
oar subjects it may be, without the Bcaanest loss or iujnry to the claimante. 

We have considered and fully oomprehended theee demands, in like 
manner elw o we are convinced of the very great and faithful regaid of 
Hie Imperial Highness for the English nation; with regard, thereSre, to 
such part of tb«m as are contained in those Imperial Treaties end royal 
de^ee which are in ^en bands, it has even been fnldlled to them hitherto, 
and we shall continue likewise to observe it in time to come, ami this too in 
due ooDsiderstion of the fulness of that valued friendship and the abundaoce 
of ancient and lasting unanimity which bas existed between the two States 
jin ages past. 

With respect, however, to the overplus of customs taken from Mr. 
Starmey and the goods lost to Mr. Scoododa, we have made investigation and 
discovered that the eircumstances oecnrred by olianoe and not from premedita¬ 
tion 5 we have consequently returned them to the Dragoman above meotinned 
ae we caonot consent to any conduct towards the British Government eon. 
trary to Treaty and oovenant—our fcieudsbip for them being of ancient date 
~and also in compliance with the engagements of our predecessors up bo the 
present date. ' 

In conformity, therefore, with the firoa and lasting alliance formed be¬ 
tween the Irnperjal and British Governments witb a view to confirm and 
secure the foundation of that faithful alliance and to atreogchsn the bonds of 
the immutable smd important union set forth io tbe Imperial Treatise and 
royal edicts which are in their possession, and is conformity with anoient rule 
and former precedent, we have agreed to the observauoe of all the stipulatione 
above mentioned, and have sealed this instromeat as a proof of oor couaent, 
and delivered the same into the hands of the Dragoman aforesaid. 

Be yon therefore informed of this and consider it ae fully effioient.

Although the aoswar of the Pasha bad not arrived, the Ambassador made 
representations on this point, informing onr Sublime Porte the British 
Government awaited onj reply. 

Por tbia reason we have and do permit two steam boats to navigate the 
Euphratea by turns, and this nivigaticn is to continue as long as, conforma¬ 
bly to what hae been repreaented to us, it may pove nsefal to the two powers, 
and DO inconvenience resnlt therefrom, and it is to this purpose that an official 
rule has been tranemitted to the British Ambsaaador. 

A firman couched in the same terms has been addressed to the Pasha of 
Bagdad and Bussora.

regard to kidnapped slsTes in the places to whiob they are traaeported is not 
liJce onto (tbat a^pted towards) staves coming to these places, and that the 
prevention tbsreof woold be both just and coaimisssrate : It is therefore my 
supreme and imperial will that the slave trade carried on on the aforesaid 
coast by the merobsnt vessels under my imperial be heooeforward entiiely 
prohibited, that soy (eessels) ectiog in contraveotioo to tbis prohibition aod 
captnred by the ships of my imperial Beet whieb by the grace of God are to 
be sent into those waters, or taken by the British ships of war creisbg in 
those parts and delivered up by them to the Aatboritles of my royal por^ in 
the Gulf of Bossora, be token possesrion of by my Sublime Borte» aud ^at the 
ca}steiu8 thereof be ponished; tbat those whom it may ooocern be peremptori* 
ly wained thereof, ond that the utmost care and attention be pud to tbs fall 
aod perpetual cbservaace of the present prohibilion, nnd to the punishment of 
those acting in contravention thereto as aforesaid. 

Yoa, therefore, who are the Vales of aforeitamed, will act conformably 
(hereto), and beware of transgressing (theee etders). 


Taahslation of a commuhicatioh made by the Ports to Her 

MAJBStT*8 EUBASST. 

A vizieriallctter,dated the 10th September (27th January 1847), has 
been addreered to the Vales of Bagdad as follows 

An Imperial Firman just issued concemiog tbe prohibition to the export* 
ation of black slaves from Africa to America and ether placee is herewith 
transmitted to your Excellency, and it is ths supreme command of EU Majesty 
tbat yon eboal^f be caref nl to enforce tbe orders contained in it. 

Without eofering iato unnecessary details (on the snbject) with your 
Exoelleucy it is secesstry to observe that, as tbs publication ^ this Imperial 
Firman will not be without its objectioos, you should keep it by yon, and, 
without any refei’toes whatever thereto, duly issue, the orders cootoined io it 
to the Authorities of sneh places as may he re^nisite. 

His Majesty has moreover ordered that towards neztsprisg some vessels 
of the imperial fleet should be sent ((^od willing) to superintend tbs full 
execution of this interdiction, as well as to promote ths welfare of those 
coasts as berctofors ; and whsieas it would be productive of less to some of 
His Majesty's subjects ignorant in the beginning of the prohibition of the 
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ssecotioa thftreof were to be enforced contemportDeouslj with its promo U 
gation : the pubHoation of these orders are to be made bp you oq the receipt 
of thia deepatcb. You will also make known that they are to be in foil 
vigour foor znontbs after the date hereof, that is, after the 10 of Suffer (d7th 
January ISi7], and that tbe slaves whioh may be on board any mercbant 
vessels under tbe Ottoman Flag, which sball have dared to act in contra' 
Tdntion thereof, after the expiration of tbe aforea&id period, and whiob having 
eeoap^tba vigiUnoe of the Authorities on their passage may eater any of 
the Turkish poile, shall be taken possession of and detained. 

Yon will also adopt soltable measares for sending back to tbe place from 
which they may have been kidnapped, the alaves arriving in any of Hie 
Majesty's ports.

As year Excellency well knows, 1 have stated in the despatch I wrote 
to yon, in coneeqoence of the dnnan issued for tbe purpose of prohibiting tbe 
transport of black slaves from Africa to Acnerioa and other places, that it 
will be necessary to take maisnres for sending back conveniently to tbe places 
whence they bad been kidnapped, those slaves who shell come to any of 
the Ottoman Empire in vessels under tbe flag of tbe Sablicoe Forte. 
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Bat on tbinkiog ag^ia od thia matter, we foand tiiat tbie plao ix not 
quite exeoipt from iDCooveoience, for it le not improbable that the elaree 
tbould fall, while oa tbeii way home, into the hands of people dealing ia 
elaeee, aad experience agaia all eorta of cniaerj. 

Now the elavM who shall bare been liberated from tbe hands of the 
merobanta are oatnarallf beooma tbne free, and they ma?, of cooree, actaa 
they like. &Qch of them, then, as will not return, but oboose to remain, 
cannot be forced to go, and they mast be allowed to stay where they please. 
But humaiiiiy requires that measoree should be token to send safely to 
the place of their destination those who wish to retard, and, therefore, it has 
been (bought eipedienb, and the Sultan bae given orders to that effect, (hat 
(hose among (hem who wish to return should be oonogned to the British 
Authorities in those enTirons, put on board the British men of war, or on 
bosrd other ymh which shall be assignsd by the English, and sent away. 

This matter hss been talked of with the British embassy, and your Ex¬ 
cellency will therefore talk about i6 with tbs British Coneol at Sa^ad, and 
send the analogous instrucdons to the competent Aotborittes; and as to those 
among the slaves that have been captured, who may wish to remain in this 
cooQbry, your Excellency will take oaie to furoisb them wHh a TeakgrI, that 
they may not be molested by any body whatever after that.

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TREATIES AND ENGAGEMENTS 

SBLlTlSa TO 

MASEA.T (MUSCAT).* 

Iq the iDid^la of tb« seTesteenth caotor^ the Maalmt (Muscat) Ar^ba 
hwhg driven tbe Portugese, who bad oeoupied the Omn Coaet eiuce Id07, 
from Uaskat, eetebli^ied tbdr wcandenof id tbn Pereian Qulf aod, hj the end 
of the oexitor;, had gaioed posaeseioD of Mombasa and other porta on the Afn* 
can ooast In the rei^ of Nadix Sbah the Pereiana invaded Oman and ^ined 
eopremsoy orer the conntrj for some time hot were eventaally ©j polled by 
Ahmad bin S^, the Arab Governor e£ Sobar, a town on the Batinah Cout, 
about IbO loiles north'west of Maskat, who eoDtomptnonaly rejected Nadir 
Sbeb'a olaime tS tribute. For this service Ahmad waa elected Imam in 1741 
ail d founded the preee ot dyoasty of the Al Bu Saidie. Be died in 177 5 and was 
ancoeeded by bia eecond son, Said, who, however, proeed an incapable Ruler, and 
ten years later tbe power was nanrpcd by the fifth son, Sultan. It was in 
1798, during tbe rule of tbii Chief, that tbe first Treaty (No. XV) with Mae. 
kat was negotiated by Mabdi Alt Shan, tbe Company's Agent at Boshire, 
with a view to exclude from Maskat the prejudicial infiue&ce of tbe Freocb 
with whom Salytd Snitan was brought in conteot through bis trade with tbe 
Mauritius. ‘When Sir John Malcolm virited Masbat on bia first mission to 
Persia iu 1800, be formed sDotber Engageioefit (No. XVI) with Saiyid Sultao, 
stipulating for the strict observaoce of the previous treaty and for tberesU 
deuce of an English gentleman in an official capacity at Maakat. 

Saiyid Saltan bin Ahmad was killed od the 14th November 1804 in a 
contest at sea with his enemies, the Attubis and Eawasim. The rigb^ of his 
two youog eons were disputed by their nuoles, espccialiy by Saiyid Kais of 
Sobar, wbo aimed atnsurpiog the government of Oman. To oppose their un¬ 
cle's pretensions the two youths pot themselves in tbe bands of their oousiui 
Saiyid Bsdr bin Saif, who called in tbe Wababis (see Persian Gulf, Vol. X), 
and with their help defeated Suyid Ksis and recovered Bandar Abbas and 
Hormuz, which bud been seized by the Shaikh of Eisbm, The wcakoeaa re-

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Bulting from tliis disputed sueoeasioD, gftTS tbe 'W&habis a footiog iu M»skat, 
which they retained uatil the oconpatica of Hasaby tbe Turks. Id 1800 they 
made their first appearance in Ooaxi. They reduced all theaea^coaat of tbe 
FersiaQ Gulf front Basra to Dabu, released tbe Chiefs of Zahira aod Sohar 
from allegiance to Maskat, and forced Saiyid Snltaa to beg for a three years' 
trace, which they broke soon after. They woald probably have coaqaered all 
Oman tf they bad not been stopped by the aasaauDatloD of their Chief. 

Saiyid Said, the second son of Saiyid Saltan, succeeded Badr bin Saif in 
ISO?.' This Chief, to whom the religious title of Imam was not conceded by 
the Arabs, ruled for fifty years, duriog which time be cnltiTated a close inter- 
coorse with the British Government. In 1808, smarting nodcr tbe inaclte of 
tbe Wahabis, whose agents were fordbly con verting bis sobjects tn bis very 
capital, he roused tbe Arab tribes in Oman to a combination agsinet them. 
If Mask&t bad fallen nnder the Wahabis, Saiyid Said would have been drawn 
^nto tbe general ayetem of piracy which they encouraged, and would have been 
converted from a friend into a dangerous enemy. The British Government, 
therefore, resolved to support him. An armament was accordingly sent towards 
the oloee of 18 09,which destroyed the piratical boats at Baa.ul-Ebaima, Liogah, 
and Left, and bombarded and took Shinas. No arrangements, however, were 
made to secure permanently the advantage then obtained. Pjiacy wee soon 
renewed, aud it became necessary to send another expedition against tbe pirates 
in 1819, in which also Saiyid Said co-operated. With these exceptione, till tbe 
year XS92, when n Treaty (No. XVII) was conclnded for tbe anppressioo of 
slavery, there is nothing requiring special notice in the intorooune between 
the British Government aod Saiyid Said, who was chiefiy occupied in wars with 
hie rivals, the Saw asim, and in fruitleae attempts to possess himself of the 
island of Bahrain. 

Tbe treaty of lS2i aimed at tbe eupprearion of the foreign slave trade 
with Christian nations only, and not of the trade with Mahammodan countries 
and witlun tbe Maskat dominions, except in eases of kidnapping; and the per¬ 
mission given ander tbe treaty to Brliisb cruisers to seize slave ships east of 
the line defined in tba treaty, applied to His Majesty's ships only, and not 
to vessels of tbe Indisn Navy. In 1839, howevsr, a Treaty of Commerce 
(No. XVIIT) was concluded with Saiyid by Her Majesty's plenipoten¬ 
tiary at Maskat, by the I5tb article of which he confirmed tite treaty of 
I38f for the eappresslon of slave trade with Christian countries, and conceded 
power of search and eeisure to vessels of tbe East India Company as well as 
those of the IWyal Navy. On tbe l7Ui December of the same year be agreed 
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vith tbe Reiideot io the PersUii Ou1{ to add tliree addi^OQ&l Artioles (No. 
XlX) to the treat7 of 1^22) aothorisiog tbe Hgbt o€ ee&rch, ftnd exUnding 
tbe bonndaiy laid down m tbe treaty of 1^22 fron Dm Head bo Paeeatii, 
the eaetem boondary of tbe Haakat poweseions on tbe Makrns coaat, eo aa 
to ioolode the coaete of Eatbiawar, Eotch, and Kanobi, andupwaidaof 
four degrees westward in tbe limits within which bis anbjecta were for* 
bidden to esg^e in the elaT6*brade. In the fourth article of the Arabic 
veraion of the treatj of 1S22 no mention was made of tbe obligation of tbs 
roler of Maskat or his authorities to assist in tbe apprehension of British 
subjects engaged in the si are-trade, althongh this obi Ration whs dis^nctly 
speciiied in the English veraiOD. He was therefore urged to hare ths omfseion 
reetiGed by an addition to tbe Anbio teat. Be was, howerer, arerse from 
alteration being mode in the treaty; but in a separate letter, dated the 18tb 
. August 1845, he bound bivself, his beirs, and authorities to afford assistance, 
when required by penons authonaod to demand it, in apprehending British 
subjects engaged in alare^tiade. 

In 1845 Stiyid Said entered into a Treaty* (No. XX) prohibiting, 
from the ist January l$47j the export of slares from his African dominions, 
and tbeir importation from any part of Africa into his dominions in Asia; and 
agreeing to use his ioSnence with the Chiefs of Arabia, the Rad Sea, and the 
Toiaian Onlf to put a atop to tbs alare^trade. Tbe treaty, howsrsr, did act 
prohibit the transport of slates from one port in bis African possessions to 
another, la consenting to this treaty he reqaeated that three additional 
articles t might be added, prohibiting the searoh of bis vessels in the limits

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witbin whiob the traasport of eUves was allovrad under tbe treaty, aod of hb 
veseeb coming from tba Arabian nod Rad &aaa to Africa* and stipulating 
that, if slaves were stolen from tksa Zansibur Urritories, ba should oot be held 
raspoosible. These Articles do not appear to bare been formally agreed to ; 
bat Saiyid S&id was tuforaiad,iD the name of Her Majesty's Government* that 
British ships of war would searoh only enoh vessels onder tbe Maskat flag as 
zcigbt reasonably be saspeoted of being engaged in slave-trade; that, tbei*e< 
fore* the dasoriptioa of vessels mentioned in the artiolee would not be eearobed 
unless there should be good ground for snspecting them to be so engaged; 
and that, in aoy case, if they should be searched and found not to be so 
engaged* that fact woald be ascertained in a very short space of time, and 
they would not be preveuted for more than a quarter or half an hour from 
oootinuing tbelr voyage. 

In cousecquence of some discossion regarding the right of Seiyid Said* 
to dnty on goods transhipped in bis ports, be issued Kules (No. XXZ) in 
1846 for tbs levy of the full doty of 6 per cent, on goods transhipped, bnt ex¬ 
empting from duty ships putting into bis harboors from stress of weather* and 
all stores of tbe British Government landed at bis ports. 

In 1854 SmyidSaid ceded (No. XXll) to the British Crown tbe Xuria 
Muria islands on tbe sontb coast of Arabia. Tbe islands were valnable only 
for the guano deposits which were found on them and whiob are now exhausted. 
In a piratical outrage was oommitted by tbe Jaaferab section of the Beni 
Bu AU tribe on two trading vessels at Hellaoia in these islands, for which 
they were fined dOO dollars, and a promise of fntnre good behaviour was 
exacted from them. 

During ^e later years of bis rule the affairs of Saiyid Said in his 
Asiatic dominions fell into much confusion* owing partly to his prolonged 
reddence at Zcinsibar,* which in 1840 he made tbe permanent seat of his 
goveroment, and partly to the incapacity of thsageote whomhe left at Maskst* 
and latterly of bis son, Saiyid Tbawaini. Oo more than one occasion his power 
was saved only by the intervention of tbe British Government. His contests 
with tbe Wahabis in 1889 and again in 2845 and 1659 are described in tbe 
Persian Golf Narrative (Vol. X). In 1888 Saiyid S^d concluded a treaty 
with the United States of America, f and in 1844 with fVanoe.J In 1880 a

Saijid Said died in 1856. To 1844 he had intiznated hie desire to 
appoint bis sons Saijid Ehalid and Saijid Tliawaioi as his eacceeeore io hie 
African aod Asiatic domioioce raepectieelj, and had appointed tbem hie 
deputdes. Saijid Tbawaioi aocordioglj succeeded to the goTernment of 
Maskat on his father's death. In TxetuB of bis eaocassion to the cbiafsbip of 
Oman, he claimed also feudal supremacy over Zaozihar {m Zanzibar, in 
this Volume), and prepared to establish hU claim by force of arms, Tbe dispute 
was submitted to the arbitration of Lord Caooing, who in 1641 decided 
(No. XXIII) that Zaniibar should be independent of Maskat, but should pay 
as annus] eubeidj of 40,000 crowns. 

In 186i an Engagement (No, XXIV) was oonoladed betweeu (Ireat 
Britain aod Prance, by which both powers engaged reciprocally to respect the 
independence of the ralers of Maskat and Zanzibar, 

In 1864 S^yld Tbawaini agreed (No. XXV) to the constroction of one 
or more linee of telegraph through the territory of Maskat, and in 186Ba 
Convention (No. XXYl) was made mth him for the ©xteueioa of the electric 
telegraph throogh bia doniniooe in Arabia and Makrao. 

In February 1866 Saiyid Tbawaini was assassinated at SoLar, where he 
bad gone to organise an etpedition ^ost tbe Wahabis. (Jrave suspioroiis 
of having been concerned in tbie crime attached to bis son and successor 
Saiyid Saiim, and so much alarm was created at Maskat that trade was para¬ 
lysed and tbe town was deserted by British sobjecte residing there. Envoys 
were shortly afterwards sent by Saiyid Salim to Bombay, but they were 
informed that while the British Goverumeot had no wish to intorfereia the 
domeetic affairs of Oman, it was compelled, under the circumstaucea of tbe 
case, to suspend friendly wlatlone with the ruler of Maskat; at the same time 
tbe treaty obljgaricnsof tbs Britieh Government wilh the State of Maskat, 
which had for tbeir special object the protecrioo of British subjects raiding 
in Maekat territory, were in no way abrogated, and their fulfilment would be 
required from every ruler of Maskat. 

Subsequently, however, ae tbe people of Maskat had apparently accepted 
Saiyid Salim as their legitimaU Chief, it was intimated to the merchants 

trading with Maskat that they might resome commermal dealinp with that 

port, a Native Agent was appointed to the place, and finally in September 
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1866, Sai/’id Salim was recognised hj the British GoTernmeatasBoIerof the 
State. The appointment of a British officer as Political Agent was revived in 
the following year. 

In the neaotiiae Saiyid Turki, brother of the late Saiyld Tbawami, who 
had been residing at Bushire on an allowaoce granted to him by the Biitish 
Goveroment pending a settlement of Oman affaiis, made an nnsuccesafnl 
attach on Maskat. For this breach of the maritime peace hie allowance was 
stopped, and he was enbee^uently warned that similar proceedings, which be 
was believed to be meditating in concert with the Shaikh of Dabai, would 
ex^toea him and his adbeieuts to be treated as enemies of the British Govern¬ 
ment 

Id Jane 1867 Saiyid Tniki attached Sohar by Zand, bat was driven oft 
with loss} eubeequently, however, be captured Matrah, the principal fort com- 
maitding the pass leading to Maskat, and, as Saiyid Salim was nnable to expel 
hioi, an arrangement was effected through the mediation of the BrCtiah 
Eesident, by which Saiyid Tnrki was to receive a luonthly allowance of 600 
dollars from the Sultan on the condition that be should reside in India. 

Saiyid Salim's rule however was act destined to last long, In addition 
to the snspioioa of parriride, from which he oonld never entirely free himself, 
his preference for the Ghafiri tribe, who profeesed Wahabi tenets, excited 
the discontent of their rivals, the Hlnswie, by whom the vnling family of 
Maskat had been principally supported. Early in 1868 an expedition was 
undertaken by Saiyid Salim against hia oncle, the Chief of Masnaah, with whom 
he had a trifling dispute regardiog money. Although a recoociliatioa was 
effected before hoetilitiee actually commeoced, Saiyid Salim's conduct on this 
occasion alienated many whose support would have been valuable, while his 
resources wore materially diminished by the expenses of the expedition. 

When, therefow, Aaan bin Kais, Chief of Eoetok (see in/ra) and brother- 
in-law of Saiyid Salim, rose in rebellion, the latter had neither friends nor 
money with which to resist him. In October 1368 Asan biu Kais obtained 
posaeasioB of the town of Maskat, and, on the flight of Saiyid Salim, whom the 
Bn^eh Government declined to assist by force of arms, was proclaimed Chief. 
For some ^ms Saiyid Salim endeavoured to rally hie ftiends on the Arab coast 
and contemplated an attack by sea on the Oman ports j he was warned 
however agaiaat any act which might tend to a breach of the maritime peace, 
4nd Government resolved to prohibit, by force of arms if nccttsary, all naval 
opemlions by any party at Moskat or elsewhere. Tho hope which Saiyid Salim 
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enterUbioed of »SB)BUooe from the Wab&bis was frustrated by the oee&asio&CioD 
at Shargab of Sideyri, Governor of tbe Wahabi oatpost of Beraimi, and by ble 
own exertione be could exdte no entbusiaem Tor liis cause smoog tbe Cbiefa of 
tbe Arab coast. 

Doriog tbe nOe of Azan bin Kale the chief power was wielded hj Said 
bin Ebulfao A1 Kbuleli, tbe bead of tbe priestly faction among tbe Hicawis j 
hU er deities and exactionB> and the severity with wfatob be enforced complisinoe 
with tbe precepts of tbe Koran, rendered Asan bin. Eais's rule unpopnlsr at 
Maaketj though bis authority was sncoesefnlly asserted over the refractory 
tribes in the ioterior. Early in 1869 tbe Wahabi Amir, Abdulla bin Faisal, 
made a demand for tribute on Azan bin Eaia To this no atteoiaon was paid, 
and on the iovila^oo of tbe Naim tribe of Bedouins, who bad suffered from 
the oppression of Sideyri, Asan bin Sals attached Beraimi in Jane 1869 and 
captured it. Preparations for its reeaptoie were at once eot on foot by tbe 
W^abi Chief, in whose possession it had remained lor many yeare previously, 
aud in tbe first months of 1870 he was reported to be advancing on Beraimi 
with a oonuderable foies. Plffioultiss connected with tbe want of water en 
tbe anticipated hostility of tbe Abu-Btbabi Chief, who was known to be 
in alliance with Aasn binKais, and tbe intrigues of bis brother Sand bio Faisal, 
combined to deter the Wahsbi Chief from carryiog bis intentions into effect, 
and before tbe close of tbe year be was a fngitive, pursued by bis succeeafnl 
brother Sand. 

In tbe meantime tbe events which bad taken place in Oman induced 
Government to withdraw its prohibition against Saiyid Turki*s Interferccce in 
tbe affairs of Oman, and in March 1S69 be was informed that he might, if 
be should so wisb, proceed to Maskat, but that no help or protection could be 
afforded him by tbe Bririsb Governraeot in any attempts he might make to 
establish hie power in Oman, and (bat no opemtioos by sea would be per¬ 
mitted. Saiyid Turk! remoioed at Bombay till March 1870, when be proceeded 
to Bandar Abbas and thence to the Arab coast. He was at first unsuccessful 
and was obliged to retoro to Bandar Abbas. In tbe following September, hotv* 
ever, assisted with funds from Zianmbar, be again landed on tbe Arab coaat with 
a few followers aud soon collected a eoneidersble force, a porluoa of wbicb be 
placed ander the command of Saif bin Solaiman. In January 1871 Saif bin 
Sulaiman attacked Azsn bin Kus at Matrab; both the leaders fell in tbe 
engagement, but an armistiee was arranged ^rongb the intervention of 
the British Resident, and eveutunlJy negotiations between Saiyid Turkl and 
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Said biD KLulfa& «nded ia a deelaratioa of poaco betveea the oooteadin^ 
p&niea. Said bin £balfao died a fev da^s after wards. 

Saijid Turki’s principal opponent was now Ibrabim bin Sais, brother of 
Aaan bin Kais, wbo held the fort of Sober. In Jnly 1871 Saijid Turki laid 
aiege to Sobar and bad affected a practicable breach, when ao arrangaoient 
was concluded by which Ibrahim bin £mb retained poesseeion of Sobar and 
the portion of coaat from Sailsn to £baburoh, a tract of some SO miUain 
extent; and all other parte of tbe coast, including Sawaik and Masnaab, were 
made 07 er to Saiyid Tnrki. Soon afterwards Ibrabim bln Eais plundered a 
native craft bolongieg to Britleh traders and imprisoned three of the owners. 
As Saiyid Turki was unable to procure redress, the Resident in tbe Persian 
Gnlf wae directed to demand restitution of tbe plundered property and 
eompeneation for ^e imprison ment of British subjects, and in ease of refusal 
to bombard Sobar. These c3^ms, amounting to 2,258 dollars, were accoi'd* 
ingly paid by Ibrahim bio £aie. 

Saiyid Tnrki wu recognised by the British Oorernment as Euler of 
Maskat In Jnne 1S7I, bat during that and tbe euooeeding year his power was 
endangered by tbe intrigues of bis brother, Ssiyid Abdul Axis, and bis nephew, 
Saiyid Salim, iu addition to the persistent hostility of Ibrabim bin Rnia. A 
coalition was proposed io April 1872 between Ibrabim bin Kale and Saiyid 
Salim, bnt failed owing to tbe defeat of the former near Xiawa and tbe decer- 
tioD of tbe latter by bis followers. Findiug tbemaeWes unable to eubrert 
Saiyid Turki’s authority, hia brother and nephew quitted Maskat territory 
towards the dose of 1872 aod proceeded to Bombay. In the spiing of 1878 
they left Bombay and began to Intiigue against Smyid Tarki'a authority in 
Mekrao. Offers bad been made to them by Saiyid Turki of an allowance of 
SOU dollars per mensem on condition of tbeir residing in India and abstaioiog 
from interference in Maskat a&ire. These offers they declined, and in July 
of that year Saiyid Abdnl Azit moved on Gwadar. The attack failed, owing 
to tbe Bdelity of Saiyid Turki's Governor, bnt a ooDsiderable amount of 
property belonging to British subjects wae plundered. Saiyid Abdul Axis waa 
afterwards ceptured in an attempt to cross over to Oman, aod detained in 
surveillance at Eiracbi. On bis undertaking not to interfere in Maskat 
affairs or leave Karachi without permission be was eet at liberty, and tbe 
allowance of 800 dollars per menesm waa paid to him tbrovgh ilie British 
Governipent. Qwadar waa again attacked Iu December 1878, on tbia oocaeion 
by 8aiyid Salim; tbe attempt bo waver failed, and Saiyid Salim escaped into 
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Paraiao territorf. He waa tbau iaformed tb&t :{ he surrendered onModi* 
tionsll^t he would be granted the same ellowacces as Saiyid Abdol A 212 , 
otherwise the offer would not be renewed, aod be would be arrested wherever 
be loigbt be found. He eubsequeotlj made another attecnpkoa Onan, was 
arrested hj H. M. S. I>api^n9, and sent as a State prisoner to the fort of 
Hydembad In Sind, where be died in December 1876. 

In June 1876 Soiyid Tnrki uodertook active operations agaiaat Ibrahim 
bin Kais and inrested Sobar- Negotiations were entered into which resolted 
in the surrender of Sobar and other places on the coast to Saijid ^rki; Ibrahim 
bin Kais receiving a sum of 5,000 dollars and a monthly allowance of IQO 
dollars on condition of not moving eastward of the fort of Hibi. In spite of 
this reverse, Ibrahim bin Kaia continued to intrigue agaiiist Saiyid ISirki, and 
in March 1874 collected a force composed principally of the Yal Saad section 
of the Hioawis, with which he attacked Mssnaab and took possession of the 
fort sfter having plundered a considerable acnoont of property belonging 
to British subjects. As Ibrahim bin Kais refnsed to evaeaate the fort at the 
demand of the Political Agent, it was bombarded, and an indemnity of 10,000 
dollars as compensation to British subjnote was exacted from the Yal Saad. 
In the meantime Saiyid Turki had hardly retarned from his successful expedi¬ 
tion ogwnst Sobar when be was compelled to make terms with Salib bit AH 
El-Harithi, Azen bin Kaia’s former minUter, who tnade a suceeesfnl attack on 
Matrah, and was only induced to withdraw by the payment of alai^esum 
of money. 

The annual subsidy which, under the terras of Lord Canning's arbitrayon, 
the Bnlcr of Zaotibar wee bound to pay to the Ruler of Maslcat, was duly paid 
np to the da+.e of Saiyid Thawaiui's death in 1866, hot Smyid Majid, who was 
then Snltan of Zanaibar, objected to continue the aubady to Saiyid Thawaioi's 
successor, Saiyid Salim, partly on the pretext that the engagement was personal 
to Saiyid Thawaini, and partly on the ground of Saiyid Salim’s alleged par¬ 
ricide. These arguments were not admitted by the British Government, which 
bad recognised Saiyid Salim ea Euler of Maskat, but an arrangement waa 
effected by which the aobsidy was to be paid through tho madiu^^f the 
Rolitical Agent in Oman. 

On the expulwon of Saiyid Salim by Asan bin Kais, Saiyid Majid again 
declined to pay the subsidy, on the gronnd that a member of another branch 
ef the family bad succeeded to power. This plea ceased to have force when 
Saiyid TnrVi bad sscceedcd in establishing bis authority, and he appealed 
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to the Britiah Goyemmcnt to prociire fcbe due observance of the terine of 
the arbiti’ation. As tee great obstacle to the coosolidation of Saiyid ISarki'e 
power and the ^tebliehmenl of a peaceful adminietrataon m Omao wna hie 
want of funds, it wae determbed.to guai-antee to him the pay meat of the 
aubady, wite arrears from the date of Lie eaceeseion to power j and an assur¬ 
ance was conveyed in 187S to him teat, so long as he contianed faithfully to 
observe hie treaty engagements and manifest bis friendship towards the 
British Government, the snheidy of 40,000 crowns wonJd he paid to bim 
annually during bis role. In scoordance with tele guarantee, the payment 
was regularly made, and since the death of Saiyid Turki in 1888, the subsidy 
has been continued Co bis son Saiyid Faisal who ie tbe present Ruler of Dm on. 
The precise arrangemsota In connection with the payment of the subsidy 
formed the subject of correspondence between tbe Government of India and 
Her Majesty’s Government. 

The greater portion of the money thus received by Saiyid Tnrki was spent 
in subeldising the various tribes in the interior, but the auoeeeaful raid of 
Salih bin Ali showed how little reliance could be placed on their allegiance, 
and illnstratfid the real weakness of Saiyid Tarki’s authority in Oman. Asa 
means of maiotaiiUDghjs position Swyid Turki sought a reeonciljatiou with his 
brother, Saiyid Abdul Aaiz. Finally, terms were arranged between the brothers; 
Saiyid Abdul Aais was permitted to proceed to Maakat end was assoriated with 
Saiyid Turki in the government of tbe country. The ditBculties however with 
which Saiyid Turki had to contend did not disappear with the arrival of his 
brother: dlesenaions were rife between the Ghafiria and the Hinawis; the 
Metawwah or fanatical party in the soothfast of Oman was hostile to him} and 
finally quarrels took place between the brotbers, of which advantage was taken 
by the Bedouins who garrisoned Maskat to impose terms upon Sriyid Turki with 
which he was forced to comply. Finding himself thus powerloss to control 
« 7 eata, Saiyid Tnrki, after au ineffectual attempt to conduct affairs unaided, 
entrusted the government to Saiyid Abdul-Aziz and retired temporarily' to 
Owadar. 

Signs of opposition bo the administration of Saiyid Abdul Asia soon 
became apparent; be failed to conciliate the Bedouins, and his difficulties were 
increased {j want cf funds. 'Within a few months of his retirement, Saiyid 
Tnrki found himself in a position to return to Maskat; accordingly in Decem¬ 
ber 1876, in the absence of Saiyid Abdul Aziz, be once more took possession of 
tee town and forte. His brother was at this time abeent at Semail from 
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which however, soon after Saiyid Tnrki'sretam, he removed to Stmad. The 
former place waa captured in Fehraary 1878 by the Sultan, who thos ooio- 
p!et«d the Te-eeUbliehment of hie authority, Ibrnhim bin Eaie alone remainiog 
independent at the stronghold of BoeUk, In the following year he made aa 
attack On Maskat in concert with Shaikh Salih bin Ali, bat after a three 
days' siege was repulsed and cocnpelled to retire with heavy lose. 

In 1878 Saiyid Torki, at tho invitation of the Shwkbe, sent an espedilion 
to Dhofac from which the notorioue Mopla usurper, Saiyid Padthl, had lately 
been expelled by the inhabitants. The dietrict was occupied by Saiyid Torki's 
troope and, although two nneoecessful attempts were made by the iahahitaato 
in 1881 and 1888 to overthrow the Saltan's rule, it elUl forms part of hie 
dominions. 

After 1879 the peace of Oman remained onhroken till 1888; ia that year 
the disaffection which Saiyid Abdnl Axis, from His retreat at Samad, bad b«a 
sedulously foBenting among the Sharkiyeh tribee, oatne to a head, and they 
marched upon Maskat with the Sultan's brother as leader. After some aharp 
fighting toey were repulsed by the Sultan’s troope with the assislauce of the 
Ghafiriej and an expeditiou sent shortly aiUrwards under Saiyid Faisal bin 
Tarki, the Sultan's second eon, to punish the rebels was completely suaeeiful. 

In 1888 Smyid Tutki was created an Honorary Knight Grand Com¬ 
mander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India, and at the same 
time the Bntiah Goverument declared pabliely their detennmation to afford 
him active support in case of attacks on Maskat, which had the salutary effect 
of maintaining peace during the remainder of his life. 

Saiyid Tuiki died on the 4th of June 1888 after a liageriug iiloeas, 
leaving three sons, Mohammad, Faisal, and Fabad. The second, Saiyid Faisal, 
who bad already taken a share in tiie administration of the State during hia 
father'e lifetime, and shown an aptitude to ^govern the oounlry, aseamed 
power and proclaimed bimeelf the Ttuler of Oman, Immediately on hie father's 
death. In September 1888 Smyid Faisal undertook active opexatioos against 
Saiyid Ibrahitn*bin-Kai8 with a view to reduce Kostak, but the attempt ended 
io toUl failure. Saiyid Abdul Axlz has made several attempM to overthrow 
Saiyid Faisal, bat the latter has so far (1898) suecessfuUy mainUined his posi¬ 
tion and eetoblished himself ia power. In 189U, Saiyid Faisal was recognised 
as Sultan by the British Government, and in the »me year Saiyid Abdul Aaz 
withdrew to Bombay. Id 1891 the SulUn of Zanaibar offered him an allow¬ 
ance of Eupees 600 a month, on the express conditions that be did not attempt 
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to go to Zaczibar, or to apply to the Saltan for more money. He w&a advised 
by the OovemmeDt of lodia to acoept this oSer, acd was warned agaiost dU- 
torbing the peace of either Zanzibar or Oman. 

Bandar Abbas was formerly held by the Rtilers of Maskat on lease * from 
Perua, but the lease was regained in ]8$8 and baa not eince been renewed, 
(dee Pereion Golf, Vol, X.) In l$ai the proceedings of tbe Peraaa antbor- 
ities in exacting at Bandar Abbas eastoms dues in excess of tboee prescribed 
by treaty stipnlatwns formed the subject of corresfNjndencc with the Govern* 
ment of India. 

Besides their poseessions on the Arabian coast, the Holers of MasbntLave 
hrid nninterrnpted possession of the port of Owadar since the close of the last 
century when, according to native txaditioQ, it was conferred by Nasir Xhan, 
Eban of Ealat,oa 8sdyid Saltan who bad fled from Maskat after an nnanocess- 
fnl attempt to subvert the authority of his brother Saiyid Said. When Azao 
bin sncceeded to power in Itfaskat in 1868, be sent Saiyid Smf as hie 
Governor to Owadar, bnt bia fanatical opinions disgusted tbe inhabitants and 
he had to give way to Nasir bin Thawaini who bad appeared off the port. 
After Saiyid Purki’s success at Maskat in 1871, his brother Saiyid Abdal Aziz 
established himself at Gwadar and subsequently seized the port of Cbarbar, 
which bad also been for many years in the poeseaeton of tbe rolers of Maskat, 
but had recently been occupied by 13in Muhammad, Chief of Dastiari. Tbe 
Perrians, however, who had long asserted a claim of sovereignty over Oharhar, 
attacked and took It in February 1872 and expelled Abdul Axis, while Saiyid 
Tnrki availed himself of this opportunity to make himself master of Gwadar, 
and bas ever since retained possession of it. Ko ioterferenee was exercised by 
the British Government in the procesdiogs of the Persian anthorities, bnt 
in the attack on Cbarbar property belonging to British sabjecta was plundered, 
for whieh compeasatios was afterwards pmd by Persia. 

On the 4th November 1367 an Order in Council t iseuedm akingenit* 
able provision for tbe exercise of Consular jurisdiction ia Maskat. 

In May 1871 Saiyid Toiki issued a proclamation probihiting tbe import of 
slaves to Maskat by sea, and in April 1873 Sir Bartle Frere, who bad been 
deputed as Her Majesty’s Special EuToy to eCeot arrangements for tbe more 
eSeetusl suppreseion of the dlave*trade, concluded a formal Tieaty (Ko. 


e Ste App€»dls He. 44 1b Vol. £. 
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XXVH) with him, which he engag^ed £or himflelP, hie heirs aad socGeegore 
to prohibit absolutely the import or export o£ slaves within bis terriloriee, to 
abolish all pubUo slave markets, and to confer freedom on all elavee entering hie 
temtoriee. It waa moroovar coosidered desirable that eobjects of Nahve 
States in India residing in Moskat shoald, Uke BriUsh enbjecte onder the 
Treaty of 18S9 (No, XVTII) and the Order in Conncil of 1857 {tee Appendix 
No. 6), be amenable to the Jurisdiction of the Political Agent and Consul. An 
Agreement (No. XXVIII] to this effect was accordingly signed by Saiyid 
Tarki, 

In 1675 Saiyid Turk! consented (No. XXIX) to observe the Ouetome 
roles issued by Saltan Said in^U^S (see tupra, No. XXI), and to forego the 
duty in cases where the cargo might be transhipped to another vessel. 

In 1677 an exchange of a Commeroifil Declaration took place between 
Maakat and Holland.* 

In January IS60 the Sultan gave his aeseut to the adoption of the rales 
and regulations for preventing eolUsioos at sea, as published at page 81, 
Part I, of the Gasetie of India of Slet Jannsry 1660, so far as Masket vessels 
are oonoemed. 

In 1691, a new Treaty cl Friendship, Commerce, and Navigation (No. 
XXX), supereediog the Treaty of 1669 (No. XVIII) was concladed between 
the British Government and the Sultan of Maekat. 

In March of the same year, ti>e Sultan Usned a proolamaticn prcLibitiog 
the import into Gwadar and its dependencies of arms and ammnnition. 


SoBan. 

The present rnling family o! Maskat are, as hns been already noted, 
descended from Abxnod bin Said, the Governor of Sober, a town on the 
Batinah coaat aboni LOO miles north*west of Moskat, who, in 1741, expelled 
the Persians and became the firet Buler of Maakat. Saiyid Xaie of Sober, 
who bad attempted to supplant bis nephew Saiyid Said in the government 
of Haskat, woe killed in 1608, and hie family were deprived of their patri> 
meny. In 1830, however, hie grandson Saiyid Hamnd bin Azan, tiie ooasin 
of Saiyid Said, taking advantage of the abeeocc of the latter at Zanzibar 
reused passeseiou of Sohar aod compelled Saiyid Said to restore to blio also 


* Stt i}ip«irijs No. 6* 
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otlur districtis on payment of tribute. Hie popularity in Oman was great, 
and, but for tba inteirentlon of tbe British OoyeromeDt, he would bare 
aaoceeded la dismembering the Maskat pcssesdona. In 1859 a reconoiliation 
was effected between Seiyid Said aod Sniyid Hamud through the mediation 
of Che Besident in the Persian Qul/^ and an Eogagement (No. XXXI) was 
mediated between them, by wbloh they engaged to abstain from eggresaioiis on 
each other, and to admit free intercourse and trade between their respective 
pofisessions. Saiyid Smd also bound biraself to support tbe Chief of Sober 
when attacked by bis enemies. 

By this agreement tbe Chief of Sohar became independeut. As tbe 
general engt^ments for tbe snppresaion of the alave-trade io the Persian 
Golf were condoded while tbe relations o£ Sobar to Maskat were still uode* 
fined, a formal agreement bad not been conclnded with Saiyid Haroud. BnC in 
1848 he was invited to enter into tbe general arrangement, and aocordiogly a 
Treaty* (No. XXXIl), similar to those concluded with tbe other Maritime 
States for the auppreeeloa o£ tiie slave.trade, was condoded on the ^nd May 
l$i9, with bis eon Saiyid Saif, who was then in possession of the goTernmeot. 
Suyid Saif, who bad nsorped hie father's authority, was soon afterwards pat to 
death by him. 

The treaty concluded in 1339 between Maskat aod Sohar oontainsd no 
article by which the British Geverument undertook to guarantee ite condi¬ 
tions, but tile very formal manner in which it was negotiated was considered 
to make it more than nsoally binding on both parties. Notwithstanding this, 
Saiyid Thawmni, who governed Maskat during his father’s absence at Zanzi¬ 
bar, treachsrcusly seized Snlyid Hamad at a friendly confsrsnoe and laid siege 
to Sobar by land and sea. Failing in bis attempts to take tbe fort, be return¬ 
ed to Maskat, carrying bis prisoner with him. Saiyid Hamnd died from tbe 
rigour of bis conffnement on tbe il3rd April 1850. Saiyid Xais, his brother, took 
np arms to avenge bis death, and with the help of the Sawasxm took Sbinaa 
and several other forte. Saiyid Said, however, returning from Zanzibar, 
gained over the Eawasim to bis side, and defeated Saiyid Eais, from whom 
he took Sobar, leaviog to him Rostak and Hibi and assigning bim a monthly 
stipend of itOO crowns. 

On tbe death of Saiyid Said, bis son Saiyid Turkl, who bad been placed 
in tbe government of Sohar, made several uDsnccessrul attempts to make

hicDself iodepeDdent of bis aldsr brother Saiyid ThawarDij and to create a tebeU 
lioD io Oman. Accordingly in 1S62 Saiyil Tbawaini seized him and placed 
bim in coDdcemeDt. He was subee^oently released at the interTeotioa of the 
Bnti^ (doTeromeot, aod a monthly allowance was made to him by Ssdjid 
Thawaini coDdidonally on bis retnaioing loyal. In in conee^oencs of 

Saiyid Tbawaini’a expressed diatmat of bis brotber, be was informed that 
Saiyid Tnrki wonld be permitted to reside in India duiing good bebariour 
on any allowance be night sanction, and that nnlees Saiyid Turk) accepted 
this offer the BritiaH Goicrnment would not interfere between him and bis 
soaerain. 

When Saiyid Tbawaini was murdered in the following year^ Saiyid Turki's 
life was in danger at Sohar^ and he was taken off by tbe British Beaident. 
The subseqnent bistory of Sober baa been giren in tbe narratire of Maskat 
affai re Being now a part of Maskat dominions, it is gOTemed by a Wali 
nominated by the Snltan.

Preamble.—Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great 
Biitain and Ireland, and His^ighncse the Sullan of Moecat and its depend- 
euoies, being deeirous to coufirm and strengtiien the good anderstaoding 
which now subsists between tksem, and to promots by means of a convention 
the commercial ioterconrse between their respective subjects; and His High¬ 
ness the Sultan of Muscat being, moreover, desirons to record in a more 
formal manner tbe engageisents entered into by His Highness on the lOtb of 
September 1822, fcv tbe perpetual abolition of the slave trade between the 
dominioua of Hie Highness and all Christian nations, they have accordingly 
appointed as tbe Pleuipotentiarisa, that is to say, Robert Cognn, Bsq., a 
Captoin in tbe Naval Service of the East India Company, on behalf of Her 
M^esty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
&C. and Hasin bin Ebrebim, and All bio Naser on behalf of Hie 
Hi"Koese the Soltan cf Muscat, &o., &o., who having commimlcated their 
full powers fonnd to be in due and proper form, have agreed upon and eou- 
cludcd tbe following Arlieles j—• 


Aeticlb 1. 

The subjects of His Highness tbe Sultan of Muscat eboll be at liberty 
to enter, reside in, trade with and pass with their merchsodiae through all 
pavte of Her Britannic Maiesty^s dominions in Europe and id Asia, and shall 
enjoy in those dominions alJ the privileges and advantages, with respect to 
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commerce or otherwUe, wlileb nre ot xoaj 1 m accorded therein to the euhjecfs 
or citiseoB of the most favored nation e; and the subjects of Her Britahnic 
Majeetj shall, in Khe manner, have full libei’tj to enter, reside la, trade 
with and pose with their merohaodiae through all parte of the dominions of 
Hie Hi^bneae ti>e Sultan of Muscat, and shall in those domiDiona enjoj all 
the privileges and advaDtagee, with respect to commerce or otherwise, wbicli 
are or may he accorded thereio to the subjects or oitisens of the most favor¬ 
ed nation.

British subjects shall be st liberty to purchase, sell, or hire land or hooees 
in the dominions of Hie Higbness the Sulton of Muscat.

Signed at Muskat, Maicb 19tb—^1892. 

Her Majesty the Giieeo cf the United kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, Empress of India, and His Highness tbe Seyyid Fejsal bin Turki bin 
Saeed, Sultan of Maskat and Oman, being dessrons to confirm and strengthen 
the friendly relations which now subsist between tbe two coautriee and to pr^ 
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mo la and extend tdeif commercial relalionfi, bsTe named aa thdr Plaaipoten- 
tiajiee to oonolude a treaty £or thia purpose, tliat is to say 

Her Majesty tbe Oaeen of tbe United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Iioland, Empress of India, Colonel Edward Charles Boss, Companion of toe 
Star of India, Her Britannic Majesty’s Political Resident in the Persian Gulf; 
and His Hizhoess the Saltan of Muskat in person i who haye agreed upon 
and concluded toe following Articles >- 

AnticLx 1. 

The Treaty concluded between tbe British Goveromeot aod Solton 
Seyyid-bin-Sultan of Mnsiat and Oman on the Slst May, 18S0 {17 Bnbia 
Ist, U66), is hereby cancelled and declared void, aod the pTCseot Treaty, 
when ratified, shall eubaCitnted for It 

AarroLs 2 . 

Subjects of Her Britannic Majesty shall, for the porposes of this Treaty, 
iciclade subjects of Native States in India in alliance with Her Majesty. Such 
sobjects shall enjoy, immediately and nnconditionally, tbroughont the domi- 
nione of His HighnasB tbe Sultan of Muskat, with respect to commerce, abi^ 
pine, and tbe exercise of trade, ae in every other respect, all tbe rights, privi- 
&gi, immunities, advantages, and protoction of whatsoever nature, which ai*e, 
or hereafter may be, enjoy^ by, or acQorded to, the subjects or citizens of the 
most favoured nation. 

They shall more especially not be liable to other or more onerous duties, 
im poets, restrictions, or obligations of whatever description, than those to wbiob 
eobjecte or oitizene of tbe most favoured nation now are, or hereafter may be, 
subjected. 

AlTIOLB 3. ^ 

Tbe two High Contraociag Parties acknowledge reciprooally to eaoh other 
tbe right of appointing Cons^ to reside in each other’s domioione wherever 
tbe intereeto of commerce may reqnire tbe presence of such oIBcsrs; and such 
CloDBols sb^ at all times be placed, in ihe country in which th^ reside, on 
the footing of the Consuls of the most favoured nations. Eaoh of the High 
Contracting Parties f orther agrees to permit bis own snbjeets to be appointed 
to Consular Offices by tbe other Coutiraeting Party, movided always toat the 
pereons so appointo! shall not begin to act without toe previone aypre^tion 
of tbe Sovereign whose subjeots ^y may be. Tbe publio fnnetionmes of 
either Government residing in tbe dominions of toe other, shall ^joy toe 
same privileges, imtnuoitiee, and exemptions which are enjoyed within tbe 
same dominions by timilar public fonctioueries of other countries. 

Axticla 4. 

There shall be perfect freedom of commerce and navigation between toe 
High Contracting Parties; each shall allow the subjects of the other to enter 
an ports, oeeks, aod rivers with their vessels aod cargoes, also to travel, reside, 
pursue ^mmerco and trade, whether wholesale or re^, in each otbar'a doDi« 
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oioos, aod tbereiQ to hiro, porobase> and pOMOSS lioaeea, varebouseej shope, 
stores, and londs. British sabjeoU slisU cveiy^hera be freely ^oiitted, 
whether person&Dy or by a^snt, to bargsid for,'hay, barter, end sell all bbds 
of goods, Ai'tiolesof import, or aatlTO prodootdod, wbetber intended for sale 
within tbe domioioos of His Highness or for export, aod to arrange «itb the 
owner or his agest regarding tbe price of alt snob goods and produce wicbont 
interference of aoy eort on tbe pert of the authorities of His HighaesB. 

His Highness tbe Sultan of Muskat binds bimsetf not to allote or rooog* 
slse tho establishnent of sny kind of mooopoly or exclusive privilege of trade 
within his dominions to any Governinent, Association, or individnaL 


AnTX0i3 5 , 

Sobjeots of Her Britannic Majesty shall be permitted, tbrocghout the 
dominions of His Highnese the Saltan, to acouire by gift, nurobase, inteatata 
snoceesion, or under vill, or aoy other lonl manner, land, honges, aad pro* 
perty of every description, whether moveable or immoveable, to poeseas die 
same; and freely to dispose thereof by sale, barter; donation, or otherwise. 

ASTICLB 9. 

His Highness the Sultau shall b« permitted to levy a duty of entry not 
esoeeding 6 per cent, on the value of all goods and iDsrcbandieei of wbstever 
description, in ported by sea from foreign countries into flis Highness's domi¬ 
nions. This doty shall be pmd at that port in His Higbuese's dominions 
where the goods are first lauded, and, on payment thereof, such goods shall 
thereafter be exempt, witbio tbe Sultan’s dominions, from all other oostoms 
dotiea or taxes, levied by, or on behalf of, the OoTernmeot of His Highness 
the Sultan, by whatever names these may be designated, and no higher 
import dnty shall be cimmsd from Britieh sabjects than '^at which is paid 
by subjects or citizens of the most favoured nation.

His Highness the Sultan of hfoskat engages by tbs present Treaty to 
provide aod give orders to hie oSidals that tbe movement of goode iu transit 
shall not he ohetructed or delayed io a veutious manner by noneoessary Cus¬ 
tom a formalities and BegulatioQS, and that every farility will he gives for 
their transpoit. 

AuTiCtB 11. 

British vessels entering a port in the demioions of His Highness the Sal¬ 
tan of Moskat, in diatrese, shall receive from the local autboririee all necesaarj 
aid to enable th^ro to re-riotual and lafit so as to proceed on tbeir voyage. 

Should a British vessel be wrecked off the coast of His HighDesris domi- • 
nicna, the autboritiea of His Highoessabsll render all asaistaoce in their poner 
to the distressed vessel, i a ordW to save the ship, her cargo, aod tboae on 
board; they shall slao give aid aod protection to persons saved, and shall assist 
tbero in reeebiog the oeareet British Coaanlate ; they shall further lake every 
possible care that tbe goods so recovered are safely atoivd, aud kept for the 
purpose of being banded over to tbe owoer, Captain, Ageut of tbe ship, or 
British Consul, subject always to rights of sslvage. 

His Highnesses authorities shall fuitiber see tliat tbe British Coosolste is 
at once ieformed of each disaster bnviog occurred. 

Should a British vessel, wrecked on tbe coast of Hie Higboess'edomioioQS, 
be plundered, tbe anthoritiee of His Highness shall, as soon as they ooma to 
know thereof render prompt afisiaianoe and take rneesures to pureua and punish 
tbe robbers, and recover the stolen property. Likewise, should a vessel of Hla 
Highness tbe Sultaa of Muskst, or of one of bis eubjecta, enter a British port 
in distress, or be wrecked off the coast of Her Majesty’s dominions, the like 
help and assistance sbsdl be rendered by tbe British aatberities. 

AJtncLi U. 

Should Bailors or others belonging to a British ship of war, or merobant 
vcBsel, deeert, and take refoge od shore or on board of aoy of His Highoses’a 
ships, the Batboritics of His Highness tbe Sultaa of Muakat shah, upon request 
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of a Coosnlar offidal, or, in his absoDca, of the Captain of the ship, take the 
Doceesary steps in order to hove them arrested and delivered over to the 
Consular official or to the Captaio. 

In this, however, the Consolar officer and captain eball render every 
aeeietanee. 


AnTicis U. 

Snbjecte of Her Britaonic Majesty shell, as regards their person and 
property, enjoy wicbin the domiuione of Hie Qighness the Sultan of Mnek»t 
the rigfita of ex-territorlality. 

The autbontaee of Kis Highness the Sultan have no right to interfere in 
dispntes with sut^'eew of Her Britannic Msjeety amongst themselves, or 
between them and memhers of ether Chrietian nations; eooh questions, wha- 
tber of a civil or ciironial nature, shall be decided by the competent Consular 
authorities. The trial aud also the paoishment of all offences and crimes of 
which British sobjects may be acensed within the dominions of His Higbnm 
tbe Sultan, also the hearing and settlement of all civil questions, claims, or dis¬ 
putes in which they are the defendants, ia expressly reeerv^to the British 
Consolar anthorlties and Courts, and removed from tbe jurisdiction of His 
Highness the -Saltan. 

Sboald dispniea arise between subjects of His Highness the Sultan or 
other nou-Chrietian Power, not represented by Coneuls at Mosbat, and ^ 
ject of Her Britanoio Majesty, in which the British subject is the plaintiff or 
complainant, tbe matter e ha'll be hrooght before and decided by the highest 
authority of tbe Sultan, or some person specially delegated by him for this 
purpose. The proceedings and dual decision in such a case eball not, however, 
be considered legal unlese notice has been given and an opportunity afforded 
for tbe British Cousul or his subatitute to attend at the bearing and final 
decision. 


Abticlb 14. 

Subjects of His Bighness the Sultan, or any non-Cbristiati nation, not 
represented by Consuls at Musket, who are in the regular service of British sub* 
jeols within the domiaions of His Highness the SnlCanof Muskat, shall enjoy 
the same protection as British subjects tbemselves. 

Should they be charged with having committed a crime or serloos offence 
pnnisbable by law, ib^ shall, on anfSoient evidsnee being shown to jnstify 
further proceedings, bs handed over by British employers, or by order of the 
British Consul, to tbe authorities of His Highness the Sultan for trial and 
punishment. 

AanctB 15. 

Should a subject of Her Majesty reridlng in the domlnioua of His High¬ 
ness tbe Saltan of Muskat be adjudicated bankrupt, tbe British Consul shall 
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take pogwrtwn of, recover, and renliw all avnilable property and asseta of wch 
teol-rupt, to be dealt with end dUtxibnted accordiog to tbe proviooaa of 
EogUsh Bankruptcy Law. 

AiTlCLS 16. 

Should a wbi«t of Bia Hiebdew the Sol ten of Muakat rerist or ende 
oavTrent of the juet and rightful clalma of aBritiah sobjeet, the enthonfctt of 
h 4 Highneas tbe Sulwa shall afford to the British ^:tor every a^ and 
fiiciUtr m recovering the amoont dne to buD.

AfiTZCLB 22. 

The present Treaty has been exeocted in quadrnplieate, two oopiea being 
writtes in English and two in Arabio. These are understo^ to be of similar 
import and signification ; in the event, however, of doubt hereafter arising as 
to the proper interpretation of the Engliab or Arabic text of one or other of 
tbe Tr^ty etipnlations, tbe Engliah text shall be considered decisive. The 
Treaty shall come ioio operation within one month after the date when the 
ratifications may take place. 

Articls 23. 

After tbe lapse of twelve years from the date on which the Treaty shall 
come into force, and on twelve months^ notice given by either party, tbie 
Treaty shall be enbject to revision by PlecipoleoliarieB appointed on both sides 
for this porpose, who shall be empowered to decide on and adopt such amend- 
mente as experience shall prove to be desirable.

lence and co*operatioQ of the Chiefs of the several porta sftested od tbe Ara^aa 
coast of the Persian (Sulf are required, accordingly I, 8yad Syf bin Hnmeod, 
Chief of Sohar, with a view to atreagtlien the bonds of friendship extsting 
between me and the British CoTernmeDt, do hereby engage to prohibit the 
exportation of slaves from the coast of AfHoa snd elsewhere on board of my 
vessels and those belonging to my siibjecte or dependants, each prohibition to 
take effect from the 2dth Bnjut 1265, or tbe 21st lone A.D. Idi9. 

And I do further oonsent, that whenever the cmisen of the British 
Govern meut full io with any of my veesele, or those belonging to my subjects 
or dependants, suspected of Wng engaged in tbe slave trade, they may detain 
and eenruh them, and in case of their finding that any of the vessels aforesaid 
have violated the engagement by the exportation of slaves from tbe const of 
Africa, or elsewhere, open any pretext whatever, they (Uie Government 
cruisers) shall seise and confiscate the same.

TREATIES AND ENGAGEMENTS 

lSb4TrK« TO 

ADEN AND THE ADJACENT COASTS. 


1.-ADBN. • 

Ok tha axpuUioa of the Tnrke in 1630, the gi'eafer pwt of Sontheru 
Amhia fell iuto the Imode of the Icoams of Senea. About 1730 the latter 
were, in torn, expelled from Aden and other dietricta by the native Arab trilee, 
who BBsumed indepeodeoca. 

Tbe tribes in this region cooing within the sphere of British infloence 
are the Ahdali, the Sabaibl, the Akrabi, the Fadthii, the Ransliabi, the Aulati 
(Upper aod Lower), the Yafii (Upper and LowerJ, the Amir of Dtbnli, the 
Alawi, tbe Waiiidi and the Eathiri. 

{!) TAeAbdali. 

Tha dietrict iohabited by this tribe u known nsLehej, and their Chief 
ns Sultan o£ Lahej; the boundary on the west is ondehned, the oorth-eart 
boundary runs from A1 An ad to near Bir Uwoidaln, and thence towards 
lenad, leaving a strip of land on thesea-cosstlieloneioff to the Padtbli, and 
meeting the enetern British limit. [See tbe Shaikh Othmao agieemenfc of 
1S82 (No, XLII)]- 

Tbe Abdali are tbe most civilised, but least warlike, of all tbe tribes in 
soutb'WesterQ Arabia, 

Tbe first political intercoarse with the Chiefs of Aden took place in I79fl, 
when a naval force was sent from Great BriUin, with a detacbmeufc of troops 
from India, to occupy the island of Perim nod prevent all oommunication of

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the Freoch in ISgypt ^th the lodiftn Ocean, way <>i the Red Sea. Tlie 
itlaod of Perim wu fonnd uoeuiteble ior troops, and the Sultan of Lnbf^, 
Ahmad hin Abdal Kovim, leceived the detaclimeot for acme time at Aden. 
He proposed to enter into ao alHauoe, and to grant A din as a permanent station, 
but the offer was declined. A Treaty (No. XXXIII), however, was concloded 
with the Sultan in 1A02 hy Admiral Sir Home Popham, who was iiierroeted 
to enter into poll deal nod commercial alliances with the Ctiiofs on the Arabian 
eoast of the Red Sea. 

From Uiat time there was little or no ioterconree with Aden till 1$$?, 
when attention wee drawn to the plunder and maltreatment of the crow of 
British vessels wrecked on the Aden coast. The most ootable case was the 
plunder of the Deria Dnolvi, the crew of wLtob wore stripped ond most 
barbaroQsly treated. Captain Kaiaes, who was then employed in Idie sorvey 
of the AraUan coast, was instructed to demand siitisfaetion. He was at the 
same time to eodeavoor to purchase Aden as a coaling dep^t for the steatners 
plyiog bstweeo India and the Ked Sea. Sultan Mobsin, who hsd sue* 
ceeded bis nncle Sultan Ahmad in 1627, at first denied all psrticfpatiou in 
tbs plander, bat finding the Biltisb Commissiooer fino in his demands, be 
eventually consented to give np pait of the property, aod pay com pen sa* 
tion for tbe rest. A draft treaty for the cession of Aden was laid before 
tbe Snltan, to wbicb he verbally gave bis consent and promised formally 
to agree after eonsnltiog bis Chiefs. In this drnft the amonnt of compensa* 
tion to be paid for Aden was left undetermined, bnt it was afterwards 
arranged that an annual payment of 8,700 crowns sbonld be made. On the 
S2nd January 1838 Sultan Mobsin sent a letter under hie seal,*engaging, after 
two moDtbs, to make over Aden, bnt stipulating that the Saltan’s authority 
over his people in Aden should be maintained after the cession. To the coo- 
tinosoce of the Sultan's jnriedietion tbe British Agent objected. The Sultan 
replied that he wae willing to abide by the terms first offered, but if these 
were not accepted, his letter cftiie 22nd Jaouary should be returned to him. 
Negotiations were at this stage when a plot wae laid by Ahmad, tbe Sultan’s

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800 , to 8eis8 tbe A^ent and ro^ him of bis papers. Whevj of tbe property 
stolen from the wr«ok of tlie 3eria J)ovltit trss also refused; prepar»tiob$ 
were therefore made to ooerce the Sultan. On the I9th Janusi’y 1389 Aden 
was bombarded find Uken, aud the Stiltao aud hie faioily fled to Inhej. Oo 
the 2t)d Febrnnry peace wpii roiide (Ho. XXXIV) io tbeSaltan'e name by bts 
eoD.in-law, sod nn tbe IKth June tbe Soltau binself ei^ed a Bond fHo. 
XXXV}, ensfaging to main tain peace and Friendalup with tbe British Govern- 
ment, who agreed to poy him and hie heirs d,tOO dollarea year^ and likewise 
to ]>ay tbe stipends which the Sultan was boctid to give to the Fadthli, Yafii, 
Haoababi and Amir tribes. Peace, however, was soon a(Wr broken by 
as UDSOCcesafu! attempt which Saltan Mohan made in November 1339 lo 
retake Aden, and tVie piymente were tb**relbre stopped. A second attack 
made in Mny 1840 wae also uosuccessfnl, ond tbe repulse of a third attsok in 
July of th« same year completely dislieartened the Arabs for a time. In 2843 
Sultan Mobein came to Aden and eaed for peace. Au hlngngemeot (Ho. 
XXXVl) was made on the Uth Febroary 1843, which tbe British Government 
considered h\ tbe light of an agreement to be observed between tbe Political 
Agent and the Soltan, but not of a treaty tube formally ratiSed. lu Peh- 
runry 1844 a mootbly stipend of 54 i dollars was restored to the Sultan with 
a year's arrears, and, before paying it, another Agreement (Ho. XXXVIl) 
was iaksD from him, binding him faithfully to observe bis eDgageneots. 

Sultau Mobsin died on tbeSDth Noveraher 1847, leaving nine sons. He 
was sQCcesded by bis eldest son Ahmad, who died on tbe l8tb January 1849, 
when bis next brother A U bin Mobri n succeeded. Shortly after b is accession to 
|K>wer, a Treaty (No. XXXVIII) of peace, friendship and commerce, which 
was noder negotiation with his predecessor, was conclnded with him. Among 
its other provioons, this treaty stipulated for tbe restoration of the monthly 
stipend which bad been stopped in coDseq^ueDce of the share taken by tbe late 
Chief, Sultan Mohsio, in an attack on Aden io August 184d. 

Relations with tlie new Chief remained on a fairly satisfactory footing 
till 1857, when, taking umbrage at sezne fancied wrongs, he entered npou a 
course of open hoelility to tbs British Government. He was completely 
defeated by an expedition which marched ag^et him in 1358, and the pence 
whieb followed Temaiued nobrokeo till his death in 1863. 

His son Fadthl (Fazl) bin AH was elected by tbe tribes and elders to 
sncceed him is the govenunent, but no sooner had be assomed tbs management 
of aCairs than iutrigues were set on foot by other members of the family 
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with A view to bit di»plao«mtQt. Ultimately aa arrangement was effected 
through the mediatioo of the Rcsideat at Aden and with tl)e consent of tbe 
young Chief, by which he was succeeded iu the governmeal of the countiy by 
bi$ uncle Fudthl bio blohein, fourth son of Siiltao Mohsiu. For the assiet- 
ance rendered by Saltnn Fadchl bin Mobain in eupplyiog forego and meaae of 
Irnosport for the troope employed ngnicut tbe Foilthli tribe in 1865, he was 
presvaied tvitli 5,€00 dollars. 

Jo 1367 the Chief consented (No. XXXIX) to tbe eonstruetioo of an 
aqueduct for the supply of water from the Shnikh 0thman wella to Adeo^ a 
diatanco of sis miles. 

la 137 S, ID consequeace of repeated applications by tbe Sul Ian of 
Lshej for the protection of the British Government against tbe Tarks, who 
.had demanded his snbmiasion, bad oocnpied a part of Zaida aod Shaksa, and 
had sent troops to support his rebelUons brother Abdalla, a force of British 
and Native iofantry with three guos marched to A1 Hants, tbe capital of LahqJ, 
to protect lUs Snltaa. After some negotiatione the Tarkiah troops CTSCualed 
I^hej and Sbakna, sad tbe Sniten's two brothers and nephew surrendered unoon- 
ditionally, aud were oooyeyed as State prisoners to Aden, while their forts ware 
dismantled. They were anbesqaently released aod retired to Mokhs. Sultan 
Fadthl bin Mohsin di«d in July 1874, and was succeeded by Lis nephew Fadtlil 
bio All, tbe presant Chief, who had resigned tbe Chielsbip in his fa von r in 
1S68. The payment of tbe usual annual stipend of 6,4M dollurs wae con¬ 
tinued to tbe present Chief, tbe amount befog increased in 1882 to 19,f9£ 
dollare (No. XLll). 

In July 1881 ao Agreement (No. XL} was coneludcd between tbs 
Abdali and tbe Hanehabi, by which a portion of tiie Zaida lands taken from 
tbe latter tribe in 1873 was restored to tbero, and a cause of constant motoal 
irritation was thus efTcctoally removed. In 1881 tbe Abdali entered into an 
AgjeemeDt (No. XLI) by which the Subaihi were placed under their con¬ 
trol, the stipeods pievionsly leceived by tbe latter being made payable to 
tbe Abdali. 

On llie 7 th of February 1882, by t Treaty (No, XLII) with the AbdoU 
Sultan, arrangements were made for tbe purchase, by lha British Govern meat, 
of some 8b square miles of territory attached to Shaikh Othraan, between 
the Hiswa and Imad; the ealt-pils at Shaikh Olbmao and tbe aquednetbetween 
that place and Aden at the same time became British property. Between 
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May and July lS$8d the Aldoli Ckiief made repeated coiQplaiQU ci the hard- 
shipe entMled by the Subaibi agreement, from which he vrished to withdraw 
entirely. In Aagoat be reported that one of hie garrieons bad bean ma9saored> 
and that ail the othere were sononnded by the Soboibi, end etoved fieeirtance 
in rescuing then. The Besident deapatched 50 eabrae of the Aden Troop 
(which bad been raised in 1865 for police pmpws) to support bin, and aUo lent 
him rifles and ammunition. These proceediugs resulted ie the safe wi^drawal 
of the garrisons; but from this date the Sabaihi agreement became practically 
inoperative, and tbe various Subuhi tribes reenmed their old position of iQ> 
dependeut relations with tbe Aden Besidency. 

At the close of 1886 tbe Abdali bought back from tbe Hausbabi the 
lands referred to in the Zaida Agreement (No. XL), and the Beeideiit 
ibereupon intimated to both Cbiefs that articlss 1 and 8 of tbut ^reenent 
were held to be canoelled, with the exception of the words permitting the 
Kanshabi to erect a house at Al Anad, 

The total popnla^on of Lahej may be estimated at 16,000 souls. Tbe 
revenoes of the State, which are eetiinated at about 45,000 rnpees ])6r ennum, 
are derived from a land tax, from tianslt duties, and from nenoi'olies farmed 
by tbe Saltan to the bigbeet bidders. 


(S) Ti6 SHbniAi 

Tbe laige tribe of tbe Subaibi occupy the country bordering on the 
eca from Baa Imran to Bnb-al-Mandeb. They own allegiance to no para¬ 
mount'Chief, but are divided into a number of party clans. They have a 
high re potation for cournge, but it is dimmed by their cbarncter for treachery 
and love of plunder. After tbe capture of Aden several Engagements (No. 
XLllI) were arnoged in I85d with the Chiefs of this tribe. Until IS71 
tbe only Chiefs enjoying stipends from the British Government were the 
heads of fcbe Lubaini aod Rujai clnns. In that year the Mausutl elan aitaokcd 
and plundered a ccravAn coning into Aden. A detacbment of the Aden Troop, 
whioli had been raised in 1865 for police purposes, was despatched against 
them, and ao action ecsued in which one of the Chiefs and most of his i>atty 
were killed. Eventually, in 1671, the Snbaihi Chiefs came into Aden and tend* 
ered th«r submission; they also entei^ed into Eugagemeuts (No. XLIV) to 
preserve the peace of the roads, to restore plundered property, and to abolish 
transit duties and taxes on the roods passiug through their territories, in 
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letarnfor roouthly atipenas.* An additional Eng^kgsmeot (Ko XLV) was 
ulto aigcwd in IH71 l)y tbe Mnuanri Clilef, by which he a-lmitted In* reapou- 
eibility for tbe good behavionr of the Eoraiai. 

A Bfiparato engagement <No. XLV!) was made in l«7l with the Atifi 
•ubdirlsino oi the tribe, by which they agreed to afford protection to ebip- 
wreeked eeamen o£ any nation, and to protect und eeud to Aden deserteia 
from the gArriaon and shipping. 

An «pedifeioB despatched in 187S by aea and land was Buoceseful ia 
putting a stop, for tbe time, to tiie depredatione committed by the Barhemi, a 
sub-tribe of tbe Subalhi, bnt on tbe p^cradeeoerce of disorder the whole tribe 
was put under tbe coDt^d of the Abdali {see Tbe Abdall, Agreement No. 
XLI). In 18^16, however, as detailed »boTS in the acoonnt of the Abdali, 
the Suhaihi agreement became inoperative, the various Subaihi tribes reaumed 
tbeir old position of indepsndeot relatioos with tbe Aden Residency, and 
their stipends were restored to them. 

In 1889 Proteotornte Treaties (Nos. XLVII and XLVIII) were mode 
with the Atifi and Bsrbsini. These were ratified on the 26th February 1890, 

The number of the Suhaihi ia esrimatrd at 80,000, nnd tiie Kveane at 
abont Rupees 7,00 D per sonum. 

(S) ne FadlMu 

The Pudthli, with whom aa Engagement (No. XLIX) was concluded 
by the British Goveroment in July 1889, after the capture of Aden, are one 
of tbe most powerful and warlike tribes near Aden. Their possesriona lie to 
the north-east of that settlement, and extend for a bond red miUe along the 
coast from the eaatevD limits of the Abdali near Imad to Che western boundary 
of the Auluki at Make tin. The Sultan of Luhej for many years paid annual 
gubsidiee lo tbe neighbouring tribes, incltiding the Fadtbii, throegh whose terri¬ 
tory tbe trade of the country passed, and these paycneuts were at first continued 
by tbe British GoverameoC on coudition of the Chiefs remainiug in friendly nlU- 
ance. Owing to tbe weakness, however, of the character of 8nltaa All hiuMohsia 
of Lahej, through whom it was the early policy of the British Agent to trans¬ 
act all bneines with tbe Arabs of the country round Aden, the nrigbbonring 
tribes ventured for some years to perpetrate a series of atrocities upon indivi¬ 
dual British officers and others, which the SuJt^ was qnite ui'able to prevent

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or punish. His efforts, indeed, to procure cumpUanee with the decasiida o£ 
the British Governmeat for sfttiefaotioa for these ootr&^s, brought co him 
the hostility of his rivals the F&dthli tribe who bad sheltered some of the 
morderers, and who endeavoored to stir op the oeigbbourmg tribes to bostA* 
kity with the British. The sdpeud of the Fadthli Chief, which bad been assigned 
to bin by the engagecoent of 1839, was stopped till be should expel the 
orimioals who had taken refuge with him. This be did, sod ou the restoration 
of bis append, be Tolantarily signed an Agreement (Ko. L) to proteeb the 
roads from Aden through his territory. Bot the inibillty of tbe Soltaa of lahej 
to prevent or pui)lsb orimes comcoitted by the adjacent tribes necessitated 
a change in the policy of dee] Ing with them and the commenoement of inter* 
course with their Chiefs direct, instead of through the Saltan as medium. 

For some years after the iutroductioa of this system tbe conduct of the 
Fadthli Chief, All mad bin AbdnlU, was satisfactory. By bis beliavlonr at 
the meek of the she in January 1864 be earned the approbation of tbe 
SriUsb Governmeob, bat soon afCerwarde, either from dissatisfaction at the 
amount of tbe reward granted bo him for his services on this ocoasion, or ont 
of jealousy at the intimacy of British relations with tbe Sultan of Lahej, he 
leeaiDed bie attitude of persistent hostility. Within gunshot of the fortifica* 
tione of Aden he plnndered a caravan, and assembled a large force with tbe 
object of deetroylng the orops of the Abdali, snd defying the authority of 
the British Government. 

A small body of troops was accordingly despatched against bio in 
December 1865; be was defeated and oompelied to seek eafety in flight, 
while the troops entered the PadtbU conn try and deetroyed several villages. 
Tbe seaport of Siiukra was at first spared, in hopes that tlie ponisboent 
already admitristered would prove sufficient; but some further outr^ee having 
been perpetrated by the Fadthli, anothv; expedition left Aden, deslruyed the 
forte inland, and retoimed within three days, thns showing tbe Fadthli that 
they could he approached by land or by sea with equal facility. It was 
decided that eitlier the Chief or hie son should ester Aden aad tender an- 
eooditional eabmisslon before friendly relatione could be resumed. AU other 
overtures were declined, and in March 1867 a letter was rec^ved from the 
Chief, stating hie wish to send bis elder son to tender the sobmuslon of tbe 
tribe. A safe condnot was granted, and finally a Treaty (No. U), embody* 
ing the prescribed terms, was eigued by the Chief in 1867, the Besident 
agreeing on tbe part of tbe Brituh Qovernmeot that the past should be 
forgotten. o 
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This treat? has b«a aothorltaliaeiy decUred to be the o»ly one new in 
force. In accordance with Ar^ele 4, a reUticQ of the Chief w« depnt^ te Teeide 
in Aden ee a permanent hostage j hut on hie death in 1870, this Article w« 
allowed to remain in abeyance. Shortly after the ratiBcalion of the treaty 
of 1867 the stipend of the FadthU Chief was mieed from SO dollars to 100 
dollars per meneem. Snltan Ahmad hin Abdulla died m Febreary 1870, 
aad was sncceedsd by bis eldest ecu Haidara, who was aseaseinatod in August 
1877. The latter was expelled by the tribe, who elected his son Abmad to be 
their Cbisf. Tba succession was recogoised by the Bnti6bGo?eniiDent, In 

J.ly 18?9SBlton Russia b.itg found to b. impHctrf in wrtoin intngnes 
wbiob bad for their objeot n rebellion in the JadthU eountry rraa arrested 
and deported to Bombar. He woe liberated in Deosmbet 1886, and hie 
condnct sines bis relesee has given no cause for uneasuieBS. 


laisntbeuibe agreed (No, Lll) to abolish transit dut.se on goods 
oonveyed to and from Aden through thsii territerise, in ooneideration of whioh 
mesaure the Chiefs etipsnd iroa further inoteased to 180 dollars per meueem. 

In 1881 aboundsty dispute, srhiob hod loag caused ill-feeling bet^en 
the Fsdtbli and Abdoli. was terminated by the oonolnsion of a Treaty (No. 


LIII) definbg their respective limite. 

la 1886 it was rsperted that the Lower Aulaki bad iavnded the PadtUi 
territory, end a force was despntoled from Aden ^ sea and l»d‘c the 
Msisteuce of the latter. No inrssion haring aotaally taken p^ the forw 
oos withdrawn. Shortly afterwards the Lower Aulati inraded Podthli tern- 
to^y, but Ibe attack rssolted in theii complete discemfitore. 

In 1888 territorial disputes arose betweeo the Lower Yafii and the Fedthli 
and tbs former cut off the supply of the Naaiaj a desultory strife oontmued 
for some time between the tribes with occasional short traces. 


in August 1888 a Protectorate Treaty was conceded (No. LIV) with 
the Fadtbli, which was ratified on the 26th February 1800. 

In October 1891, in ooosequonce of tbe miscondnefc of the Fadthli, it 
became necessary to impose a fine of Rupees 1,000 upon tbs Chief, and to 
suspend tbe payment of his stipend. TTie advisability of reviving tbe fourth 
article of the agreemeot oi 1867, requiring the residence of aPadtbU re- 
presentetive at Aden, was also taken into considerarion. In December 1801, 
however, on his making fuU submisrion, tbe punishment was in part remitted 
by tbe Government of India. 
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Tbe reveoQd of tbe tnbe, ozclagiTd of tho stipend from the Britbh 
Oovernment, ia eetim&ted at iO^OOO dollars per aDaum. The popnlatioa 
amoQabs to about SS^OOO, and the Sultan oaa muster aboat 6^800 
moQ. 

(^) fk« Ahabi. 

The Akrabi tribe are a anbdt vision of the Abdali, nho, under Shaikh 
Ma])di, tbrecr oR allegiance to Abdul Karim of Lahej nod became independ* 
eot about tbe jear 1779. The only tovo, or rather village, is that of £ir 
Ahmed. AnBogagement (No. LV) was coccldded in 1SS9 with tbair Chief, 
Shaikh Baidara Mahdi, after the capture of Aden, and it was adhered to until 
the data of tbe third attack upon the fortress in July 1840. Thenceforward 
for many years their attitude wss one of hoitiKiy. In 1850 they murdered a 
seniDSD of the A*c^lani. This necessitated the blockade of the port of Bir 
Ahmed, whioli continued for several years, and friendly reiatioas with tbe tiibe 
were not i^esumed till 1857, when the Chief of the Akrabi tribe renewed 
(No. LVI) bis professions of peace and good>wiU. In 1883 an Agreemeot 
(No. LVIl) was made with him, by which he engaged not to sell, mort¬ 
gage, or give for occupation, save to the British Governtnent, any portion of 
the peninsula of Little Aden. In rstom ho was to receive an immediate 
payment of 8,000 dollars, and a monthly stipend of SO dollars. 

These terms were not considered entirely satisfactory by Her Majesty^s 
Government, and the Kesident was instructed to treat for the con]j)lete atid 
umsserved ac^nintion of the peninsula. After tedious negotiations, wbich 
were further protracted by the necessity of investigating the claims of other 
tribes to this temtory, the purchase was concluded (No. LVIU) on tlie 2iid 
April 1869 for a sum of dO,0OU dollars, the stipend of tbe Chief btiiig at tbs 
same time raised to 40 doUars mensem. 

The animosity, always latent, betwceo (he Abdali aud Akrabi, took overt 
form in 1687, and in August of that year the Ahdali besieged Bir Ahmed 
in a desultory &shion. Bventually, as the British limits at Hiews were 
disturbed, tbe Resident intervened; the Abdali evacaatsd Akrabi territory,nod 
peace was restored on the 6th SspUmber. 

Negotiations were commenced in 1887 for the acquisition of a strip of tors- 
shore to conuset the British limits at AhHiswa and Btndar Fnkum. They 
were brought to o satisfactory conclusion by as Agreemont (No, LIX), dated 
the 15lh July 1888, the Akrabi Shaikh disposing of hia title tor nn imme¬ 
diate payxoeut of Rupees 2,000.. 
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In 1888 a Protectorate Ticaty wae concluded (No. LX) nitb the Akrabi, 
amiler to ibat arranged ;rith aeveral c^ber trit«8,aod w« »U6ed on the 2eti» 
Pwbroary 1890. 

The AbraU inbalrit the coastJine from Bir Ahmed to Res Imran j 
inland ther territory enteoda to an nadeaned point between Bjr Aboed and 
Wabat. They can mneter ahont 250 fighting men. The present Cbmt, 
Ahdnlla bin Hwdara Mabdi, encceeded to the Cbiefebip in 1858 on hia father s 
resignation. Hia revenue in faronrahle years amoonts to about 600 dollan 
per ani.nin exolueive of bis atipend, bat in ordioary seasons it u probably not 
maoh more than 800 doUaw. 


( 6 ) 1*0 A*hH. 

The Anlalci tribe is di?ided into two sections, the Upper and the Lower 
Anlaki, each under an independent Chief. The Upper Aulahi are agmn anb- 
diYided, part being under the role of Snltan Abdolla bin Awadth, who 
resides at Nnsab, and part governed by Shaikh Am Baaas bin fand, who « 
nearly as powerfnl as the Sultan and Jives at Yeshbum. 

The Aulaki inhabit the tract of country stretobing from the Padthli 
bonadaries on the west to those of the Dbuyaihi on the cost; but the ports o! 
Irka and Lower Haora cn tbia coast are held by independent Shaikhs of 
whom come account ic given below, 

Tbe Sultan's revcnoes are roughly estimated at Rnpeas 16,000, and 


those of the Teehbom Shaikh atRopees 6,000. ^ 

There is no agreement or treaty with tbe Upper Aulaki Sultan or Shaikh. 


(d) Tht Lover Avkki. 

In October 1855 the Reeident at Aden entered into an Engagement 
(No. LXI) with Sultan Mnnassar bin Bnbabr, Mahdi of the Lower Aulaki 
tribe, by which tbe latter bound himself to prohibit tho importation of slaves 
into the conutry from Africa. He was murdered together wi^ h^ aon 
Abdulla in Joly 1863, and was cocceeded by hie cousin, Bubakr bin Abdulla, 
who baa Utely (1892) resigned tbe Chieftiiinsbip in favour of SaUk bin Ah, a 
distant rrintive. ITie Government has sanctioned tbia arrangement and oonb- 
nned the stipend enjoyed by Bubakr bin Abdulla to his successor. The 
aotbority of the Lower Anlaki Chief over his tribe is somewhat hmitei 
The late Chief waa not always able to prevoLt tbe plunder of vessels wrecked 
on bis coast. In 1871, however, he bonud himself by an engagemeDt to nee 
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bis best sodeavoois to prsTcotsoeb outrages in futare, sad to protect and, 
if possible, 0 OQTO 7 to Aden ao^ Bbip«recb:ed seamen who might stand is 
need of bis aesutauce. 

In dissenaioca bro^ ont between ibe Padtbli and Lower AnUki, 
leading to a raid on the Fadtbli territory. Ihe Lower Aniaki were defeated 
with considerable luss, as detailed in the account of the Fadthli (vide evpra). 

Sinoe ld8S the Lower Aulaki Cliief, whose principal resideoos la at 
Ah war, has reemTod a stipsnd of 850 dollars per anuiim. A Proteotorate 
Treaty (No. LXIl) wae coneloded with him in 1888> and was ratified on the 
26tb day of February 1800. His annual income is estimated at about Bnpees 
10 , 000 . 

(7) /f*s. 

Since 1883 tbe Shaikh of Irka has rooeiTed a stipend of 80 dollars per 
annum. A Protectorate Treaty (No. LXIII) was coneluded with hina in that 
year, and wae ratified on tbs S6th Febmary 1690. Tbe present Shaikh (1898) 
is Awadth bin Muhammad ba Las. 

(8) Lover Saura, 

Tbe Shaikhs reside at Lower Haura, a seaport about 18 miles from Irka. 
Since 1866 sn annoal stipend of 60 dollars has been paid to them, and a Pro> 
teotorate Treaty (No. LXIV) was oonduded with them in that year, and 
wae raUfiod on tbs 86tb FelniaTy 1890« Tbs rapresentatire Chief at present 
(1892) is Shaikh Abdalla bin Mnbammad ba Shahid. 

($) Th* Tefii. 

This tribe is divided into two sections, the Lower and Upper Yafii. 
Thsir territory inland U very extensite, but the maritims distrists east 
of Aden, which formerly belonged to the tribe and extended to the frontiers 
of Hadtlnamaut, were wi^ested from them by tbe Fadthli shortly before tbe 
capture of Aden. Tbe British Goverameot has had but little oommnnication 
with tbe Upper Yafii, whose present Chief is Snltan Muhacnaiad bin Ali, and 
no agreement or treaty las ever been mads with them. 

Soon after tbs capture of Aden an Bugagement (No. LXV) wni entered 
into ip 1669 with BuUqu Ali bin Ghalib, Chief of tbe Lower Ya£i, similar 
to that ooncluded with tbe Abdali and Fadthli Cbiefa, and has lean loyally 
adhered to. 
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SnltM Aii bio Gbolib died in 1841 »t a great age, end was snoceaded by 
ha eon Ahmad bin Ali, He died in September 187S, and was sneceeded bj- 
his son All bin Ahmad, who was entceeded by hie brother Mobeiii bin Ahmad 
in May 1886. He died on the iSth July 1891, and hie nephew Sultan 

Ahmad bin All was elected as hie anooeesor to the Cliieftoiuihip. The Got- 

emment of India sanotioned the conUnnanoe to him, with eftert &om the 

iOtb Jnly 1891, of the annual stipend o£ 260 doUois enjoyed by the late 
SulUn. ' 


Hostilities broke ocfc between tbe Y^ei and the Fedthli in the jear 
U78 xo cooeeqnenee of tbe YaSi Chief having repudiated an engagement 
concluded on hia behalf by hi* aoo and in the presence of the Reaident at 
Aden whereby he had coiieei»ted to accept a royalty of £5 dollara per annum 
from ae^dthU Sultan for the oeeof water for irrigafcioa. For this breach of 
faith the rtipecd of ^e Yafii Chiefs was temporarily withheld. 

The Ysfii are said to number 35,000 eoule : their euppoaed gros. reoe- 
nue. ^onnt to Rupees 20,000 per annum, and are derived principally from a 
to of 10 per cent, on produce. Neither of the Yofii Sultans levies transit 
duties on goods paesjng through his territories.

Cbiefe stipend was stopped in coneequencs of the ootr&gss oommitted by bicn 
on the A deu road; the proximate cause of this misconduct was the teunre 
of Zftida by the Sultan of Lahq, who was therefore induced to mabe orer to 
hie rival a small portion of that district. The Haushabi Chief was not satis¬ 
fied, and in 187S commenced intriguing with theTorkisb antboriUes atToies 
in the hope of thereby regaining possession of Zaida. Supported by Turkish 
troops be held for some little time a part of 2mda, bnt on their withdrawal 
from the neighbonrhood of Lahej he waa oowpelled tn reUre. 

The Soltan of Lah^ was induced by*tbe Resident to renew bis oSbis 
of a portion of Zcida to the Haushabi Chief, but as the latter ineieted on 
receiving the fort of Shakaa, winch commands the rivulet cod coDsequently 
the flopply of water to Lahej, the negotiations failed for the time. They were, 
however, renewed with success in 1881 when, as recorded above in the 
acconnt of the Ahdeli, an Agreement (No. XL] was signed by both Chiefs. 
In 1$86 this agreement was modified by tbs action of the Henshabi Chief in 
selling bis lands at Zaida to the Abdali. 

Sultan All bin Man! died in May 1888, and was succeeded by his eon 
Mohein bin AU. 

The Hnnsbabi tribe numbers about 7,000 souls and ^,000 fighting men; 
there is also an independent secrioa of the tribe known as Hawashih*4l-Earnr, 
who live on the confines of the Yafii territoiy, and muster about 1,000 fighting 
men. The annual levenae amounts to about 5,500 dollura 

(if) TXe MateL 

The district oceuf»ed by the Alawi tribe is situated to the north-west of 
the HausLabi country. No separate engngemsnt was entered into with this 
tribe after the oaptnre of Aden, bub the Chief’s stipend was secured through 
the intervention of Sultan Muni bin Salam of the Hausbabi tribe. 

In 1873 a body of Turkish troops marched through the Alawi country 
and compelled the Chief, Shaikh Saif bin Saif, who had refosed to tender Alle¬ 
giance to t)*e Turkish aiithoritiea at Taizz, to submit, and to sorreadec his 
SOD as a bostsge. Tbe latter wee eventoally released in coDee<iueDC6 of the 
remonstrances of Her Majesty’s Ambassador at Couetantinople. 

Shaikh Saif bin Saif died in Match 1875, and was sneceeded by his 
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S&id Ilia Salih. Tbs lotter died on the let April 1S9S> and his eldest 
son ShAikh Saif bio 8nid was elected to the Cbiefuinship. Tbe anuiul 
stipend of 60 dollars pud to il>e Iftto Chief is con tinned to his successor. 

The AUffi muster shout AOO fifhtin^xneD; the rsTSDUO, which amounts, 
approsimatelf, to 6,000 ropees per anouio, is cbiedy dsviTsdfrom transit duties.

The collection of trihse ruled over b; the Amir of Btbali occupy the dis- 
tnet north-west of the Aliwi country oa the lii^h road to Sanaa. The 
anoestors of the preeent Chief are ssid to have beau Mowallade, or half-caste 
slaYCS of the Imams of Senas, and to hare esrahUebed themsslvea as iudepeud- 
SQt at DehAli about the begiuntn^ of the Inst century. 

On the death of the late Chief, Shafal bio Abdul Hadi, iu 1872, his 
nephew Ali bin Mokhil, was recognised by the British Governmeot as bis 
BUBcessor. In the following year be was reqnuvd by the Turkish anthoritiee 
to make his submission to Che Porte, a Turkish Superinteadent was appointed 
to Dtbali, a detschmeot cf Turkish troops was quarteted there, and the Chief 
was required Co give a hostage for his good behsTiour who was to reside at 
'faiu. He was afterwards summoned by the Turks to Kataba, and imprisoned 
there, but efieoted bis escape. Muhammad bio Masaid, who bad been 
appointed Cluef by the Turks in tbe place of bis nephew Ali bin Mokbil, 
WAS killed, and bis son Abdulla bin Mubamnad was recognised by them as 
bis successor. He oootinued to resist Ali bio Mokbil till 1B7S, when Turkish 
support having been witbdrawo from his rival. All bln Mokbil resumed bis 
poeitioD AS Chief of the tribe, with tbs less however of several of bis villages 
which bad, some voluntarily and eome under pressare, yielded allegiance to tbe 
Porte. 

Iu 1880 tbs Chief signed an Agreement (Ko, LXVHT) by which be 
became a British stipendiary, receiving 50 dollars per annum. This silowaace 
was afterwards increased to double that sum. 

In September 1886 Ali bin Mnkbil died and was sncceeded by his couaio 
Sbaif bin Saif, to whom the stipend is continued. 

Id 1881 tbe Eotnihl tribe became restless, and began to exact dues on the 
Hard&ba route, in 1884 it wus foaud necessary to support tbe Amir with n 
few sabres of tbe Aden Tioop and some sappers. They destroyed some of tlie 
Abbatb-Thomari forte, and the Kotalbi then tendered their suhmissioQ. But 
they scon rwmed their independeDt position, and it was not until 1888, when 
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the He«ideiitxQ«t tbe Hauebftbi, the DtijaU Amir,aDd others to settle e echedula 
of rates to be leTied on kafilae, that the £otaibi and Ahl^th-Tbomari 
formally recognieed the Amir as their saperior. 

(IS) Tii IfaAidi, 

The Wahidi are a Hadthraraaot tribe. The territory ooenpied bj them 
is boacded ou tbe north and north-east by the lands oi the Nam an and 
Borayshi tribes, on the north-west and vest by tbe Upper Aulaki, on the 
south-west by the Ubnyaibi, and on tbs south by the Arabian Sea. It 
has a sea-coaet estimated at 50 miles in leagtb, and includes the ports'of 
Bas-al-Ealh, Bir Ali, Balabaf, and Eas-al-Majdahs. 

Tbe conn try may be divided into tbe three districts of Babbao, Izzan, and 
Bir AH. In 1866, Kadi bin Salih being made tbe principal Sultan, the 
Wahidi were practically nnited under one ruler j bat the title of Snltaa is 
borne by several snbordisate Chiefa belonging to tbe reigning family. 

Until recent years this tril>e bad bad no dealings with the Aden Besi¬ 
de ncy, bat tbeir country vas viuted by Captain Miles and M. Wemer 
Munzioger, 0-B.,in 1870. 

One of the Wahidi Saltans visited Aden in 1872, and nniuterrupted 
oomo unicat ion baa since been maintained between this tribe aod tbe Aden 
Residency. 

In 1877 Sultan Abmad bin Husain was dethroned, aod was succeeded by 
bis son Salih bin Abmad. 

In January 1873 several of the Wahidi Saltans addressed a joint letter 
to the iUsident, complaining that negotiations were going on between the 
Eaiti Chief of Shihr and Talib bin Radi bin Talibfor tbe sale of tbe port of 
Bir Ali to tbe Kaibi. Tbe Wabidi desired the Resident to oloee the port of 
Bir AH and boiet tbe British flag at Balabaf until a settlement was effected. 
The Bemdent advised Talib bin Hadi not to bs so impudent as to sell Bii Ali 
to tbe Eaiti. 

SulUn Salib bio Abmad died in 1831, and woe socceeded by his oonsin 
Abdalla bin Omar as Sultan of Habban aod Izzan. The latter visited Aden 
in l88l, and was suitably received by tbe Resident. Abdalla bin Omar was 
dethroned in 1S85, when Hadi bin Salih of .Balalial was made the principal 
Sultan. 

In the beginning of 1882 Izzat Pasba was appointed Taikisb Gorernor 
General of Yemen. Mtul on his way from Baghdad to Hodeida lo take up his 
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«ppoibtcD«nt, visited BaUb»f and Bir A]i. 14 o afreement of asj kiod paseed 
batwean him and tbe Saltan of Balahafj bnt Nasir bio Abdalla, oqo of tbo 
SidUoa of Balabaf, appiebensivc that Balab&f migbl; be aooezed bj tbe Eaiti 
Chief of Sbibr and MokaUa, obtained a Tnrkiah t&gt which was to be hoisted 
eTory Friday and on tbe approach o£ a foreign Tsesel. Tbe Wahidi Saltan of 
Habbao and laaan, while deofio^ all coioplicitj in tbe matter^ stated bie in¬ 
ability to prevent tbe Saltans of Balabaf from filing tbe Tnrbieh dag, and 
proclaimed bis readiness to go against tbsm with British aid. 

Snbsequeatly tbe Wabldi Solcan and the Saltans of Bir All, Balobof and 
Majdaha, all wrote altnoet identical lettera to the Beaidsct, praying for British 
proteotioo. 

Froni tbe correapoDdsnee which took place in connection with this ind- 
dent, it appeared that tbe then 'Wahidi Sultan of Habbao and Iznan had little, 
if any, control over Bir AH, Balabaf and Mojdaba. 

It was eventosUy decided to enter into closer relatione with the Wahidi, 
and with this view Froteotorata Treaties (Ifos. LXIX and LXX), simitar to 
that exeented by tbe Chief of Sokotra, were eocoluded in ItSSb with the Sul* 
tans of Bir All and Balabaf. Annual stipends of 120 dollars eaoh were at tbe 
same time granted to Sultan Mobsin biu Selib of Bir Ali and SuUan Hadi bin 
Selih of Balabaf. 

SoHan Hadi bin 8aHb of Balabaf has lately (1893) resigned tbe Cliief- 
tainsbip in favonr of bis jonnger brother Mobsin bio Salih. Tbe (^vsro* 
meat baa sanctioned tbisarrangeoien 6, and oontinoed tbe stipend to Mobsin bin 
Salib. 

(id) Tht Kalhiri. 

Tbe country inhabited by this tribe wss formerly extensive, reaching 
from tbe Aulaki distnoU on tbe west to the Mabri tribe on tbe east, and In* 
eluding tbe eeaports of Mokalla and Sbibr. Civil wars led to tbe ioterference 
of the Yadi, and mneh of the Xatbiri territory came nnder tbe eway of the 
Xasadi and Xaiti, tbe Eathiri now pOBseesiegno seaport at all. 

Some accoolit of tbe tribe will be found nnderSbibr and Mokalla*' 
(i*/fe). There is so treaty with them. 

At tbe end of 1883 Salts n Abdnila bin Salih, one of the Eathiri Chiefs, 
visited tbe Resident at Aden. Hispriucipal object was to Ascertain wbat 
attitude tbe British Goverament would maintaiu in tbe erent of the Eathiri 
attacking tbe Eaiti rritb a view to repossessing them selvae of tbe porte of 
Sbihi and Mokalle. Abdalln bin Salih also visited Zanzibar with intent to 
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intrigua witti tbe as-Nakib of Mokalla, from whom, hoa ever, hafailaa W obt^n 
an^ material aseistencd. 

TbeOoverDipentof Icdiait) March 1R84 diwotea tint fb« Kathiri ba 
warned that aa attack upon Shibrand Jlokalla would be viewed with grave 
displeasure, and that, if necessary, a gun-boat would be sent to anpport the 
Kaiti tdsT. Tbe Jamadar of Sbihr and MoiaUa was subsequently assured 
io most public oanoer that Governmeot would support him in the event 
of any attaok on his ports.

2.—SHIHR Ain> HOKALLA- 

Shihr and Mokalla are the two prinoip^ ports in the province celled 
Hadtbmiaant on the aonfchera coast of Arabia. Mokalla is 250 milea north- 
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wat of Ad«D, and Shihr is ao miles distaot from Mokalla. The whole prov 
iDce wae, till soma 400 jnrt ago, in the possession of the Kathiri, but dia- 
pntes having arisen among the nemhers of the rnhng family towards the 
close of the fifteenth centory, one of the claimants, Amr bin Badr, called in the 
Yafii, who, in retnm for their seMstance in putting him in power, retained for 
themselves the ports o! Shihr and Mokalla. Mokalla was till lately retained by 
one of their sub-tribes, the Kasadij both places are now however in the pos- 
session of the head of another sntKtribe, the Kaiti. 

Shihr sad Mokalla were at one time centres of an aotive traffic in slaves 
from ^nalbar and the Dankali coart. On the Uth May 1868, Brigadier 
Cogblan, the Political Resident at Aden, concluded an EDgagement(No. LXXI) 
with Salah bin Muhammad of.thcKasadisnb-divifiicn of the Yafii tribe, Nakib 
of Mokalla, in which he agreed to abolish and prohibit the export and import 
of slaves. A pTsdsely similar engagement was eoncloded on the same date 
with Ah bioNaji, of theKaiti eub.divmon of the same tribe, Nakib of Shihr. 

In 1866 Sultan .Qbalib bin Mobrin, Chief of the Kathiris, expelled AH 
bin Naji from Shihr and took posseeeion of the fort. At this time the inland 
town of Sbibam wna held by the Kaiti tribe, and thrir Chief, AMulla, being 
apprehensive that the capture of Mokalla would follow that of Shihr, and that 
bis eommunication with the seaboard would be out df, applied to his brothers, 
who were in the service of ihe Hyderabad State, for aseistauce against SuHnn 
Ghalib bio Mohrin. A request was thereupon preferred by the Minister of the 
Nizam for the armed interference of ihe British GoveTnment ou behalf of the 
rightful Chief of Shihr. Govern ment, however, declined to interfere or to al low 
au armed expedition to be fitted ont by Arabs from the Indian coast. 

In April 1867, Awadth (Awaz) bin Omar, better known by bis Hyderabad 
title of Sultan Nawaa Jang, a brother of the Kaiti Chief Abdulla, after 
establishing a blockade on thesea^coart, landed near Shihr, attacked Sultan 
Ghalib bin Mob6in,and on his flight obtained poBseeaou of the town, An at¬ 
tempt was made by the Katbiri Chief in December of tie same year to retake 
ihe place, but he was repulsed by tie Ktiti, who have since remained in 
unmolested possession of t^e port and district. Application was made by 
tbs Katbiri Chief to the British Government for permission to recover 
Shihr by force, but it was conwdered undesirable to interfere. At the same 
time the Nizam’s Minister declared his readiness to prohibit any interfer¬ 
ence on the part of Hyderabad subjects in the affaire of Hadthramaut. 

Salah bin Muhammad died in 1878 shortly after the couclnsiou of a 
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Treat 7 (No. LSXlI) nitb him, by wlucL hetng^ed £orbicaeelF,bis heire and 
6iiQce$sore, to prohibit tho import or export of slaves to or from MobalU and 
it« dependencies. He was encceeded by bia sod Omar bin Salab, who accepted 
an offer by the Kaiti Cbief cf Sbibr to aid him in reducing tbe refractory 
Shaikh of Dawao. Tabiog advantage of bis admission with dOO followera 
iut<> (be fort of Mokalla, the Eaiti Cbief demanded paymeot of a debt 
allied u> have been dne to him by tha late Kakib. 

It was finally ananged in lb7S by treaty* that theNakib ahonld cede 
ooa-balfof Mohaila,of Bandar Buratn, and of the district of AUHarsblyyat 
io return for a payment of lahbs of dollars, from which however (he 
debt due to the Eaiti f'bief was to be dedncted. Id proeecotioa of this feud, 
the Kaiti, with tbe aid of tbeir relatives at Hyderabad, putchesed a Tenel 
and despatched her to Adeu; ebe was detained there under tbe provieiooe of 
tlie Foreign EnlistmSTit Act of ld70, and not released until the iLaiti Chief 
bad bound himself under r be.ivy penalty to send her at once to Bombay with¬ 
out touching at, or uiidertaking nny operations against, any of the ports of 
Hadtbramaut. This Cbief further attempted to ertabUsh a blockade of 
^loknlla and bo&r<led native oraft suspected of being bound for that port. 
For the plnoder of three such vessels he was compelled to pay an iodecnriity 
of Rupees 6,142, aud warned of tbe coneequeocea of sncb interfeienoe with 
cummei'ce in tbe fntjre. 

Tbe British OovernmeDt eteedily avoided interference or arbitration in 
tbe dispates between these two Cbiefe, aiid took no action regarding them 
beyond asking for asenraitces from the Ministers cf tbe Hydembad State 
that persons in tbe service of tlie Niram who might be convicted of taking 
port in the quarrel by supplying money and munitions of war to tbeir re¬ 
latives on either side, and eo prolonging the strife, woold be dismissed. 
Blit at length in 1876, there being no prospect of the cessotinn of hostilities 
without some anthoritafive interfei’scoe, tbe Political Resident at Aden, acting 
under the authority of Oovemment, visited the two Chiefs, and through hts 
mediation a truce for two years was coueluded, on the expiry of which period a 
farther extsQsioD of ODe year was arranged/ No permanent settlemeot was 
however effected, aod eventnally hostilities were restiived in 1860 aod reeolted 
in the capture of Burum by the Chief of Shibr. Being driven to extremities the 
Nukib of MokaIJa signed tbe agreemente drawn up by tbe FoHtieul Resideot, 
and Bornm was in consequence evacuated by the Jamador of Sbihr. 
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No sooaer the Nalrib thos fiom iramediftte pressure then he 

repudiated the terms ef the eettlemsnt. The Ooverameat of Todia ibereupon 
directed that the Jamaderahoeld be replaced in possession of BoruDj which «ae 
surreodered by the Nakib witboat further bloodshed. Pioslly, in November 
the latter gave himself up to the Commaoder of H. M. 8. Dragon and 
was ooQvejed with bis dependauts to Adeo, while the Jamadar of Shihr was pat 
in poBseseiou of fdok&Ua and its dependencies. From Aden the ex*Nakib went 
to Zaoaibar with a number of Shaikhs and followers, and in 1888 he ac¬ 
cepted the maintenance provided for him. 

In 1873 an En^s^ment (No. LZXIII) was concluded with the Chief of 
Shihr, by which he boand himself, bis bcire and saocessors, to prohibit the 
import or nsport of slsTes to or from Shihr and its dependencies. 

In July 1882 an Enga^emeut (No. LZXIV) was concluded with the 
Jemadar of Shihr and MokalU by which he became a British stipendiary, an 
allowance cf 860 dollars a year being assigned to him, his heirs and successoie. 
At the same time the Jemadar paid over (Article 2) a sum of 100,000 dollars 
to the Retidsnt at Aden for the maintenance of the ex-Nakib of Mokalla. 

On the let May 18S3 a Protectorate Treaty was concluded with the 
Jamadar Abdulla bin Omar and his brother Awadtb bio Omar, and was ratihed 
on the 26th February I80Q (No. LXXV). 

Jamadar Abdulla bin Omar died on the 2Sth November 1638, and Gov¬ 
ernment sanctioned the continnaoce of the salote and stipend to his brclber 
Awadth bin Omar (Saltan Nawaz Jang). The Chief recsivee a pereoaal 
salute of 12 guns. 


3.-SAKAA* 

About the beginning of the seventeenth centary, the English obtained 
a drman from the Governor of Mokha for the estabUshment of a factory 
and permission to trade on payment of a duty on goods, not exceeding 8 per 
cent This deed waa ooudrmed by the Toikisb Pasba of Yemen. Abo at tbe 
seme time the Batch established a factory at Mokha, which was then the 
great depAt fer tbe trade of Southern Arabia, and a century later a factory 
was also opened by the French. After tbe expulsion of tbe Turks in 1830 
the whole of Yemen came under the government of the Imame of Sanaa; 
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but at tbd time of Careten Neibubr's Ti»it to Sanaa in 1763, ibe satire Arab 
tribee of tbe piorineea of* Aden, Abu Arish, Tatss and others, bad tbrovn 
off ailegianoe to the Imams. lo 1799, «bea the British 0o7erQmeot took 
measures to oppose the expected iDvaeion of India bf the Freocb, and to 
rerire the lost trade of tbs Red Sea, Dr. Pring:le was deputed to Sanaa with 
presents from the Gorsrnor General, and obtaioed from ths Imam, Ali 
Mansur, orders to the OoTersors of Mokba, Hod^a, and Xiohaijya to gire 
e^ery facility to trade. Tvo years afterwaids an effort was made by Sir Home 
Popham, ivho had been oonsCituted Ambaaeodor to tbe States of Arabia, to 
negotiate a commercial treaty with Sania; but be was treated with iodigiuty 
by the Governor of Mokba, and tbe terms of tbe proposed treaty* vers rejected 
by tbe Imam. 

At the begiouiog of ths present oentary. Imam Ali Mauenr suffered severel/ 
at tbe hands of ths Wahabis, who overran and wrested from him soxns of ibe 
best districts of his domioioos. In 1816, however, Mohammad AU Pasha, 
haviog destroyed tbe Wahabi power, restored these districts to Ahmad, 
tbe son and successor of Imam All Man so r, in consideration of an annual 
trihnte cf 100,000 dollars. Ahmed was succeeded io 1817 by bis son 
Ahdolla, who was unable to retain the provinceB which bad been restored to 
bis father. 

In 1817, in consequence of a dispnte in which an Arab bad been tempo¬ 
rarily detained at tbe factory at Mokba, tbe British Residency was attacked 
and plundered, and a British oScev was dragged before the Ooreroor, by whom 
he was auhjected to every iosult, After some delay a British squadron 
was sent to demand satisfaction for this ontrage. On tbe &6t)i Decern* 
her I8f0 the foi’t of Mokhs was taken, acd shortly afterwards a public 
apology was made for tbe in dignity offered to tbe British Government, and a 
Treaty (No. LXXVl) was signed by the Imam of Sanaa and bis Conncil. 
in 1821, defining the rights to be eigoyed by British subjects, and redncing tbe 
export duty on trade to 2i per cent. Tbis treaty was framed in a elovenfy 
and discreditable way, and it was afterwards discovered that serious discrs- 
pancies existed between the Bnglish version aod ths Arabic counterpart. T)ie 
Imam refused to accept any modification. To preserve friendly relatious, tbe 
British Government yielded every point, except one in the 6tb Article. Tbe 
dsuse in the Bnglisb version of that article, whioh sripniated that the eervante 
of tbe factory should be amenable only to the Jurisdiction of the Resident, was 
altogether omitted in tbe Arabic. Tbe Imam was informed tbii all other 
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pointB wew csoncBdea, bob tlwt, if he attempted to mIm or puniah any pcraoD, 
of whatever oatioo, io the exclneive ensployment of the Resident, the Eesideot 
would withdraw, and aoch further measures would be adopted u might eeem 
to the British Oovemmeot to be expedient. 

Id 1840 a Commercial Treaty (No, LXXVII) was coDcluded with Shanf 
Hosain bin Ali of Mokhahy Captain Moresby, similar to that concluded in the 
same year with the Chief of Zaila Somali Coast and Shoa infra). 
Shortly afterwards the British flag was cut down, and the duties levied from 
British eubjecta were rwsed to 9 per cent. As Mokbahad by this time fallen 
under the govemoenb of tiia Sublime Porte, it was donbtfnl whether Shaxlf 
Husain had any right to conclude a treaty as a principal. The British 
Government alan objected to certain exclnsi^e clauses in the treaty which 
were directed against the trade of other Enropeau nntiona. The dispute was 
amicably adjusted through Her Majesty’s Ambassador at Constantinople, but 
treaty was never latided. 

For many years tbe conntry of Sanaa was in a state of absolute anarchy. 
In laSa Mokha and all tbe sea-coast fell uoder the soxcrainty of the Turks. 
It was oflerwaids reooTeied for a time, but again finally lost lu 1848. AU 
Maosnr, who succeeded hia father as Imam of Sanaa in 1884, was deposed 
three years after. He again succeeded to power in 1844, on the death 
of hie uncle, only to be ooce more deposed in 1846 by Muhammad Tahya, 
a distant relative of the family. Mohammad Yahya, in 1849, swore 
allegiance to the Poiie, and agreed to bold Sanaa as a vassal of the 
Sultan, paying to him half the revenues and receiviog a Turkish garrison in hia 
capital. This so incensed the iobabitaote that they rose agsdnat the Turks# 
massacred them, and reinstated Ali Maosur, who ordered Muhammad Yahya 
to be put to death. Wltlunafew months Imam Ali Mansur fell into the 
bands of Ghalib, tbs son of Muhammad Yahya, who contented himself with 
confiscating his property. Tlie people of Sanaa, however, refused to acknow¬ 
ledge tbe authority of Ghalib, aud elected a Governor, Slimkh Ahmad AU 
Xbemiab, from among their own body. Ghalib led a profligate life 
in an obscure village a few miles from Sanaa till 1858, when be was 
recalled and TeinstAfed in the gevernment with the title of Al*Hadi, 
but with merely nominal power, During the internal revolutions in Sanaa aud 
the desultoiy warfare with the Turk?, the Imams repeatedly endeavoured to 
enlist tbs aid aud advice of the British Government in thsir cause. A rigid 
absliosDce, however, was maiutained from all intetfsreuee iu their affairs. 
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In lS$6j serertbelea, wbeo tlie Beni Asir tribe marched (kg^net Hcdaida 
with a etroDg force, thej were deterred from sttsckisg it h; the preeeRCO of 
two British ebipe wbioli had been sent there for the porpoee of protecting 
British subjects and their property. Moreover, cholera brohe out in the camp 
of the besiegers and they retired in baste. 

In 1$67 the Bent Asir tnbe again rebelled against the Tubs and r^ 
occnpied the provinces from which they bad been expelled. The disturbanoa 
were temporarily pat down by Egyptian troops, bat were reaewed in Nov* 
ember IB70. The Porte then preferred to deal with the revolt without the 
aid of the Ebedlve, and a force of 16,000 troops was despatched to Temen by 
he Sultan. Before the arrival of this force in Febroary 1S73, the A1 Aair had 
attacked Hodoido, bat were repulsed by the Turkish gorrieon. The Turkish 
expeditionary force proceeded on arrival agmnst Sanaa, which was oaptured in 
April 1872, since when Yemen hae been admloistered by aTnrkiah Governor- 
General, whose bead-quaxtera sre at Sanaa. This annogement still (1892) 
continnea. Hasan Edib Pasha was appointed to be Governor-Oeiisial in 
June 1891. A rebellion wbioh took place in the coarse of tbs year was put 
down by the Ottoman troops. 


4.-THE SOUALI COAST. 

Thu British protectorsta on the Somali coast extends from Lab&dn (sito- 
ated half-way between Bas Jihnti and Zaita on the south side of the Gulf of 
Tajonia) os far as the forty-ninth degree of east longitude close to Bandar 
Ziadeb. 

The principal tribes along this coast are the Esa, whose limit extends 
from Ghobbet Kharab to the neigbonrhood of Dongncrita; the Habr Awsl 
from the last-named place to about 85 miles from Berbers; and tbe Hsbr Thl- 
jaala tbenoe to about the forty-seventh degree of east longitude. Tbeuoe a 
section of the Habr Gerhajis extends to the west of Wakhderia, and the 
Warsiogli from that point to tbe forty-ninth degree of east longitude. 

Tbe chief ports on this coast are Zaila, Bnlbar and Berbers, from tbe 
reveDues of which a eubsidy of Bupees 1^950 per mensem ia paid by tbe 
British Government to tbe headcoeu of the varions tribes with wltich the 
Agency » bi^onght into oontuot. These three ports, es well os Karara in the 
Habr Toljeala coantry, ore customs ports. To the east of Bei'bera are tbe 
Flag Purle, named Anterod, Earam, Ankor, Ea^da, SbelUc, Hois^ Mait and 
Mashow. 
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Treat 7 relations with the JIabr Jval ongiaated so long ago as 1827. 
A mao-cf-nar bariog been sent to the coast to exact reprisals for the plonder- 
log of a British ship troding at Berbera, the elders of the tribe entered into 
a Treaty of peace and commerce (No. LXXVIII) in February of that year, 
aecnrisg reciprocal rigbte to trade and protection to trading TOssele. Tbs Habr 
As7al agreed to compeoeate the Captsia for bis losses and to provide for the 
families of the men who had been killed. 

In 1840, shortly after the captore of Aden, it nas deemed advisable to 
secure a commending position in the harboais of Tajouia and Zaila on the 
opposite coast, Daring the revolarioos nbich convulsed Yemen after its eva< 
cuaiionby tbs Egyptians, the Chiefs of these tivo places, which bad originally 
been dependent upon the Imam of Sanaa and more recently apoo the Govern* 
ment of £g 7 pt> had sneoeeded in making themselvee independent, and nego* 
riations were accordingly opened with them direct. 

By Treaty (No. liXXIX) executed on tbe 19th August 1849, Muham¬ 
mad bin hfubammad. Chief of 'lajonra, boand himself not to enter into any en¬ 
gagement (vitb any other Enropeao person or nation withoot first bringing tbe 
subject to the notice of the Britieb Agent at Aden. At tbe earns time the 
Snltao sold tbe iriand of Musa to tbe British Government. 

By Treaty (No. LXXX) concluded io September 1840, Saiyid Mali am. 
mad-al-Bar of Zaila entered into a eimilar undertakiug, and ceded tbe island 
of Bab. 

An expedition was sent in 18b4 to explore the country between Berbera 
and Zansibar. On tbe 18tb of April ]86fi tbe party were suddenly attached 
by Somali of tbe Esa Maaa tribe; two British officers were wounded, one 
was killed, and the entire property of tbe expedition was carried oif. A 
demand was at once made on tbe Eabr Awal tribe for the surrender and pun¬ 
ishment of tbe chief offenders, and tbe demand was enforced by the blockade 
of Berbera. The elders of tbe tribe endeavoured to comply with tho demand, 
but were nnable to apprehend tbe actual murderers, who took refage in tbe 
interior, Tbe British Government at last oonseoted to withdraw the blockade 
on the Somali binding themselves in 1856 by a Treaty (No. LZXXl) to use 
their ntmost efiorte to deliver np the murderers, to allow free trade with their 
territories, to abolish traffic in slaves, and to treat with respect any British 
Agent who might be deputed to see that tbe oonditiona of the treaty were 
observed. 
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In 1SB5 the sMers of tbo Hahr and tbs ffabr To^ala tribes 

of Somsli entered into an Engagement (No. LXXSII) tvith the Political Be* 
aidant at Aden to probibit tbs sUts trade. 

In 1848 Zaila and Tsjoura came under tbe OoTernment of tbe Turks, rvho 
bad intervened in tbe disputes between the Imatn of Sanaa and the Sbarif of 
Sdokha, and had taken poseeaeion of parte of tbe loir oouutrj ou the opposite 
coast of Arabia. They continued to hold both places till 187B, when the Porte, 
on certedn conditions, losde over its possessions on tbe Somali coast to tbe 
Ebedive, Ismail Pasha, who bad in the previous year established himself at 
Harrar in the interior. 

In 1884, owing to ioternal diffculties, tbe Egyptian Government found 
)t necessary to withdraw their garrisons from tliis region, and the Porte not 
being at tbe time pi'spaved to make any eSecbive assertion of its autbority, 
Zaila came into British occupation, while the French shortly aiterwarda ob* 
tadned posseseion of Tajoura. 

At the same time the British Agent was authorieed to enter into sego* 
tiatioDs with the tribea, with tbe result tbit treaties were conclude on tha 
following ieraa with tbe chiefs meatioued below 

(1) Babr'^aal, l4tU July 1884 (No. LXXXIII), Prohibition to cede 

or part with territory save to the British Government; free per* 
mission to British vessels to trade with all Habr Awsl ports j pnv 
tection of British sobjecte in Babr A wal territoryj sboliticmof 
slave trade; appolntmeot of Britisb Agents at Berbera or else¬ 
where in Habt Awal territorisa. 

Bair Awal, Ittb Mawb 1888 (No. BXXXIV). Protection by Her 
Majesty of fiabr Awal tribe and territories j prohibition of oorre* 
spondenoe or treaty with foreign powers. 

(2) Gaiahuni, 11th December 1884 (No. LXXXV). Prohibition to 

cede or part with territory j free pennUsion to British vessels to 
trade; protection of British sobjecte j abolition of slave trade j 
appointment of Britisb Agents. 

(3) Salr To^aala, 28th Deoember 1884 (No. LXXXVl). Probibition 

to cede or part with territory} free permisrion to British vessels 
to trade and protection of wrecks and crswe of the snme; pro¬ 
tection of British eubjeots j abolition of slave trade; appointment 
of Britisb Agenta 
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Bohr ToljAAlOi Isfc Fahroary 1886 (No. LSSXVII). FrotactiOh by 
Her Majesty; proMlitioo oi eorrespondesoe or treaty with tbreiga 
powers. 

(i) Sto, Slat December 1884 (No. LXXXVIII). Prohibition to cede or 
part with territorr j free permission to Britiah vessels to trade; 
protection of British eubjeota; abolition of slare trade; appoint* 
ment of British Ageote.

In February 1887, after protracted negotiations, the English and French 
Govemmenia finally come to an understanding in the matter of their respee* 
iiveelaiinB upon the Si>aali coaet. The English protectorate is admitted to 
extend ^m the forty*Dinth degree of east longitnde to a point at the Labadu 
wells situated abont half-way between Zai)a and Ras Jibuti, whence the 
line dividing tbs EngUsh and French proteotoratee runs to Abbaswaiu, Biyo 
Eabobo, Gildessa and Harrar; the islands of Musa and Bab are included in 
the French protectorate by a ooovention settled in 1888. Neither govern¬ 
ment is to attempt any interference across the line of division thus defined 
between them. Tbs caravan route from Zaila to Harrar i>id Gildessa is to 
remain open to all commerce. Both governments undertake to adopa all 
necessary measoree for the suppression of the slave trade, and to prohibit the 
importation of powder and arms into the territories subject to their re¬ 
spective influence. 

The British Government have no treaty relatioos with any tribes beyond 
the eastern bonndary of their protectorate, except the Mijjertain Somalis, from 
whom eugsgements were taken in 1866 and 1884, the former (No. XCII) 
providing for the abolition of the slave trade, the latter (No. XCIII) for the 
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proteotion of Tassels, BritUli or findgii, wreoked upon thoix ooul^j it retura 
for an anasa) aabsidj of 360 dollars. 

7a aa Order it CoonoQ ms prepared for regal ating the exercise of 
jnnadietioa and kindred matters npoctbe Somali Coast. Butiu M 17 1891 
it was desired to defer for the time being an; fortber steps for bringing it 
into effect. 


S.*-SH0A. 

In 1840, Sahela 8 elasei> King of Shoa in Southern Abfssinia, expressed 
a dosiro to cnltiyate the friendship of the British OoTernment, and 
wrote to the OoTerameDt of Bombaf asking to he faraiehed with gons and 
warlike stores. Shoa wae then one of the moet powerfnl and imporUut 
provinoea in Abjssinia. It is iehibited hy the Oalla tribe. At the time 
when Sahela Sslaasi made these adrances, the steam aaTigntion of the Red 
Sea bad giten an exaggerated importance to the trade of AbTssloia. It was 
therefore determined to send a mission to the Oonrt of Shoe, with which 
conntij the French also appeared aoxiona to establish friendly eonnectioos. 
A commaroia] Treaty (No. XCIV) was concluded with the King on 15th 
November 1841. 

The interconrse of the British Government with Meoelek» the pressst 
King, has been limited to the exchange of friendly letters and presonte. In 
January 1387 he established himself in Harrar, after defeating and expelling 
the mling Amir. 


6.-S0K0TBA. 

The island of Sokotra lies about 160 miles off Caps Gncrdafoi on the 
African coast and 600 miles from Aden. The sovereignty of the island is 
vested in the Abl Afrir family of the Mahil tribe of Arabs, who inhabit Kishn 
on the mainland. 

The connection of the British Oovemroent with Sokotra commenced in 
1834, when Captain Boss, of tbs Indian Navy, was seat on a mission to Sokotra, 
and concluded an Agreement (No. XCV) with Saltan Ahmad bin Snltan 
of Fartash and his cousin Sultan bin Amrof Kbhn, by which they con¬ 
sented to the landing and storage of coal on the bland by the Britisb Govern* 
moot. 
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In 1S35 negoUitioas were undertaken thmgb ComcDander Hainee wieL 
the Chief, Amr bin SaadTawari, for the purchase of the island, and ioantioi- 
pation of their auccesa a detachment of Baropean and Natire troope was sent 
to Uke possesion. The Chief, however, displayed an inrincible relnctance to 
sell the island, or even to cede a portion of it as a coaling: depdt, and the 
tioope were withdrawn, 

In 1838 the Chief proposed to farm the ielaod to the British Oovernmeot, 
hot the capinre of Aden, while the proposal was under diseossioa, rendered it 
unnecessary to secure Sokotra as a coaliug station. 

Sultan Amr hiu* Saad Tawan died about 184$, and was succeeded in the 
Snltnuate of Sokotra and Eiehn by bis nephew Tawari bin AU, who in turn 
was Boccesded by his grandson Ahmad bin Saad. The latter was sncceeded 
by his nephew Abdulla bin Said, who was followed by his eonsia Abdulla 
bia Salim. On the death of the latter be was succeeded by his son AU, 
the present Chief, wbc is cblldleee, having bad three eooe who have predeca'tsed 
him. 

la January 1878, an AgTeement (Ko. XCVI) wee oonclnded with the 
Sultan of Sokotra and Bishn, by which, in ocnsideratlon of a payment of 
3,000 dollars and an annual aabsldy of 360 dollars, be bound himself, hb heirs 
and snccessors, never to eeds, sell or mortgage, or otherwise give for occu« 
patioD, save to the British Ooverncnent, the island of Sokotra or any of its 
dependenciss, the neighbouring islands. 

In 1886 be accepted (No. XCVI I) a Biitish protectorate, and bound 
lumselfto abstain from all dealings with foreign powers without tbe pre¬ 
vious sancUoa of tbe British Government. At tbe same time be nodertook to 
^?e immediate notice to the Resident at Aden or other Bdtish officer of any 
attempt by any other power to interfere with Sokotra and its dependencies. 

la 1888 a eicnilar protectorate Treaty (No. XCVHI) was oonclnded with 
Sultan Ali bin Abdalb, as head of tbe Msbri tribe, aud an annnal stipend of 
120 dollars was granted to him. 

The area of tbe island of Sokotra is about 1,000 square miles; its popola- 
tiea, mostly Bedonia, aboot 5,000 sonU. The revenues, which are collected 
in kind, amount to about 320 doUars, exclusive of tbe British enbsidy.

' OitDBR of St. John of Jerusalem, and Ambassador to the 
States of Arabia; and the said. Sultan has named Ahmed 
Basaib, Prifcb of Aden, who having both met, and being 
satisfied with each other’s powers, hare agreed to tbe following 
Articles for the mutual beneht of their respectiYe nations, 
but subject to the final ratification of His ixoBLLBKor the 
Most Noble the Gotbrnoe General of India.—1802. 


Article 1. 

That there shall be a commercial ddioq between tbe HcooDreble tbe Eist 
India Company, or eueb BriCieh enbjeote aa nay be authorized by tiie 
Governor General of India, and the aubjecta of Saltan Ahmed Abdool 
Kuteem. 

Articlb 2. 

Tbe Sultan agrees to consider the porta of Aden aa open for tbe reception

If, however, my goods are pnrcbased hy the Honourable the Company, 
or any British subjects in the town or the port of Aden, the prodoce of Atrioa, 
Abyssinia or any other conn try, not in the possession of the Sultan, then no 
duty is to he paid, as it is to Be considered that each goods have paid a duty 
on their Sret being landed, and consequently the Snltau agrees that they shall 
not pay duty a second fine. 

Articlb d. 

The British eubjeots who use the ports of Aden shall have the privilege 
of transaotiog their own bosioeas, and not be obliged to ooimnltit to the 
arrangement of any odier person, nor forced to use any broker or interpreter 
whatever, tmless t^ey shall please to do so; and then euch broker or inter* 
preter to be a person of their own ehoioe, and not subject to any control on 
the part of the Snlten. 

Annois 7. 

It shall be lawful and free for the snbjede of the British nation to make 
over their property to whomsoever they please, without any control, either in 
health or in eicknsesj and if any person, being a British subject, should die 
suddenly and without a will, ^eo the whole of his property, after paying 
his just debts to the subjects of the Sultan, is to be vested in trust in the 
hands of the British Boideot to be traosmitted by him to the Supreme 
Oovernment, or any other Predde&cy, for the beocdt of htJ family and bis 
lawful h^rs.

That so dispute may hereafter arise about the person claiming the pro*

If any disputes ^se between registered British subjeeU, ^ay are to bo 
referred to tbs Britieb Resident, who is to give hie award according to the 
best of hie judgment, founded on the laws of bis own country. This award 
to be final in any case not exceeding two tbooeand dollan; but above that 
earn it is to be eubject to an appeal in the different Preeidenofee of India. If, 
however, either par^ refuses to oooply with this award, then the Sultan is 
to give power to the Cadi to imprisoa the party, according to tbe reaueet of 
tbe Resident. Tbie Article is introduosd for the purpose of eetaldiebiog the 
most perfect regularity and harmony between tbe registered subjects of the 
Britieb cation and those of tbe Sultan. 

Acrzcis 12. 

All disputes between the subjeote of the Sultan and those of tbe Britieb 
nation are to be settled by tbe establiebed laws of ^e conntiy.

Tbe Sultan agrees, for tbe consideration of dollars, to give over a

The aboT^written seventeen Articles of Treaty haviDg been read and 
iDotnally considered by the Plenipotentiaries ou both sides aod the Sultan, the 
Saltan has put bis hand sad seal to a tree copy in Avabio, end tbe British 
Ambassador nas set his hacd and seal to this BngHeh copy, on bonrd of 
Majesty's Ship the Raiuuy in Aden Beads, this 6th day of September 1802.

Onr (Sultan Ahmed's) band and Sultan Muh» 
sin's hand is one and the same. Our friends aod his friends aie identioal. 
If any o! the above tnbe commit any plm^der or depredation on the roads or 
m Labej, the Bond that we possess shall be noli, until we shall recover and 
restore the plundered proMrty. Should any assaolt or murder be eommitted 
m Lahej or Aden, or on their roads, and should the act he brou'-bt home to 
any of the Fadhlee or tbeir tribe, he shall be seized and is to be oonsidered an 
ofieoder. This Bond is always binding, and shall nover become a dead letter 
We shall diaw the settled stipend every six months, and whenever there shall 
be any pressure of necessity, Goverament shall pay us a part (intermediately). 
The payment is to commeuoe from the mouth of Zilkad Hegira 1264 (Jacnary- 
Fsbmajy 1830). Whatever ia affixed for Wie above people shall be received 
by them through us or Sulttn Mnlisin or hia children. These are the stipu¬ 
lations agreed to by Sultan Ahmed Padhlee, aod which are mediated by Salim 
bio Sheikh and Synd bio Sulah, who are the Vakeels of Sultan Ahmed, This 
agreement 18 consented to on Monday, the 28th day of Rubbee-ool-Aklur Hegira 
1255 (8th July 1830).

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TREATIES AlfD ENGAGEMENTS 

uunjJs td 

ZMZIBAR. 


Tl)e laUcd of ZattiibsT sod tbe greater part of the eostero coast of Africa 
rvero oo&qnered hj the Portagoeee io the beginuiDg of the eizteeutb ceoturj. 
Driven to despur hj thetyrasii^ of their rolere, the iohabit&Qte of Homhaasat 
io 1698, invited the assistaDce of ibe Imam of Maabat, who expelled the 
Fortoguese aad pot ED&nj of them to the sword. It was uot till I78i, how* 
ever, in the tine of Said bio Abroad, that the Maskat Arabs establiibed a 
perD&Dent iootiog in the Island of Zanzibar, and even for manj jeare after* 
wards, till the accession of Saipid Said in 1807, the subjection of Zanzibar to 
them was little more than oominaL 

In 1746 the people of Momhaesa threw ofi allegiance to Maskat, elected 
Shaikh Ahnad as their Snltan, and maintained their iadependenoe till 1838, 
when, fearing the aggreaslcm of Saijid Said, Snlaiman bin A]i Al^Mezrai, tbs 
Snltan of Mo&haeea, with the ccneeDt of the people, put bimeelf neder British 
protection. Oaths 7th Fsbmary 1824 a coavention.wae ooacluded with him, 
hj which tbs port of Hombasea and its dependencies, inclndiog the lalatid of 
Pemba aod the coast between Melinda and the river Pangani, were placed ander 
the piotectorats of Great Britain• This engagement, however, was Dot ratifed, 
and in 1828 the ruler of Maskat seat a force ^^net Momhaesa, which sorrSn* 
dered to him. 

In 1844 Saipid Said of Maskat appointed his son, Satjid Ehalid, as his 
deputy and euccessor in bis Zanzibar dominions, which may be roughly 
defined as extending from Tunghi, the frontier of the Fortngueae territory 
south of Cape Delgado, about 660 miles northward along the coast, asd his 
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son, Saij'id Tb^waini, as his snMessor in Maskafe {ue Maskat^. Saiyid Khalid 
died in 1864, and Saijid Said appointed a joutif er son, Saijdd Majid, to snc* 
cc<d him. 

Onthedesth of Saiyid Swd in 1866, bis sucMseor, Saiyid Thawaioi of 
Maskat, laid claim to Zansihar, He concluded ao engagement, however, with 
his brother, Saiyid Majid, by which the latter was left in posseseioa of the 
Africah dominions, sabject lo an aaonU poymeut of 40,0 0& crowns. A 
dispnte soon arose reg^irding the oatnre <t£ this payment and whether it 
implied the dependence of Zanzibar on Maskat. War was threatened, but 
both parties were pelsuaded to refer the question to the arbitration of the 
Governor-Gen oral of India and lo abide by his deoisioo. A Commission was 
appointed to investigate the case. On the evidence obtained by this Com¬ 
mission, Lord Canning gave ao award in 1861 (No. XCIS), to which 
both parties agreed, tis., that Suyid Majid should be declared Euler of 
Zanzibar and the African dominioas of the late Saiyid Said, bnt that he was 
to make an annual payment in perpetuity to Maekat. This payment was not 
however to be considered as implying the dependence of Zanzibar on Maskat. 

On the death of Saiyid Tbawaini and eucceesion of Saiyid Salim at 
•Maskat in 1868, Snltan Majid protested against the oontinnaiioe of the 
subsidy, on the ground that the engagement was personal to Saiyid Tliawaiai, 
and that Saiyid Salim, as a parricide, could not legally succeed hie father. 
These arguments were notenablej the former, becaose by the torms of the 
award, eaeb successor of Saiyid Thawaiai was entitled to ol^m the subsidy 
from Zaosibar, and the latter, because Saiyid Salim was lie facie ruler of 
Mnskat, and bad been recognised as such by tbs Brirish Government. S^yid 
Majid was therefore required to pay op the subsidy with erreare; this he 
erpressedbiswilUngnese to do through the medium of the British Government, 
Accordingly, in May 1868, the arrears due to Maskat were paid into the 
Bombay treasury and made over to Saiyid Salim after deducting the sums 
advanced to him in anticipation of the payment of the subsidy. 

By the arrangoment now (1882) Id force the payment of the subsidy to 
Saiyid Faisal, the present ruler of Maskat, is guaranteed by the British Gov. 
erament; but the Sultan of Zanzibar has not been formally relieved of the 
obligation imposed upon him by Lord Caiming^s award of 1861. (dee Maskat.) 

Saiyid Majid died in October 1870, and was euccoedad at Zanzibar by his 
brother Saiyid Bargssh. la 1850 Saiyid Bargash had openly rebelled agaiust 
bis brother, to whom the aid of Bririeh troops wa? given. He then surrendered 
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and entered bto a formal Bgreement with Sai;id Majid to qoit Zaozibar, not 
to plot against him, and ft1wa7s to act according to the advice oE the British 
GoTernmeut. Aftev acme dela^, during wliich l)e again endeavooied to resist 
his bi'Oiber’s authority, Saiyid Barg ash proceeded to Bomba;. He was aub* 
aequently permitted b; Saiyid Majid to letoru to Zanzibar, and ramaioed 
there without attempting to weaken hie brothor’a aiithorit;, tboagh the latter 
flteadil; refused to be reconciled to bins, until his acceeeion to power in 1370. 

Saijid B&rgasb was neceasaril; considered to be bonnd b; the engagements 
concluded with hia late father, Saiyid Said, which refer to Zanzibar. There 
was formerly no treat; prohibition regarding the transport of slaves from port 
to port io the Zanzibar dominions; bnt in 1868 Saiyid Majid made two 
concessions^ b; tbs first of which be prohibited the transport of slaves from 
one port in his dominions to another duriog the slave season, that is, from 
1st January to fiOtb April in each year, and b; the second gave authority 
to British ciojisers bo seize any slave-usiTrying vessels unprovided with acostom 
bouse manifest, or having on boavd any slaves in excess of the number stated 
in the maoifest. 

In spite of the efforts whioh Saiyid Majid had made, by the issue of 
striogent rules aud threats of confiscating the vessels of the north ern Arsbs 
who visited Zanzibar for the purpose of exporting slaves to the Persian Gulf 
and Arabia, to cheek this nefarious trafijo, large numbers of slaves were h'abi- 
tnally caiTied off from the eest const of Africa. As, therefore, the esistiog 
treaty provisions with the Sultan of Zanzibar for the auppreesion of the ex* 
port trade in slaves were found to be iosnCicient fur the attainment of the 
objects with which tliose engagements were framed, Sir Bartle Frere was 
deputed in ld7i, as Her Majesty's Special Bnvoy, with full powers to oonoJude 
such ariangemeiite as might be necessary for the efieotual snppreesion of the 
ejportatdou of sluveefi'ora thedooibioos of the SolUn. fialyid BargasL, after 
some discussion, signed a Treaty (No. 0) on the 6th Jane I87d. Some 
doubts having arisen as to the interpretation of the first article of this treat/, 
advautage was taken of the Sultno’s presence in London in July IS78 to re^ 
move them by a supplemental; Treoty (No. Cl) dedaiatoi; of the intentions 
of the parties. 

Ill April 1876 the Sultan issued Pr<>clamations (Nos. CIl audCIII) pro¬ 
hibiting the cpnveyanoe of slaves by land under any conditions, the arrival of 
slave caravans from tbs interior, and the fitting out of slave'bnntiQg expeditions 
by his Bubjeetl.

Commercial treaiiea were ooneluded by Saiyid Said, m ruler of Maekat 
and Zanzibar, with America* in 18S8 and with Prancef in iSifc. A com- 
merclal treaty was alto concluded by Saiyid Majid with the Hanseatic 
Eepub)i«I in 1869. In Decembei mb Oermany concluded a com- 
raeroial treaty with Sultan Saiyid Bargash ; and on the SOth AprB 1886 
Great Britma conoluded with Zanzibar a new commercial Treaty (No. CIV)^ 
euperaediog owthat bad been framed in 1889, and aimilar in every respect 
to that between Germany and Zanzibar. 

In the year 1684 the atteotion of the Germane waa attracted to the east 
coast of Africa, and the territoriee of the Sultan of Zanzibar espedaUy became 
the object of Ibeir designs and coloniaing projects. Previously to this, however, 
English enterprize bad been directed to the same quarter, and for several yenra 
a acberoe was contemplated, and bad almost been brought into execution, by 
which the Sultan of Zanzibar was to oot«de or lease the whole of bis dominions 
upon the mainland to an English Company. The project, however, fell through, 
and in the meanwhile other claims and sobemes pnt forward by German ex- 
plorets and travellers created a situation of coafliodng interests euffioieotly serious 
to demand the intervention of thsEoropean Goveromeots. It was accordingly 
decided to appoint an Internation^ Commission, coDsisting of an English, a 
French, and a German delegate, for the purpose of delimitating the actual 
dominions of the Sultan of Zonzlbor on the mainland, and of thus prepanng 
the way for the demarcation of what sobsequontly became known as ‘'spheres 
of influence ” on tbs east coaet of Africa. The ComoiaaioJi was appointed in 
1885 and terminated its labonrs in June 1886; end npon the bssis supplied 
by their state men to and recommendations, the first Anglo* German Agreement, 
to whiob France gave her adhesion, was pnblished in the following Kovemher, 
It defined the SuUan'a dominions on the mainland os extending along a atrip 
of coust line 10 milea deep from the River*Roveuna in the south to Kipini m 
the north, together with certain islands along the same cooat and five ports on 
the Somali Coast line. The egreoment further established a line of demar- 
ontioB between the English and German spheres of influenoe which were also 
delimitated inlaod, the former to the nor^ and the latter to the south. 

Negotiatione were then started without delay with the object of inducing 

the Saltan of Zanzibar, Saiyid Bargasb, to lease, in the shape of coacessions 

totbeEufflish and Ger mans respectively, the portions of the coast line unde r

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liis eovereignt 7 wbick foriocd seaward bouodary of tbo Briiiab and Oermaa 
spheres ofiodoeace. Saijid Bargsih cooseated ia pnociple, but died, in Mai’cb 
18 Bii, before tbs ooscsseions bad been defiaitely coocludsd i a prelimloary con* 
cession to the Imperial British East Africa Company had, howerer, beea signed 
by Hb Highness in March 1687. 

The negotiations wars now oonti&ned with hie biotb^, Sujid Khalifa, 
who BQcceeded to the throne upon tbs death of Smyid Bargash, and both con* 
cessione having been finally ooncloded and signed in due form, the British and 
German Companies began oparatione in tbs antnain of 2866. 

The assumption Uie administratioa of their coast eonceesion by tbe 
GeimaoB was the signal for as immediate and violent ontbreak of native boeti* 
lity. Two German officials were mnrdsred at Eilwa aud tbeii colleagues at 
other ports with difficulty made good their escape. Bagamoyo and Dares Salam 
were, however, held by the Genaans and became tbe head*quarters of opera^cne 
which were undertaken without delay to reduce the coast line to subjection. 
The German Government appointed an Impenal CommUsiooer for this purpose; 
a large number of Sondaneeeand other mercenary troops were engaged; Ger* 
man raen*of*war were sent to co-opoate; aod for upwards of l6 men the 
continnoue and oocasionally severe fighting took place. During the year 1889 
the British East India squadron was ordered to eo-operate wi^ the Oorman 
squadron for the purpose of establishing a strict blockade along the whole Bast 
Afrits coast Une, comprised within the Sultan’e domiitions, against the export 
of slaves and tbe import of arms and ammunition. Tbe German coast line 
was gradually subdued, aod in May 1890 the southern ports of Kilws, Mikin* 
dani and Lindi, where a stubborn resistauce had been expected, fell into the 
bands of the Germane, who now once more found themselves masters of tbe 
entire coast conceded to them. 

In tbe meantime the Imperial British East Africa Company bad pro¬ 
ceeded with their administration, and in August 1869 tbe Sultan, Sidyid 
Khalifa, made them tbe farther oonoession of the islands of Lamu, the islands 
in Maoda Bay, and the Northern or Somali Coast porta. The Germane, 
however, contested the right of tbe Sultan to concede the islaode of Lamn, 
Manda, aod Patta on the ground that the first had been previously promised 
to them by tbe late SolUn Saiyid Bargash, and that the possession of the 
other islands by the Soltan of Zanzibar or by the Sultan of Witu, who 
was under German proteotion, was a point etill requiting decision. Tie 
qneetioQ of Lamu was referred to arbitration and decided in favoor of tbe 
British Company, while at tbe same time further negetiatiems were undertaken 
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til© Bvitiab and Qer.w Gov«nicieuta Mgarding tbeir rwpective poei- 
tiona IQ Baet Afnca. 

Onlbe Isfc Jnlj 18^0 thaw negotifttiooe raaaltod in ft second Anglo-Ger¬ 
man agreement, of which the most iroporUut f^fttnre was the deolavati.*n of ft 
British ProtectoraU o«r the doioioions of the Soltan of Zsnsihar, wit 
the exception of those situated to the south of the Piver Umba. It was agreed 
that these should, witli the consent of the Saltan, he pnrcliascd outright from 
His High 0 ess by the Gerniaa GoTernnient. The Oermans at the same time 
agreed to withdraw all claime to the north of the Biver Umba and to with- 
draw their Proteolorate oser the Sultoo of Wita in favour of a British Pro¬ 
tectorate. T)ie formal decOaration of toe Britieh Protectorate wae notified lu 
November 1800 . 

The negotiatione regardiogthe oessioQ to Germany of tbe sombern coast 
lice for a lamp payment in money were coocladed in November 1800. The 
final and permanent separation of the German coast Une from tbe Sultanate 
of Zanzibar tenak efeot from toe 1st January 1891. . 

Thera is a Is^ Indian oommnnity at Zaniibar composed chiefly of Bfaat. 
tias, Khojas, Bohrsa and Memons, who practically mociopoliee the 
ccast-trade. Tbe whole of these Indian residento, with a few exceptions, bate 
ft claim to Britieh protection and are amenable to British jnrisdietion, The 
Bomhsr settled in Zantibar itself may be estimated at 5,000 } those living on 
the mainland at »,000 soule. The revenue is almost entirely derived from 
toe cuetome duties. 

Tbe British Agent and Conenl-Geoeral at Zanzibar ie also Consul for 
toe Comoro Islands.

I feritery aaqch obliged to the British GroTemment for all ite kindness aod 
fnTOur, and for baring arerted from my dbmioions disorder and hostilities. 
During my life-time 1 sLaU never forget the kindness which it has shown to 
me. And aow what I desire from yoa is this, that you will mention to Hie 
Lordship the Governor General of India that he should kindly determine

in), and that the other $0,000 crowns shall be due and payable each year at 
the “Damam(about fieptemher-Ootober, when the annual accoonts are 
mads up and the revenoe from the customs is paid) in like manner ae I before 
agrw to do when I made the arrangement, through my cousin Mahomed bin 
Salim, to pay 40,000 crow os aunualTy to Muscat. 

Aad respecting the 80,000 crowns, arrears for two years, that it shall he 
paid as soon as I can possibly do so.

His Highness the Suttaa aball be permitted to levy a doty of entry not 
exceeding 5 per cent on tbe ?alue of all goods and ffierc))aDdize, of whatever 
(ieecripUon, imported by eea from foreign conn tries, aod landed at any port in 
the isUods or on tlie coast of tlie cnainlaud of Africa within the dominions of 
His Highness. This duty shall he paid at that port in His Highness's domi* 
nioDs where the goods are fiist leaded, and on psymsnt thereof snch goods 
shall thereafter be exempt, within the Zanzibar doroiiuons, from all other 
onetoms duties or taxes levied by or on behalf of the Government of His 
Highness the Sultan, by whatever xuMoes these may be designated, aud no 
higher import duty shall be claimed from British subjects than that which is 
paid by subjects or citiseos of the most favoured nation. 

This dnty once paid shall cover, from all other ehaiges on the part of 
His Highness the Sultan, goods of whatever description coming from foreign 
countries by sea, whether these are intended fov local cooaumpdon or for 
transmission elsewhere, in bnlk or otherwise, and whether they remain in the 
state in which they are imported or have been maonfactored. 

Spirits and spirituous liquors of all binds imported into tbs dominions of 
His Highness the Sultan from abroad sluill be subject to an entry or import 
doty of per cent, ad valorem. Beer and wioes eontaiuiog leas than 20 

! >er cent, by volume of olcobol are not to be considered or classed asspiritnoxts 
iquors withiu the meaning of this Article. Tb«e latter, therefore, remain 
subject to tile common entry duty of & per cent, ad valertst. 

There shall, however, be exempted from payment of all duty the follow¬ 
ing, namely 

1. All goods aod merchandise which, being destined for a foreign port, 
are ti’anshipped from one vessel to another in any of the ports of His High- 
neas the Sultan of Zanzibar, or which have b«eu for this purpose provisioually 
Ikoded end d«posited in any of the Zlanzibar custem-bouses to await the arrival 
of a vessel in which to he reshipped abroad. But goods and merohandise so 
l^ded shall bs exempted only provided that the consignee or his agent shall 
have, on the arrival of the ship, banded over the said goods to be kept under 
Cnstoins seal, and declared them as landed for tronebipmeut, designating at 
the same time the foMge port of dsetinatioc; and also provided that the said 
goods are actually shipped for the same foreign port as origiaally declared, 
withiu a period not exceeding six months after to sir drat landing, aod witbont 
having in the Interval obangM owners. 

2. All goods and merchandise which, sot being consigned to a port within 
the dominions of the Sultan, have been inadvertently landed, provided that 
such goods and merchandize are reshipped on board of the same vessel and 
therein 01*6 ti ansported abroad. Sbonld however each goods or merchnndize 
here spoken of be opened or removed frorn the cus^y of the Costoms 
author! tiee, the full duty shall then be payable on the same. 

B. Coals, naval provisions, stores and fittings, the property of Her 
Majeetye Government, landed in the domioions of His Highness tor the use 
of the ships of Her Majesty’s Navy, 
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4. All soodBacd mstoHMcliae transhippsd or landsd for tbe repair of 
daD&se cansad by etraas of neither or other disaaters at eeo, provided tbe 
cargo eo discharge eball be reebipped and tMkeo away on board of the same 

veesel, or if tbe luiUr eball have beeu coodemoed, or her ^puioi'e delayed, 

io any other. 

5. Mncbinee and iiaplemeota for agricultural pnrpoees; also all materiala 
deetioed for che ooostraotioo and maintenance of roads, tramways or railroade * 
and generally all means of conveyaDce oertiKed l>y tbe attestation of a British 
CoDsalar Ollioer resident ill Zanaibar dominions to be desticsd lor countriea 
intaiid aud west of His Higlinese's dominions. 

AarTCba $. 

His Highness tbe Saltan is further permitted to levy a special export 
doty, bnt only on the aibieles and to the amonnt hereafter stated, on eucb 
mercbaodize and native product coming from bis own dominions, or from tbe 
interior of Africa, as nre included in tbe anoend TavilT. 

This special duty tc be levied by and on behalf of His Highness tbs 
Sultan shall be paid (if euch has nut been previously done) at all events 
previons to ilie snipmenl of these articles out of tbe dominions of Hia High' 
ress tbs Siiltao. No distinction shall be made whether the said goods and 
nalive prodnce have tbeic origin within the dominions of His Highness the 
Sultan or come from distiieCs of tbe Africen Cuntineat beyoud His Higbaess's 
fion tiers. 

But if the special doty on goods and produce above referred to bas once 
been paid, the latter, whether in a raw or rnannfactored stute, shall not be 
agoiii faxed with other da ties or imposts levied by or oa behalf of the 
Government of His Bigh ness tbe Sol tan, but may thereafter be relaoded free 
at any port ia the dominions of His Higbacss and be exported without further 
charge, always provided tliat they have not previously been lauded and manu¬ 
factured in a foreign coaotry. 

The High Contracting Parties reserve to themselves the right to elaicn a 
revision of ths annexed special Tariff, after successive Serene of five years, to 
begin to reckon from the day of the exchange of tbe ratidostioos of tbe 
Trraty, iu order to allow cl eaoh alteration, nddittone, or amendments being 
made as experience may bave shown to bo nsoeesary or desirable, 

Articcs 9. 

Itisfnlly understood by the High Contracting Tarties that the special 
duties referred to in Article S to be levied on behalf ol His Highness tbe 
Sultan shall be in lieu of aud as eq,uivaleot for— 

1. Tbe cnooopoly rights, which antll now His Highoea has bean 
antboriied by former treaties to exercise over ivory and copal coming from 
csrtnin districts on the coast. The taxes until now charged on these arti< les 
aa monopoly taxn shall therefore cease and be abolish?<]. 
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e. The duty of 5 per«at. ad vahrM, or in kind, now leviad oh tooda 
and prodace of the domuixons of Hia Higboea* tl>e SulUo and o1 the 
lotenor of Afiica, at the first port of UU Hijrhoesa'e domjniout wbera buoK* 
pode happen to be Iwided, and also the acidltiooiil tiaoe waich Hi a Highneea 
line for some time levied on certoin goods or prodnoe under the dcoouiioaliou 
of native tazea, aie aboliebed and ehal] cease. 

It is anderstood that euoh other goods, mercliaodiae, a&d prodoce hroncht 
by land from those districts of the African Contioent to the west of the 
dominions of Hie Highneae ashore not included In tbs special Tariff no« 
agreed upon are not liable for duty of auy desoriptioo j they shall on 
eatenog, leaving, and while within the domiuions of His Highnees be free 
from all duties, taxes, and costome of Hie Highnew's Gorerniaeat. 

It ia also agreed between the High Cootractiog Parties that British 
eubiects are not liuble to be Used by or on behalf of Bie Highneae the Softao, 
or hjs authontiee, with any ether duties, custonie, or taxes than those before 
specified m Articles 7 and fi, whether for their peiaons, houses, lands, or goods. 

Artiou 10. 

however, agreed and understood by the High Contractin<^ Parties 
^at, in the CTsnt of au arran^meut being entered into hereafter between His 
Highn^ and the Powers having IVeaty relations with Zanzibar, and to which 
Great Britain ^all be a consenting party, whereby vessels entering the port 
otZaaziter shall be charged with sliipping, tonnage, or harbour dues, sneb 
dnes to be administered under the control of a special Boai^d for the improve, 
mentof ^e harbour and constroction and maiotensnoe of Hgbtbouees, &o, 
nothing m the aforementioned provisions ebaU be constrned so as to exempt 
British vessels from payment of each shipping, harbour, or tonnage does U 
may hereafter be agreed upon. 

AaT!CL£ 21. 

It shall be at the option of the British subjeot in each oeae to pay the 
perceikto|e duties stipolated in Articles 7 end 8 «ther in cash or, if the 
aatnre of the goods allow of it, in kind, by giving up an equivaleut amount 
of toe goods or produce. 

In the event of payment being made in cash, the value of the msrehaodize, 
goi^, or produce ou which duty is to be levied shall be fixed according to the 
ready-money market prioe ruling at the time when the duty is levied. In the 
®f .roreigo imports the valne ebail be fixed necording to the market price 
at Zansibar, and in that of native goods and produce by the market price at 
the place where the merchant shall choose to pay the dnty, 

Id the event of any dispnto ariang betweea a British subject nod the 
Custom-house anthoritiea regarding the value of such goods, this shall be 
determined by reference to two experts, each parly nominating one, and the 
^ne so aecertsined shall be decisive. Should however these experts not l*e 
able to agree they shall choose an umpire, whose decision is to be consldeied 
anal. 
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AitTlcls 12. 

HU Highness the Sclteo ot Zentibor engages bj the present Treaty to 
provide, and give orders to bis off cials, that the movement of goods in transit 
eball sot be obetrocted or delayed is a vexatious manner by nnneceeaary Cns* 
toms formalities nod regalotioDS, and that every faoiUty will be gives for 
their transport by laod and river, aod that, ee far as is coneUtent with the 
special proTieioos of this IVeaty, the principles approved of by the Congo 
Conterence shall be carried out. 

His Highness fnrther undertahee to see that a Custom-bonee answering 
all requiremeate of commeroe be erected at Zansibar, with alo res secnre against 
fire, decay or tbeft, for the protection of the goods placed therein. The con¬ 
ditions under which g^ods eball be stored, ond the ebargoe to be levied oo 
accoant thereof, ehaU be subject to future agreemf'ot between Hie High ness 
the Sultan and the Kepreseutativee of the several Tiuaty Powers. 

AsnciB 18. 

British vessels entering a port in the dominions of His Highneae the 
Sultan of ZsDsibar in dUtrees eball I'eceive from tbe local authorities all 
neoseeary aid to eoable them to revictusl aud refit so as to proceed on tbeir 
voyage. 

Sbonld a Sritisb vessel be wreched off tbe coaet of the mainland, or on 
one of the ielands of His Highnese'i dominions, the authoiities of Hie Higb« 
ness shall render all aseistaDoe in tbeir power to tbe distressed vessel, in order 
to save tbe ebip, her cargo, and those on board; ti^oy shall also give 
aid aod protection to persons saved, and shall assist them to reaching the 
nearest British Coos elate; they shall fnitber tclce every possible care that 
the goods so recovered are safely stored and hept for the perpose of being 
banded over to tbe owner, captain, agent of the ship, or British Conanl, subject 
always to rights of salvage. 

Hie Highnearis authorities shall fur^er ase that the nearest British 
Consulate la at once informed of such diaaeter having occurred. 

Should a British vessel wrecked oo tbe ocost of tbe maiulond or islands, 
within the domlnjcoe of the Sultan of Zanzibar, be plundered, tbe aothorities 
of Hie Highneae a!)^I, as soon as they come to know thereof^ rendvr prompt 
assistance and take measures to pursue and pnuiah the robbers and recover 
the stolen property. Likewise, snould a vessel of Hie Highness the Sultan of 
Zanribar, or of one of his subjects, enter a British port in distress, or be wreck¬ 
ed oft the Qoast of Her Majesty's dominions, the like help aud assistance shall 
be rendsred by tbe British authorities. 

Abticlb 14. 

Shonld sailors or otliers belonging to a British ship of war, or merchant 
ve^l, desert and refu^ oo shore or on board of any of His Righaws's 
ships, the aniboritles of His Kighoese the Saltan of Zanzibar shall, upon 
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request of a CooraUr oSeial, or in bis abeeaca of tbs oaptaia of the ship, take 
the oecassary steps in order to bare them arrested end deliTCred orer to tbe 
CoQsaUr ofiioial or to tbe captain. 

In this, kotrerer, tbe Cooeolar Officer and oaptain ehaU reader ever; 
assistance. 

So also tbe autlioritiee of Hie Hig-bness tbo Sultan, in ease of men desert- 
iitg from ships of His Hi^baess tbe SdUn^ or of bis subjects, and who have 
(aVen refn^ on board of a British vessel in harbour, or in tbe honae of a 
British subject on sbore in Zeoaibar, ma; apply to a Britiab Consular official, 
or in bis absence to tbs captain or bouse occupant, wbo, nnUee tbere is reason 
to the contrary, shall tabs tbe necesear; steps to cause tbem to quit tbe vessel 
or prscDises for tbe purpose ol being retnrned to the captain or tbe Sultan's 
authorities. 


ABTICtI 16. 

In tbe event cf goods or produce tlie property of or cooeigried toa British 
subject being seised as having been landed or pased under a false deoloracion 
and for tbe purpose of fraud oleutly evading payosent of any duty or tax, the 
matter shall be immediately brought to tbe nodoe of tbe nearest i&ritish Con¬ 
sular authority, vebo shall thereupoa enquire iuto tbe drcumstaoces, and make 
such order therein as he shall see fit, rritb power to coDdemn and ccDfiscote, 
either in whole or in part, for the benefit of His Highness the Saltan, tha 
goods so seized, and, in eddition, to punish tbe ofender, if a British subject, 
with fine, which fine, if auy, shall be paid over to His Higlmees. 


Abtiolb Id. 

Subjects of Her Britannic Majesty she 11, as regards their pereon and 
property, enjoy within the docninioos of His Highness the Bultin ^ Zuozibar 
tbe rights of exterritoriality. 

The authorities of Hie Highness the Snltan have no right to interfere in 
dispotee between siibjeote of Her Britanoic Majesty amongst themselves, or 
betwceo tbem and members of other Christian nations; such queslions, whether 
of a civil or crimiaal nature, shall be derided by the competent Consular 
authorities. The trial, and also tbe panisbment, of all oSencee and erimea of 
which British subjects may be accused within the dominions o£ His Highness 
the Sultan, also the beanog and settlement of all civil questions, claims, or 
disputes in which they are the defendants, is expressly reserved to the British 
Consular antborities and Conrts, and removed from the jurisdiction of His 
Highness the Scltan. 

Should disputes arise between a subject of Hla Highness tbe Sultan, or 
other ncn-Cbristien Power not repreeeuted by Consuls at Zanzibar, and a 
subject of Her Britannic Majesty, io which tbe Britleh subject is tbe plaintiff 
or the compUiaant, tbe matter shall be brought ^fore and decided by the 
highest authority of the Sultan, or some person specially delegated by biiu for 
this purpose. The proceediogs and final decision In such a caee shall not, 
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boweVer^ ba oonsidered le^l usleaa notioe bu been giTso and an opportosity 
afEord^d for tbe Siitiab Cooati} or bia aubatitule Co attend at tbo hearing aad 
Boal decifiioo. 

ASTIOLB 17. 

Sobjeotfl of His Highness the Sultan or anj noa-Cbristiau nation not 
npreaentM b; Cossnls at Zanzibar, who are In the regular service of British 
subjects, within the domioioss of His Highoese the Saltan of Zanzibar, shall 
enjof tbs same proteotion as British sul^ecte tberoselTes. Should they be 
charged with baring commitEed a crime or seriona offence punlebable by law, 
they eball, on snfficient erideoce being ebown to justify further proceedings, 
be banded over by their British enployera or by order of the British Consuls 
ho the authorities of Hie Higbneas tbe SnlCaa for (rial and pnoishmeut. 

Artioli 13. 

Should a subject of Her Maje«^» residing in the dominions of Hie High* 
nees tbe Sultan of Zanzibar, be adjodicated baakrupt, the British Consul 
shall take poescssiou of, recover, and realize all avaiJable property and aseets 
of such banbrupt, to be dealt with and. distributed according tot^ provisions 
of British Bankruptcy Law. 

Artxo&i 19. 

Should a subject of His Higbneas tbe Sultan of Zanzibar resist or evade 
payment of tbe jost and rightful claims of a British subject, the authorities of 
His Highness ^e Scitao shall afford to the British creditor every aid and 
facility in recovering tbe amount due to him. In like maouer tbe British 
CoDSul shell afford every lud and facility to aubjeots of His Highnees tbe SulUn 
of Zanzibar ia recoveruig debte justly doe to ^em from a British subject. 

ARTicia 20. 

Should a British subject die withiu the dominione of His Highness tbe 
Snltan of Zaostbar, or, dying elsewhere, leave property tberein. movable or 
immovable, tbe Briti^ 6 oq]^ shall be authoriz^ to collect, realize, and take 
poueasion of the estate of the deceased, to be disposed of according to the 
provisions of Britiab law. 

Artiolb 21. 

Tbe bouses, dwellings, narehousee, and other premises of British subjeota, 
or of persons actually in ^Ir regular service, within the dominione or His 
Highnses the Sultan of Zaozibar, shall not be entered or searched, under any 
pretext, by tbe oSicials of His Highnees without the consent of the occupier, 
unless with the cognizanoe ondaseistonoe of the British Consul or bis eubstitute. 

AuncLB 22. 

It is hereby agreed between ^e two High Contracting Portiee that, in 
the event of an agreement being hereafter arrived at between His Highnesa

The Cape, 

Natal, 

New Son^ Wales, 

Victoria,

Sontb Austr^ia,

New Zealand. 

Provided always that the atlpnlations of tbs present Treaty shall be made 
applicable to any of the above-named Colonies or foreign possessions on whoso 
behalf notice to that effect shall have been given by Her Britansio Majesty’s 
Representative in Zanzibar to His Highness the Sultan within two jeare from 
the date of the exchange of the ratifications of the present Trea^. 

Articlb 36. 

Ibe present Treaty has been executed in quadruplicate, two copies being 
written la Pngliah and two io Arabic. These are understt^ to be of similar 
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import and signiScatioo; ia the evest, howaver, of doubt hereafter arising m to 
the proper interpretation of the English or Arable test of one or other of the 
Treatp etipnlatione, the English teA ehall be coneidared decisire. The Treaty 
ehall come into operation on the first day of tiie next Zanzibar finanoial year, 
or, if tbe ratifications have not been previonely exchanged, within one month 
after the date when this may taVe place. 

Abticls 2$. 

*nie present Treaty shall rernmn in force for a period of fifteen years, to 
reckon from the day of the exchange of ratifications. 

It shall be competent for the High Contracting Parties thereafter to 
move for a revision of the present Treaty, In order to allow of snob alterations, 
additions, or amendments as esperfence may have shown to be necessary or 
desirable; hut sueh a motion mnst be notified by tbe party doming a revision 
one year previons to tbe expiration of the present Treaty, otherwise what ie 
herein agreed upon shall be considered binding upon both parties for a farther 
pshod of ten yean.

The preeeat Treaty shall be ratified and tbe ratifioatioos exchanged at 
[Zanzibar as soon as poesible.

The following Deoree is published by us, Seyyed AH bio Sa’id, Sultan of 
Zanaibar, and is to be made known to, and to be obeyed by, all our aubjeota 
within our domioioos from this date 


• Thk ibatl be s mttsue eootiuaiaa 860 lb*. weifUt of Csffre core. 
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1. We 1unl)7 confirtc all former deoreee and ordinanoee made hy ear 
predeceBBOra aguast slateiy and tbe elare trade and declare that, vbether 
such dttreee bare bitlierto been put in force or not, cbej shall the future 
be bi&diog on enreelves and on our sobjeote. 

2, We declare that, subject to the conditions stated belov, all elares law* 
fall; possessed on this date by our subjects shall remain witb tbelr owners ss 
at present. Thdr sbatos aball be nocbanged. 

S. We abeolntelj prohibit* from this date, all esobange, sale, or parcbsse 
cf slaves, domsstic or otbeiwlee. There shall be no mon traffic whaterer in 
slsTes of an; description. An; bouses heretofore kept for traffic in domestic 
slaves by slave brckere eball be for ever closed, and any person fonnd acting 
as a broker for tbe exchange or sale of slaves shall be liable, under oar orders, 
to severe pnolsbrnent and to be deported from onr dominions. Any Arab, 
or other of our sobjeots, hereafter found exchacging, pnrohasing, obtsio jog, 
or selling domeetio or other slaves shall be liable, under onr orders, to severe 
pnnifbment, to deportation, and tbe forfeltore of all bis slaves. Any house 
in wbloh tinffio of any kind in any deacriptioa of slave may take place shall 
be forfeited. 

4. Slaves may be inherited at the death of tbeir owner only by tbe law¬ 
ful children of the deoeascd. If tbe owner leaves no each children, his alavee 
shall Ipso facto become free on the death c£ their owoer. 

b. Any Arab, or other of onr subjecte, who ahalt habitnally ill-treat hie 
slaves, or shall be found in the possession of raw slaves, eball be liable, under 
our oiders, to severe puddhinent and, in flagrant cases of oruelty, to tbe for¬ 
feiture of all bis slaves. 

6. Suoh of our subjects as may marry persons sobjeot to British jurisdic¬ 
tion, as well ae the issue of all such marriages, are hereby dUabfed from 
holding slavee, and all slaves of each of ocr subjecte ae are alr^y so married 
are now declared to be free. 

7, All our subjects who, once slaves, have been freed by British author¬ 
ity, or who have long since been freed by persons subject to British juried ic- 
^on, are hereby disabled from bolding slaves, and all alavea of euch persona 
are new declar^ to be free. 

All elaves who, after tbe date of this deorse, may lawfully obtain their 
freedom are for ever disgunliflcd from bolding slaves under pain of severe 
pnmsbmeQt. 

S. Svery slave shall be entitled, as n right, at any time henceforth to 
pnrobase his freedom at a just and reasonable tariff to be flxed by ourselves 
and cor Arab subjects. Tae purchase-money on our order shall be paid by tbe 
slave to bis owner before a E^l, who shall at once fnmieb the slave with a 
paper of freedom, and snob freed slaves shall receive onr epecial protection 
against ill-treatment. This protection shall also be specially extended to all 
slaves who may gain their fi^eedom under any of tbe provisions of this 
Decree.

Thfl command, imdef tbecublime wd loPty Signet, nhicb imparts subli¬ 
mity to every place, and under tUe Imperiafand tioble Cypher, whose srlory 
is roQowoed tbrongboutaU.tbe world, by the Emperor aod Conqueror of tKe 
earth, achieved with the aaststance of the Omnipotent, end by the special 
grace of Ood, is this: 

We, wbo by Divine grace, assia’ance, will and benevoleooe, now are 
the King of Kiugs of the world, the Prince of Emperoreand of every age, the 
Dispenser of Crowns to Mocarob, and the CbsmpW SuUaa Uehened, So& 
of Solten Ibrabim Chao, Son of Snitan Ahmed Chan, Son of Sollaa Maho¬ 
met Chan, Son of Siilt«n Marad Chao, Son of Soltao Selim Chan, Son of 
Saltan Solyman Chan, Son of Sultan (ehm Chan. 

Tbe mnet glorious amongst the great Princes profeesing the faith of 
Jesue, and the most conspicuous araoniret the Potentates of the nation of tbe 
Messiah) and the iimpiie of pnblic difteienoee that exist between Christian 
natious, clothed with the mantle of maguificeoce and majesty, Charles the 
Seoond, King of England, fiootlaod, France, and Ireland (whose eod term in* 
ate in bliss 1) having sent an Ambaesador to the Sublime Porte in the time 
of oar grandfather Saltan Murad (whose tomb he ever respIeBdrnt I), of 
glorious memory and full of divine raeroy aod pity, with professions of friend¬ 
ship. sincerity, devotion, partiality aud benevoleoce, and demanding that 
His subjects might be at liberty to come and go into these parts, which 
permission was granted to them in the reign of the Mooamh sforesaid, in 
addition to varioos other specinl commaDds, to the tnd that on eeming and 
going, either by laud or eeu, in their way, passage and lodging, tliey might 
not experience any molestation or LioderaDce from sny ooc. 


As yobliibod t>7 Uie Levaui Conpiuy, IB16. 
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Hd reprauDtad, in tbe reigo of oor graodfatbor Suliao Moliamod Cbao 
(whose tomb be erer r«Bpleode»t l)» to oar ja«t a)id overebadowiog 7orte, His 
condial eeteeoi) sIUbdcs, sincere friendehip and partiality thereto. As such 
^vilege, therefore, bad bees graated to tbe Eiogs and SoTereigcu of Fianoe, 
VoDlce and Poland, who profees the most profound doTotioa for our most 
eminent tbroae, and to othere between whom and tbe Sublime Porte there 
esista a slnoere amity and good underetAnding, so was tbe eame, throogb 
friendship, in like manner granted to tbe said King; and it was granted Him 
that His subjects aod tbeir ioterpreCera might safely and securdy coma and 
trade in these onr eaored Hominious. 

Tbe Capifculatiooe of snblime dignity and oar noble commands baring 
been, through friendship, thus granted to tbs Kings aforesaid, and tbe Queen 
of ^e above*mentioned Kiagdoios baTing heretofore also sent a noble per- 
eooage with presents to this eictorious Porte, which is the refuge and retreat 
of tiie Kings of the world, the most exalted place, aud tbe asylum of the 
Emperora of tbe onirerse (which gifts were graoioasly accepted., an<i She 
baTing earnestly implored the privilege io question, Her entreaties were acced¬ 
ed to, and these our high commaode oooceded to Her. 

1, That tbe English oation and merobante, and all other merchanta 
sailing under tbe English flag, with their ships and veesels, and merchaadiat' 
, of all descriptions, shall and may pass safely by sea, and go and come into 
oor Dominions without any the least piejadloe or molestation being gi^en to 
th^ persons, property, or effeote by any person wbateoever, bat that they 
shell M left in tbe undisturbed eojoyment of tbeir ptiTilegee, aud be at liberty 
to attend to tbeir affairs. 

8. That if any of tlie Euslisb coming into our Dominions by land be 
invested or detained, such persons shall be instantly released without any 
farther obstruction beiug given to them. 

3. That Euglisb ships and vessels entering the ports and barbonrs 
of our DoiMioioas sliaU and may at all times safely and securely abide aod 
remain therein, and at their free will and pleasore depart therefrom, without 
any oppoailion or hinderance from any one. 

4. That if it shall happen that any of tbeir ebips soffer by stress of 
weather, and not be provided with necessary stores and rsqoUites, they shall 
be assisted by all who bnppeu to be present, whether the crews of ourm Imperial 
ships or others, both by sea and land. 

6. That being come into the ports and harbonrv of our Dominions, they 
shall and may be nt liberty to purchase at tbeir pleasure, with tbeir own 
mooey, provisions and all other necesury articles, aod to provide themselves 
with water without interroption or hinderance from any one. 

6. That if any of their ships be wrecked upon aoy of tbe coasts of 
oar DominioDs, all Beye, Cadis, Ooveroors, Oommaodants, and others our 
servants, who may be uear or present, shall give them all help, protection 
and aesistaoce, and restore to them whatsoever goods and efi'ects may i^e 
driveii ashore; and in tbe event of any plunder being committed, they shall 
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make diH^nt ee&teb and iaqairj to £nd out the property, vhjcb, when reco7* 
ered; ehall be whoUj restored by then. 

7. That the mercbante, interpreten, brokers, rad othere, of the said 
nation eballand traj, both by era sod land, come into oiir Dominions, rad 
there trade with the most perfect eeenrity ; and in comine rad neither 
tdiey nor their attendanbe shall reeeiTe any the least obstiaotioD, molestation or 
injury, either in tbeir persons or property, from the 3eye, Cadis, Sea-captains, 
soldiers, and others oor slavea 

8. That if an Engliehcnan, either for bia own dsb^ or as anrety for 
another, ahall abscond or become baokrupt, the debt shall be demanded from 
the real debtor only; and onlees the creditor be in posseseion of some security 

£ Ven by aoother, soch person shall not be arrested, nor the payment of such 
bt be demanded of him., 

9. That in all traosactions, matters, snd business oceurriag^ between 
the English and mercbaot» of the countries to them sobject, their attendanta, 
interpreters and brokers, and any other persons in oar dominions, with regard 
to sales and purchases, credits, tradic or aeourity, and all other legal matters, 
they shall be at liberty to repair to tbe Judge, ai^ there make a boget, or 
public authentic act, with witness, and register the edit, to (he end that if 
in fcture any diSerence or dispute shall arise, they may both observe the said 
register and hoget; and when the suit shall be found conformable thereto, 
it shall be observed accordiogly. 

Should no such hoget, however, have been obtained from tbe Judge, ajid 
false witnesses only ere prod need, their suit shall not be listened to, bat 
justice be always admin iirtered according to tbe legal hoget. 

10. That if any shall calumniate an SngliahcD&n, by asserting that he 
hath been injnred ^y him, and produoing false wltueaacs against dIu, our 
Judges shall not give ear unto them, but tbe canse sball be inferred to his 
Ambassador in order to his deciding tbe same, and that be may alwoys bare 
recourse to bis protection. 

11. That if an EogHshman, having committed an offence, shall make 
his escape, no other Englishman, not being secuiity for him, shall, under such 
pretext, be tskeu or molested. 

12. Qhat i£ an English man, or subject of Engl snd, be found to be 
a slave iu our States, and be demanded by the Sugliab Ambaspador or Consul, 
dne inquiry and examination eball be made ioto tbe causes tbexeof, a ad eucb 
person (leiag found to be Duglisb ahall be immsdiately released rad delivered 
up to the Ambassador or Consul. 

13. That all Englishmen and subject a of England, who eh a II dwell 
or reside iu cm* Dominions, whether they be manied or alugle, artiasas or 
merchauta, ahall be exempt from all tribute. 

14. That tbe EogUeh Ambassadors shall and may, at their pleasure, 
eetablieh Consuls in tbs ports of Aleppo, Alexandria. Tripoli, Barbery, Tunis, 
Tripoli of Syria aod Baibary, Seio, Smyroa and Egypt, and in like manner 
remove them, and appoint others in tbeir s(ead, without any ooe oppoaiug 
them. 
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15. Tb&t ic iW liUgatioQS occnrrin? bdiween the English, or subjocta 
of Eugland, and an; othsr psrsops, tbe ^dges ebalJ not proofed to hear the 
caose srithout tha prasance of an InterpraCer, or one of bis deputies. 

10. That if then happen any snlt, or otb^r difference or dispute, 
amoDgetthe Eoglish tbemselt^, the declsirin thereof shall be left to their 
own Ambassador or Consol, according to tbeir custom, without the Jod^e or 
other Governors oer slaves intermeddling therein. 

17. That our ships and galleys, and nil other vessels, tvhioh may 
fall in with any K&i'lish ships in the seas of oar Dominioos shall not give 
them any moleststioo, nor detain them by dprnaudmg anything, but shall 
show good and mutual friendship the one to the otbsr without ocoasiouiug 
them auy prejudice. 

IK. That all the Cspitolations, privileges, and Articles granted to the 
Prench, Venetian, and other Princes, who are iu amity witJi the Sublime 
Porte, having been in tike manner, tbi'ough favour, grunted to the ICngUBb, 
hy virtue of our special command, the some shall be always observed acc<ird« 
ing to the form and tenor thereof, eo that no one in future do presume to 
violate the same, or set in cemtraventioD thereof. 

19. That if the oorsoire or gsHiote of the Levant shall be found to 
bave taken any English Tesosls. or robbed or plundered them of their go^ ds 
and effeete, also if aoy one shaU bave f(*rcibly taken sny^ing from the 
Rnglisb. all possible diligence and ezerbiou sbMlI be used end employed for 
the dieoovery of the property, and inflicting condign punishment on tboee 
who may have committed sock depredutious j aod their skips, goods, and 
effects shall be restored to them without delay or ii>trigue. 

to. That all oar Beglerbeys, Imoerial and private Captains, Governors; 
Commandants, and other Administrators, shall always striotiy observe the 
i«nor of thvsu Impeiial Capitnletioiis. and respect friendship and corrS' 
spondeoce evtablie1icd on both sides, every ons in particular taking special care 
nut to let anything be done contrary thereto; and as long as the said Monarch 
shall continue to evince true and sincere friendship, bv a strict observunce of 
the Artivles and conditions herein etipalated, these Ax^cles and oonditious of 
peace and friendship shall, in like manner, be observed and ke^it on enr part. 
To the ead, therefore, toat no act might be committed io contravention 
toereof, certain clear and distinct Capitalatious were conueded in the reign 
of our late graodiather, of happy memory (whose tomb be ever resplendent 1) 


Siuee which, in tbs time of our said graodfather, of bappy meuiory, 
Sultan Ahmed (whose tomb he blessed !), James. Sing of England, sent an 
Ambassador with letters Skod presents (which were accepted), end requested 
that the frieudskip and good uoderstauding which existed between Him end 
the Porte lo the ds^ of car grandfather, of happy memory, as also the 
stipulations aod oonjitioDs of the august Cspitubitjons, Riight be ratified 
and conBrmed end certain ArUclee added tkerelo, winch request beiog 
rsprssentod to the Imperinl Thmnp, ‘•xpress commuuds were given that, in 
consiilerutioo of tbe existin'; fri^ship sud guud uitdcrstandiog, and in 
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fiotkforcDiU to CapitQl&tione conce^od to other Pricoes in amitr with tbe 
SabHme forte, the Articles and etipiilatioaa of the sacred Capitnlanons should 
ho renewed and confirmed, and the tenor thereof he for ever otoorTsd; and 
amongst the Articles added to the Capitulations conceded by the commaud 
afore^id, at the req^uest of the said King, were the following: 

21. That duties sbsJl not be demand sd or taken of the English, or 
the merchants sailing ondsr the £ag of that nation, on any piaatree and 
sequins they may import into our sacra Dominions, or on those they may 
transport to any other place. 

22. Ihat our Feglerbeys, Judges^ Defferdsre, and Masters of the mint 
shall not interpose any hi nderance or obstacle thereto, by demaoding either 

'doUars or seqoins from them, under the pretence of baTicg them recoined 
and exchanged into other money, nor shall give them any molestation or 
trouble whatever with regard thereto. 

29. That the English nstion, and all ships belonging to places enl> 
Ject thereto, shall ana may buy, sell, and trade in oox sacred Dominions, 
and (except tu'cse, gonpoti^er, aod other prohibited commodities) load aod 
transport io their uipa every kind of merobuidise, at their own pleasure, 
witboat eiperieociog any the least obstacle or binderance from any one; and 
their ships and vess^ shall and may at all times eafely and aeoore)j come, 
abide, xnd trade in the porta and harboors of oox sacred Dominions, and with 
their own m^ney buy provisions and take in water, without auy hinderance or 
molestation from auy one. 

24. That if an BugHshman, or other subject of that nation, shall 
he involved in any lawsoit or other a&ir coiuiWtcd with law, the Judge 
shall not hear nor decide tbereou nncil the Ambassador, Consul, or Inter* 
preter shall be present; and all suits sxceediog the valoe of 4,000 aspen 
shall be beard at the Soblime Porte, and nowhere else. 

25 That tlie Consols appointed by the English Amhaasador in onr 
sacred Dominions, for tbs protection of their mer^ante, sball never, under 
any pretence, be imprison^ i>or ibelr houses sealed up, nor themselves sent 
away; bat all suits ov differences in which they may heinvulvod shall be repre. 
e«Qt^ to onr Sukdime Porte, where their Ambassadors will answer for them. 

36. That in case any Engliahnaa, or other person subject to tbit 
nation or navigating under its should happen to die in our socrsd 
Dominions, oor fiscal and other officers shall not, upon pieteocs of its not 
being known to whom the propeity belongs, interpose soy opposition or 
violence, by taking or seining the effects that may be foond at his death, hut 
they akall ^ delivered up to eneb Englishman, whoever he isay hs, to whim 
the deceased may have l^t them by bis will; and should he have died inteetuCe, 
then the property shell he delivered up to the English Consul, or bis 
representotive, who may be there present; aod in case there be no Consul, n 
Consular representative, they shall he seqaestered by the Judge, in order to 
his delivering up the whole thereof, whenever any ship shall be sent by the 
Ambassador to receive tbo same. 

27. Thet all the privileges and other liberties already conceded, or 
hereafter to he conceded, to tbe English and other eubjeots of tb&t nation 
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nilingf nnder tUelr Aair ,^7 divers Inperisl coiozDands, shall be always obeyed, 
and observed, ani interpreted m tbsir favonr, aecordm^ U> the tesor and trne 
intent and meaniu^ tboreof; neither sball any fees be demanded by the fUcal 
Officers and Judaea in tbe distribution of tbeir property and effects. 

2S. That tbe Ambassadon and Consule shall and may take into their 
service any Janizary or Interpreter they please without aoy other Janizary 
or other ^ oar slaves iotrudfog tbenaselves into their service against their 
will aud consent. 

That no ebstmetion or binderacce shall be given to the Ambas* 
esdoTs, Consuls, and other Ilnglisbmea who may be dosirons of mnkiog wine 
in tbeir own houses for the consumption of themselves and families; neither 
sbsll tbe Janizaries our slaves, or others, preanme to demand or exact any* 
thing from tben, or do them any iigustice or injury. 

50. Tbat tbe English merchants having nnoe paid the oustoms at 
Gonstantinoplv, Aleppo* AJexandrin, Solo, Smyrna, and other ports of onr 
sacred Dominions, not an asper more sball betaken or demanded from them 
at ai>y other place, nor sbell any obstacle be interposed to the exit of their 
msrehandixe. 

81. Tbat having landed the merchendize imported by tbeir shipe 
into onr eecred Dominions, and paid in any port the customs thereon, and 
bdng obliged, from the impossibility of selling tbe same there, to trnnsport 
them to another port, tbe Commandants or (Jovernors shall not, on the landing 
of such merchandize, ^act from them any new custom or duty thereon, but 
shall suffer them, freely and unrestrictedly, to trade without eny molestation 
or obstruction whatsoever. 

51. That no exercise or duty os animal food shall be demanded of the 
Eaglish or any subjects of that nation. 

83. That differences and disputes having beretofors arisen between 
the Ambassadors of tbe Uoeen of England and King of France touching 
tbe affair of the Flemish merebante, and both of them having presented 
memorials at our Imperial etirrup, praying that such of the said merebante 
as should come into oui sacred Dominioos might navigate under their ffag, 
hattisheriffs were granted to both parties; but tbe Captain Paoba, Sioau, the 
son of Cigala, now deceased, who was formerly Vizier, and well versed 
in maritime affiiirs, having represented that it was expedient that such 
privilege should be granted to the Queen of iSugland, sod that tbe Flemish 
merchaote should place themeelves under Her 6ag, as also the merchants of 
tbe four provinces of Holland, Zealand, Frieslaud and Crnelderland, and 
all the other Viziers being likewUe of opinion that they sbcnld all navi^te 
noder tbe Oosen’s flag, and, like all the other English, pay tbe consulage 
and other dutie«, as well on their own merchandize as on those of others 
loaded by them in their ships, to the Queen’s Ambassadors or Con sals, it was, 
by express order and Imperial anCbortty, accordingly oommanded tbat the 
Ftench Aenbassador or Consul should never hereafter oppose or intermeddle 
bereia, but in future act conform^ly to tbe tenor of tbe present Capitulation* 
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After wliich, eoptber Ambassador arrWed from the uid Quean, \ntb (be 
gifts sod praeenta eeot ^7 Her, wbicb being gracioualf accepted, tbe aa/d 
Ambaaeador repreeeoted theA tbe Qneeo deai red that certain other pmilegae 
raigbt be added (0 tbs Imperial CapitoUtione, whereof be foroubed a Hei, 
one of nbicL waa, that certain Capitulatiooe baviog been granted in the days 
of our grandfather, of happy memory (whoso tomb be sv«r blessed I), to the 
epd that the merchaats of Spain, Portugal, Ancona, Sicily, Florence, Cataionia, 
Flan dors, and all other merebant-stnngers, might go and come to oar sacred 
Doroioiooa, and mauage their trade, it was stipalated, in each Capitnlationr, 
that they ehould be at liberty to appoint Consols; bnt each nation boiog un* 
able to defray the charge and maiutenaoce of a Consol, they srere left at 
lib^ty to place tbemeelres nnder the dag of any of the Kings in peace and 
amity with Soblima Porte, and to ba'ee reconrae to the protectfoo of any 
of their Coosds, touching wbich phsilege divers commands and Captulalions 
were repeatedly granted, and the said werchanta having, by virtne thereof, 
ohoseo to navigate under the English flsg, and to have recourse in onr harbours 
to the protection of the English Cousule, the French Ambaassdors contended 
that the said merchaot^rangere were entitled to the privilege of their Capi. 
tulatious, and forced them to have recourse in all ports to their Consuls, wbioh 
bsiog represented by the said nations to onr acgust tribunal, sod tbeir cause 
duly hea^ and deci<fed, they were, for a second time, left to their ftee choice, 
when again having recourse to the protection of the English Ambssadors and 
CoDsnls, they were cootiunally molested and opposed by the French Ambas* 
sador, which being represented by the English, with a request that we would 
not accept the Articles added to the french Cajiitulations respecting 
nations of merchsnt'Strangers, but that it should be again inserted in the 
OapitulatioDS, that the said nations sboold, in the maoner prescribed, have 
reconrae to the protection of the English Coosa Is, and that hereafter they 
sbouid never he vexed or molested by the French on this pointi it was, by the 
Imperial authority, accordingly oommantled that the merohants of the countries 
aforeaiid, ehould, In the manner prescribed, have recourse to the proteotioo of 
the Euglieh Ambassadors and Consuls, conformably to the Imperial oornmauds 
to them conceded, and which particular was registered in the Imperial 
Capita lations, tig,, that there should never be issued any commands contrary 
to tbft tenor of these Capitulations which might tend to the prejudice or 
breach of oar smoere frieodshlp and good anderstaodiog; but ^at on such 
occasions the cause thereof should first be certified to the Ambseaador of 
England residing at onr Sublime Forte, in order to bis answering and object¬ 
ing to anything that might tend to a breach of the Articles of peace. 

34i. That the English merchants, and other subjects of that nation, 
shall and may, according to their conditioo, trade at Aleppo, Egypt, and other 
ports of oor sacred Dominions, on paying (according to ancient ODstom) a 
duty of three per cent, on all their merobaodise, without beiog honod to the 
disbursement of an asper more. 

85. That, in addition to the duty hitherto noifcrmly exacted on ail 
merchandiae, laden, imported, and transported in English ships, they shall 
also pay the whole of the consulage to the English Ambassadors and Consuls. 

e U 
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$6. Tbftt the SoglieK mer^hi&ts, aod all otbera sailio^ dcder their 
fiag, eball aod oiaj* freely aod unreetrietedly, trade aud purcbaae all aorta of 
mercliandiae (prohibited comoioditiea aUue excepted), o&d convey tbem, either 
hy laud or eea, or by way of tbe river Tasiaia, to the conn tries of Muscovy 
or Euena, aod bring back from tbesoe other merchaodfze i&to our sacred 
Docoisioaa for tbe purpoaea of trafiic, and also transport others to Persia aod 
other conquered comitriea. 

t1. That sncb castozcs only aball be dexDSDded on tbe said goods in 
the conquered countriee as have always been received there without anything 
more being exacted. 

8&. Tbat sbonld the ships bound for Constantinople be forced by eoD> 
trary wioda to put into Caffa, or any other place of those parte, and not be 
disposed to bny or aell anything, no one shall preeame forcibly to take out or 
seize any part of tbeir merchandise, or give to the abipa or crews any molestx' 
tioD, or obetrnet tbe vessels tbat are bound to those ports; but on; Governora 
shall alwoys pr^iteot and defend ^em, and all their cnws, goods and effects, 
and not permit any damage or injnry to be done to them : asd should they 
be desirous of parohaaing, with their own money, any provisions In the places 
where they may happen to be, or of hirii^g any carta or vessels (not before 
hired by others) for tbe transportation of their g^s, do ooe shaU hinder or 
obstrn^ them therein. 

Tbat customs shall Dot be demanded or taken on tbe merchan- 
dke brongbt by them io tbeir ships to CooetaotiDople, or any other port of 
oui sacred X^omisions, which they shall not, of tbeir own free*will, land with 
a view to sale. 

40. Tbat on their afaips arriving at any port, and landing their^o^s 
and merchandises, they shall and may, after having paid their dutie^T^fcly 
and securely depart without experienoing any molestation or obstruction 
from aoy one. 

41. That Eogliah ships coming into our sacred Dominions, aod touch* 
ing at tbe porta of Batbary and of the 'Western Coast, used oftentimes to take 
on board piWms and other Tnrkieh passengers with the iotention of landing 
them at Alexandria and other porta of our sacred Dominions, on their 
arrival at which porte tbe Commandants and Goveroova demanded of them 
coatoms on tie whole of their goode before they vere landed, by reason of 
which outrage they have forborne receiving on bonyd any more pilgrims, the 
more eo an they were forced to take oot of the ‘ebip^ that were bound to 
Constantioople tbe merchandize destined for other places, besides exacting the 
duties on those that were not landed : all EcglieL ships, therefore, bound to 
CoDitantinc^e, Alexandria, T^poU or Syria, Bcanderoon, or other ports of 
onr Sabred Dominions, shall in future be bound to pay dnties, according to 
custom, on sueb goods only as th>y shall, of tbeir own free-will, laud with a 
vjevf to asle; and for such laerohaodiae os they shall not discharge, no oust era 
or dnty shell he demanded of them, neither ehaU the least molesUtbn or 
btoderance he given to them, but they ehalil and may freely traneport tbem 
wherever they please. ' 
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ii. Tbkt iu cftse ADj Eng’lishman, ot other poraon oaTi^tiog under their 
6eg, ehoutd happen to oommit m&iulau^bter, or aov other crime, or be thereby 
involved In a lunsuic, the Governors in our sacred Dominions shall not pro* 
cecd to the cause until the Ambassador or Consul shall be present, bat they 
shun hear and decide it together mthoot their preeumicf to gWe them any 
the least molestatioo, h/ hearing it alooe, contrary to tbeholj law and these 
CapitulatiooB. 

43. Tbst notwithstanding it is etipolnted bj the Zmperia! Capitulations 
that the raerehandiae leden on board all Eoglish ships proceeding to our 
sacred Docd icions shaU moreover paj consulage to the AmMseadcr or Cocsnl 
for those goods on which customs are payable, oerhiin Mabometaii 
merobante, Sciots, yraohs, and ill-diepoeed persona object to the payment ' 
thereof j whetefore it is hereby oommandsd that all the merchandise, unto 
whomsoever beboging, which shall be laden on board their ships, end hye 
been used to pay cuetom, shall in future poy the consutage without any resist** 
ance or oppontion. 

44. Tlist the English and other msrohanU, navigating under thar Ong, 
who trade to Aleppo, shall pay socb customs and other Unties on the sllk^, 
brought and laden by them on board their ships, as are paid by the Preach 
aud Venetians, and net one asper more. 

4h. That the Ambaseadois of the EIng of England, residing at the Sub* 
Ume Porte, being the rspruentatives of His Majesty, and tbs icterpreters the 
represeotatives of the Ambassadors for snob matters, therefore, as the latter 
shall translate or speah, or for whatever ssa led letter or memohal they may 
convey to any place io lbs esme of tbeir Ambasssdors, it being found that which 
they have interpreted or translated is a tme interpretation of the words and 
aa^rs of the Ambassador or Coosul, they shall he always free from all 
imputation of fault or punishment; and is case they shall commit any offence, 
onr Radges and Ooveroors shal) not reprove, beat, or put any of tbs said inter- 
pretein m prison, without tbs knowledge of the Ambassador or ConsuL 

46. That in ease any of the interpreters shall happen to di^ if be be an 
Eoglishmao proceeding from England, all his effeote shall be tshen pos^sioQ 
of ^y the Ambassador or Consul; butsnonld be be a subject of onrDcmiiiioDS, 

shaU be delivered np to his nat heirs; and having so heir they shall be 
condscated by onr fiscal effioers. 

And it was expressly commanded and ordained, that tbe abovemeattoned 
Article and pivileges should in future be slriotly obaecved and performed, 
according to the foi’is and tenor thereof. 


Since which time, an Ambassador from the King of England came to 
the Soblirtte Porte, and repressuted that laws bad been ofteotimes promul* 
gated contrary to the tenor of the eacred Cspitulatioos, which being produced 
without Iheir kuowledge to ouv Judges, and the dates of each laws bdog 
posterior to those of . onr Capltulaticus, the latter could not he canicd into

execution: biB Sotereiga tiierefore wisbad that soob laws nig^bt not be 
es^uted, but that the iceperial Capitulations should be always observed and 
maintained acoordinc to the form and tenor thereof; all which hein|; repre* 
sented to the lmperi»l Throne, each request was acceded to, and, conforma'Uj 
thereto, it was expressly ordaiued and eommnnded that (all snob laws as 
already had been, or should tliereafter be, promul^ted contrary to the tenor 
of these Imperial CapituIatiODS should, when pleaded or quoted before onr 
Jud^, never be admitted or carried into executfion, bnt that the said Judges 
sboold ever obey and obserTe tbe tenor of the Imperial Capitulations. In 
the time of our glomus forefathers and irioet aagost predecessors, of happy 
memory, therefore, clear and distinot Capitnlatioos were granted, which 
annulled snob laws and directed them to M taken from those who produced 
tbsn. 

A^ which, Snllsu Osman Cbao baviog asosaded the Imperial Tbrooe, 
the King of Eogland sent another Ambassador, with letters and presents, 
which were gracioasly accepted, reqaesting that the ImperiU Capitulatione 
granted in splendid and happy times, by tbe suigulix justice of our glorious 
forefathers, and by them confirmed aod granted, might be renewed. 

And some time after Kis august coronation, the King of England ^ain 
sent unto this Suhllme Porte one of His most distingnisbed aod wise per- 
son^:es as His Ambassador, with a letter and presents, which were graciously 
accepted, profeesing and demonstrating the most sinosre friendship for tbe 
said Forte; and (he said Ambassador having desired, on the part of the 
King, that the Capitulaiioos granted in the happy time of oar glorions 
forefatliers and augnst predecessoie, as also those granted by the aforesaid 
Sultan, might be renewed aixd confirmed, end certain important aod necessary 
Articles added to the Imperial CapHolatioDe, and that others already granted 
night be amended and more olesriy expressed; each his request was acceded 
to, and the Imperial Capitnlatioos granted ia tbe time of our most glorious 
and aogaet forefathers were oonfirmed, the Artieles and stlpulatione renewed, 
and the conditions,and Conventions observed. Whereupon express commands 
were given that tbe tenor of the sacred Capitulations should be strielly per¬ 
formed, and that no one sboold presume to contravene the same. Aod the 
said Ambassador having represented and nodfied to tbe Sablima Throne that 
Governors and Commandants of many places had, contrary to the tec or of 
the Imperial Capita latlons, molested aod vexed with various inventions and 
innovahODS tbe English aud other merchants, sahjects of that nation, trading 
to tHtse our sacred Dominions, and desired that they might be piobiUted 
from so doing, and some new Articlm be added to the Imperial Capitulations, 
an Imperial order was accordingly granted, wbersby it was expreasly com¬ 
manded that the Articles newly added shonid be for ever strictly executed 
witboot any one ever presuming to violate tbe same. 

47, That wbersae tbe corsairs of Tunis and Barbary having, con¬ 
trary to tbe tenor of the Capitulations and our Imperial license, molested 
the merohanU and other subjects of the King of England, as also those of 
other Kings in amity with the Soblime Porte, and plundered and pillaged 

thmr goods and prepay, it was expjeasly ordained sad commanded that tU 
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goods 60 ploadored eHoold be restored tbe oaptivee released; &nd that if 
After such <woiiDundfl tbe Tomsiase and Algerines sboald, contruj to the 
teoor of OUT Capitaletioos, again coolest the said mercbauts, and pi)lege Cbeir 
goods aod propert 7 > aod not restore the same, bat coooey thvcD to the 
countriee and ports of our saered Dominions, and especially to Tnnis, Barbery^ 
Moiion or Coron, the Beglerbeys, (^Ternors, and ConuDaDdants of such places 
should, in futare, banish and punish them, and ootpsrcoit theca to sell the 
same. 

4S. That it is written and registered in the Capitulatioim ihat the 
GoTeroors aod officers of Aleppo, and other ports of our saored Dominions, 
sboold not, contrary to the tenor of the said Oapitulatioos, foraibly trice from 
the English merobaots any money for their sUh, under the pretence of costom 
or other duty, but that tbe said meTohants should pay for the silk, by them 

S urcba^ed at Aleppo, the esme as the French and Venetians do, and no more, 
rotwithst&odiiig which, the Commaudaots of Aleppo have, under oolonr of 
custom and duty, demanded two aod a half psr cent, for their silk, and 
there by taken tbeir money: wherefore We command tliat this matter be 
investigated and inquired into, in order that such money may be refnnded to 
them b/ those who have taken the same; and for tbe future the doty ^exacted 
from them shall be accordiog to ancient custom, and as the Venetians and 
Frenob were aconstomed to pay, so that not a eiugle asper more be taken by 
any new Imposition. 

49. That tbe merchants of the aforesaid nation, resident at Griata, 
buy and receive divers groods, wares and merohandises, aod after baviog paid 
to oor customer the duties thereon, and received a tescare, ascertainiug their 
having tbe same, preparatory to loading each goods in due time on. board 
their ships, it sometimes happens that, in the ioterim, the costomer either 
dies, or is removed from hie situation, ecd bis eocceesor will not accept of 
the said tescate, bntEdemands afresh duty from tbe said merchants, thereby 
molestiDg them in varioos ways; wherefore We do command thnt, on ite 
really and truly appearing that they have once psud tbe duties on Ibo gonda 
purchased, tbe customer shall receive the said tescure without demaodiog any 
freeb doty. 

bO. That the merchants of the aferesaid nation, after having once paid 
tbe duties, aod received the teacare, for the etmlecs, mohair, rilk, and other 
merebaudiae, purchased by them at Angora, and transported bo Constantinople 
aud other ports of our sacred Domiaioss, and having deposited such goods in 
their own warebonses, have been ngaio applied to for duties thereon; do 
thorofore hereby command that they shall oo longer bs molested or vexed on 
that head, but that when the eald merchants shall be desir<»D8 of loading snch 
goods on board their ships, and on its appearing by the tsecare that they have 
already paid tbe duties thereon, no freah custom or duty shall be demanded 
for the said goods, provided that the srid merebanta do not blend or intermix 
tbe goods which have not paid custom with those which have. 

51. That tbe merohants of the aforesaid nation, baviog once paid the 
customs OB the merchandize imported loto Coo start tioople, and other ports nf 
our sacred Dominions, and on those exported therefrom, as silks, camlets, and 
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other goods, aod Uiog aoaWe to sell the said goods, are under the uocessity 
of tMnepnrtiijg them to Smyrna, Solo, and other ports; ou their arrival there 
the Govsfnore and cnstom-hoose offioere of such ports shall altrays aoospt their 
tescaree, and forbear exacting any farther duly on the ssid merchandize. 

for the goods which the mercbaote of the nation aforesaid 
shall bring to Coji^taiitioople, and other ports of out sacred Dominions, and 
for those they shxll export from the said places, Mastariagi of OalaEa and 
Conctantioopfe shall Cake their mastaria, Acoording to the old canon and 
SDoient nssge, that is to say, for those merchandiaee only whereon it was 
usnaily paid; but for such mercbsndites as Jiave not been aooBrtomed to pay 
the same, nothing shall he taken contrary to the said canoo, neither shall 
any inooTaCioufl be made in future with regard to English pierobaudizs, nor 
ahall one aaper more be taken than is warranted by custom. 

58. That the merchants of the aforesaid nation shall and may always 
come and go into the ports and bnrboura of our sam ed Dominions, and trade, 
witboHt experiencing any ohstaols from any one, with the olotba, brsiee, space, 
“d other msrohandixe they mey bring, and, witb the exception ol 
probibiW goods, shall and may, in like manner, buy and export all eprEe of 
merobandize without any one presuming to prohibit or molest them : and onr 
euBlomers* and other officers, Jter baeiag received the duties tbereon, accord¬ 
ing to ancient oustom and the tenor of these eaored Capitnlatioos, shall not 
derDaod of them anything more, touching which point certwn clear and 
dwtioot Capitnlations were granted, to the end that the Beglerbeys and other 
Commnndanta, our subjects, as also the Comma edaets and Lieutenants of our 
harbonrs, might always act in conformity to tlieee our Impeiial commands, 
and let nothing be done cootrary thereto. 


After which, in the time of onr uncle, deceased, blessed sod translated 
to Paradise, Soltan Murad Cban (whose tomb be ever resplendent I), the 
aforesaid King of England sent Sir Saekville Crow, Baronet, as His Amhaa- 
tador, with a letter and presents, which were gracioosly accepted; hot tbs 
time of his emhasey being expired, another Ambassador, named Sir Thomns 
Beadish, arfived, W reside at the Porte in his stead, with His presents and 
a conrteous letter, professing the utmost friendship, devotion, aod sincerity; 
and the said Ambassador having brought the Capitulations formerly granted 
t> the English, and required they might he renewed aocordlog to custom, he 
represented tbs damage and injury sostained by the English contrary to the 
tenor of various Articles of the Capitulation, siY 

That before the English merchants repaired to the enstore-house, some 
one went on board the ship and forcibly took ont their goods; and before 
any price coold he fired on the bnt and most valuable articles, or the 
aceoonts made ont, he took tod carried them away; and that the said 
merehanbs, having pooctually paid the duties thereon in one port, and Usiog 
desirons of transpopting tbe same goods to another port, the customer 
detained them, and would not suffer them to depnrt until they had paid the 
duties a second time: and whereas it is specified in the Capitulations, that 
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in all soits wherein tbe En^liab are parties, cur Judne are Doi to hear or 
• decide tbe same, unJeu tbeir Ambassador or Conrar be preaeut; DOtwltb> 
Blandin^ which, cor Judges, without the knowlocige of tbeir Ambas^ori 
have proceeded to icnprison and exact presents from tbe }<!nglish mer* 
chants, and other subjects of tbai nation, besides being guilty of other 
oppiessiona; and wbeieae it is further ordered in the Capitulations that no 
dotiea shall be taken on such seqnins and piastres as by the English meroUante 
shall be brought in, or carried out of, our Imperial Dominions, and that a 
doty of three per cent, only shall be demanded on their goods; notwithstand* 
ing wbicb, the customers baTe exacted dotiea on tbe aequioe and dollars, and 
demanded more dutiee than were due on tbe silk bought by them, besides 
demanding six per oent. on the goods transported from Alexandria to Aleppo, 
wbiob abuses were heretofore rectifled by an exprese hattisberiS; notwitb* 
standing wbicb, tbe Eoglish merchants still continned to ezperieivce eome 
molestaiioo, by tbe customers TaluiDg their goods at more than they were 
worth, eo that aithougb it was tbe custom to recsiTe but three per cent, only, 
the latter exacted six per cent, from tbem, and tbe servants of tbe custom* 
house, doder colonr of certain petty obargee, took from them Tarious sums of 
money, and that a greater number of wtiiters were put on'board tbur ships 
than usual, the expenses attending which were a great burthen to the 
merohauts and masters of ships who eustaioed it. 

Tliat the customers, desirous to value goods at more thnb their worth, 
were not satisfied with tbe mercbanta paying tbem datlea on the same goods 
at the rate of three per cent., but interposed numerons diSoultiee and 
cbetaoles: 

Tbe said Ambassador having reqaesbed, therefore, that such abuses night 
be rectified, and the laws of tbe Imperial Cepitulatioas be dniy executed, his 
request was presented to the Imperial Throne, when We were graciously 
pleased to order: 

oA That the English merchants having once paid tbe duties on their 
merchandise, at tbe rate of tbree per cent., and taken them out nf their sbipe, 
DO one shall demand or exact from them aoytbingmove without tbeir consent: 
aod it was moreover expressly commanded that tbe English mercbante should 
not be molested or vex^, in manner aforesaid, contrary to tbe Articles ol the 
Capitulations. 

Since which, soother Ambasaador of tbe King of England. Sir Heneage 
Finch, Knight, Earl of Winchslsea, Viscoant Maidstone, aud Baron Pitsher* 
bert of Eastwell, arrived to reside at tbe Soblime Porte, with presents and a 
courteoue letter, demonstrating His sincere friendship, and professing tbe 
utmost cordiality and devotion; which Ambaesador also presented tbe Cspilu- 
latioDs, and requested that tbe most necessary and important Articles thereof 
might be renewed end confirmed, aco^^rding to custom, wbicb request was 
graciously acoeded to, aud tbe desired privileges granted to him, ets.. 

6 fi. That tbe Imperial fleet, galfeye, and other vessels, departing from 
our sacred Dominions, and faUing in with Eoglisb ships at sea, shall m nowise 
molest or detain them, nor take from them anything wbatsoever, but always 
bow to one another good friendship, without occasiouing them the least 
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danagd or mjaiy; aod cotvithstanding it is tbaa declared io tbe liDpanal 
Oapitnl&tioQB, the eaid English ships Jire etil) mcleBted hj the ships of the 
Iraperial fleet, aod Be;e and Captains who navigate tbs seas, as also bj 
those of Algiers, Tanie, and Borbary, who, falling fa with them whilst sailiog 
from OQS port to another, detain t^em for the mere purpose of plaader, under 
colour of searching for enemy's property, and onder that pretence prevent 
them from prosecuting their voyage: now We do hereby expressly command 
that the provisions ^ the old canon be executed at the castles and in the 
ports only, and nowhere else, and that they shall no longer be liable to any 
luriher search or exaction at sea, under colocr of search or examioatlon. 

56. Hiat the said Ambassador having represented that our euetocDere, 
after having been fully paid the proper dntiee V ^he English merobante on 
their goods, delayed, contrary to t&e Articles ^nd stipulations of the Capitu. 
lations, to give them tbe tesoares of the goods for which they had already 
reoeiv^ ^e duty, wl^ the sole view of oppressing and doing them injustice ; 
We do hereby striobly command that the said customers do nevsr more dshty 

S ting tkiem the tesoares, and tbs goods wbereoa they have once paid the 
bsiDg transported to another port, in ecooequence of no opportunity of 
sale baviog ooeuned in the former port, entire credit shall given be to the 
tsscaree, ascertaining the payment already made, agreeably to the Capitu¬ 
lations granted to them, and no molestatioD shall be given to them, nor any 
new dni^ demanded. 

57. That notwithstanding it is stipulated by the Captolations that 
the English merchants, and other subjects of that nation, shall and may, 
according to their rank and condition, tiade to Aleppo, Egypt, and other 
parts of our Imperial Dominions, and for all ibeir goods, wares, and mer¬ 
chandize pay a duty of three per cent. ooly. and nothing more, according 
to ancient cd atom, the customers have ED olrsted the English merebants, with 
a view to oppress them and the subjecte of that nation, on their arrival with 
their goods laden on board their ships, whether conveyed by sea or land, at 
our ports and harbours, under pretence of the goods so brought by them not 
belonging to the English; and that for goods brought from Eogland they 
demanded three per sent, only, bnt for those brought by them fiom Venice 
and other ports they exacted more; wherefore, oo tliis point, let the Imperial 
Capitnlations granted in former times bs observed, and our Governors and 
officers io oowise permit or ooosent to the same beiug ioUnged. 

68 . That whereas it is specified in the Capitnlations that in case an 
Esgliahmaa sbonld become a debtor or surety, or run away or fail, the 
debt shall be demanded of the debtor; and if the creditor be not in possession 
of »me legal document given by the surety, be shall not be arrested, nor such 
debt he demanded of him j should an English merchant, resident in another 
oonntry, with the sole view of freeing himself from the payment of a debt, 
draw a bai of exchange from another merchant, living in Turkey, and the 
person to whom the same « payable, beiog a man of power and authority 
should molest such merchant who had ooutracted oo debt to the drawer, and 
oppress him, oontiary to law and the eaored Capitnlations, by contendiog^ that 
the bill was drawn upon him, and that he was bound to pay th* debt of the 
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other merchant; novr We do hereby expreaely cenroaod that do flucb 
moleeUtion be preii in future, bat u eoc^ merohants eball accept tbe bill, 
tbey aball proce^ m manner and form therein poiUed out; but should be 
reCuee to accept it, be eball be liable to no furtber troubiei 

59. That tbe Interpreters of tbe Unii'lieh AmbaeBadors bavin; altrays 
been free and exempt frona all oontributiona and impoeitioDs whatever, 
reapect eliall in future be paid to the Avtiolee of the Capitolotione atipclated 
in ancient times nitbont tbe fiecal officere iotermeddUn; with the effects of 
any of tbe Interpreters who may happen to die, which effecU shall be distiibnted 
amongst bis heirs. 

60. That the aforeflaid King having been a true friend of onr Sublime 
Porte, His Ambassador, wbo resides here, shall be allowed ton servanto, of 
aay nation whatsoever, who shell be exempt from impositions and in uo 
maoner molested. 

61. That if any Englishman shonid torn Turh, and it should be repre* 
seated aod proved that, besides his own goods, be has in bis hands any pro* 

E rty belonging to another person in England, such property shall hs token 
om him, and delivered up to the Ambassador or Ooosnl, chat tbey may 
convey the same to the owner thereof. 


Tbe Amhasaador of the aforesaid Kiog, who resided iu our Sublime Porte, 
being dead, Sir Johci Finch Kuigbt, a prodeut man, was sent as Ambossador 
to tbe Imperiel Throne, and to reside at our Sahlime Porto, with a letter and 
presents, which, on arrival and preseotion to onr glorious and Imperial pre¬ 
sence, weia graciously accepted j and tbe said Ambassador having brought 
with bim Che saored Capitiilatioos, bsrstofore granted by our Angnat Person 
and represeotod to Us, on the part of the aforesmd Kiog, His Majestyto 
desire that they should be renewed and confinDed, accordiog to custom, and 
certain new Articles added to them; to which request We most graciooely 
acceded, by commanding that su^i additional Articles he registered iu ilie 
Imperial Capitulaiioos, of which one was tbe Imperial oomraaod, to wboK 
WBs affixed the hattieheriff, that is, the baud of cur deceased glorious father, 
absolved by iiod, Sultan Ibrahim (whose soul reet in glory and divine mercy I), 
in tbe year 1056—to wit. 

69. Ibatfor every piece of cloth, oalled Loudra, wbieb, from ancient 
titnes, wae always brought by tbe British ships to Aletaodria, there should 
be Cakeu io that place a duty of forty paras, ioi every piece of kersey six 
paras, for every bale of horeekios six parss, and for every quaintU of tin aad 
lead, Damascus weight, fifty-seven paras aad a half. 

68 . That on afterwards transporting the said goods from Alexandria 
to Aleppo, there ahonld be demanded, by the custom-house officers of Aleppo, 
for every piece of Londra eighty paraa, for a piece of kersey eight p8ra,a 
and two aspers, for every buodl*) of haresklgs eight paras aad two aspers, aud 
for every Aleppo weight of do and lead one para. 

i M 
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64- Tbat OB the ff^ode purdinaed by the aPoreeald nation at Aleppo, 
there ahould be paid for traueport dnty, on every bale of unblewh^ iinen, 
cordovaaa, and chortaani'hiDdi two dcdlere and a half, for every bale w ootton 
yarn one dollar aud a qaarter, for every bale of one quarter, for every 
bale of «ilk ten oemans; and for rhubarb and other tridee, and vanooe eortj 
of dTuge, according to a valuation to be made by the appr^r, there ebouid 
be taken a duty of three pex cent. 

6 b. Tbat on carrying the aaid goods to Alexandria, and there loading 
tbain on board their shipa, there ebonld be Uken for transport duly, on eveiy 
bale of unbleached linen and cordovan e one dollar and a half, 
of chorasanbliiiidi and cotton jem three-qnartera, for every hale or galle one- 
ouarter; and for rhubarb and other trifles, and various aerts of drug*, after a 
valoa^on made thereof, there should be taken three-quarters of a piastre; ana 
that for the fninre no demand whatever to the contrary should be aub- 
xnitted to. 

66 . That all commands leaned by the Chamber contrary to the above- 
mentioned Articles ahouid not be obeyed; hnt for the future everyUung be 
observed conformably to the tenor of the Capitnlalioae and the Imperial 
Signet. 

67. It being stipulated by the Oapilnlationa that the English me^ 
ebants shall pay a duty of three p« cent, on all goods by them imported 
and exported without being bound to pay an aaper ©ore, Md disputes having 
arisen with the customers on this head, they shall continue to pav duty as 
beretofore paid by them, at a rale of three per ceot. only, neither more 
nor leas. 

6 fi- That for the London and otler cloths manufactured in Eogland, 
whether fine or coarse, and of wbateoever price, imported by them mte 
the ports of Conetactioople and Galatta, there shall be taken aocorfing ^ the 
ancient canons, and as they have always hitherto paid, one hondred and forty- 
four aspers, eoiapirtiog tbe dollar at eighty aspera and the leone at seventy, 
and potliing more eball be exacted from them; but the cloths of Holland and 
other countries, ws., serges, Londhna scarlets and other clolbs, shall pay, for 
the futore, that which hitherto has been tbe aecnBtotned duty; and at Smyrna 
litrwiee shall be paid according to ancient oostom, oalcnlated in doUaw and 
leones, for eveiy piece of London or other cloth of English fabric, whether 
fine or coarse, one nnndred and twenty aspere, without an aspev more being 
demanded, or any innovation being made therein. 

69. It being registered in the Imperial Capitulations tbat all saite 
wherein tbs Englieli are parties, and exceeding the sum of four thousand 
nepers, shall be beard in our SubHne Tovte, and nowhere else. 

That if at any time the Oommanders and Governors should arrest any 
English merchauts, or other English mao, on the point of departure by any 
ship, by reason of any debt or demand npon him, if the Consul of the pj®®® 
will give bail for him, by ofEei-ing himself as surety until such amt shall be 
decided in our Imperial Liven, snob person so arrested shall be seleased, and 
uot imprisoned or prevail tod from proeecuting bis voyage, and they who claim 
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&D) thing from him $ha11 present tUsmselves in our Iiapotiftl Diven, ud tK«re 
submit their olaimS; in order that Ambassador may foroish ao answer 
thereto. With regard to tboee for whom the Consul shall not haveglTea bail 
the Commaodunt maj act as be shall think proper. 

70. That all English ships comiog to the ports of Constaotanople, 
AieTandna, Smjma, Cjproa, and other ports of our sacred Dominions, shall 
pav three hundred aepere for anchorage dut^ wiUiout an aapermore being 
demanded from them. 

71. That ebonid anj Englishman coming with merchandize tern Turk, 
and the goods so imported bf him be proved to belong to merchaitbs of 
bis own eouD&7 from whom be bad tAkcn them, tlie whole shall be detained, 
with the ready money, and dellTered up to the Ambassador, in order to his 
transmitting the same to the right owners, without aay of our Judgesoroffioers 
interposieg any obstacle or hmderMce thereto. 

73. lliat no molestation shall bcglTCQ to any of the aforesaid nation 
buying camlets, mohairs, or grogiam yarn at Angnm and Beghbasar, and 
detiroos of exporting the same from thence, af^ baviog paid the duty 
of three per cent, by any demand of easterns for the exportation thereof, 
neither shall one asper more be demanded oC them. 

73. That should any suit be instituted by an Eoglisb znetebantfor the 
amount of a debt, and tiie same be recovered by means of the eesistaoce of 
a cbiauz, he shall pay him out of the money recovered two per cent., and 
what is usually paid for fees in the Mehkeme, or Court of Justice, and not 
an asper more. 

74. Thai the King having always been a friend to the SubUme Porte, 
oat of regaid to each good friendsbip, His Majeety shall and may, with 
His own money, purchase for bis own kitchen, at Smyrna, Salonica, or any 
other port of onr snored Dominions in fertile and abondani years, and not 
in times of dearth or eeskreity, two cargoes of figs and raisins, and sfter 
having paid a doty of three per cent, thereon, no obstacle or hioderaoce shall 
he given thereto. 

7 b, That It being represented to Us that the English mere bants have 
been accQStocDed hitherto to pay so custom or scale duty, either on the 
silks bought by them at Brassa and Constantinople or on those which come 
from Persia and Geo^ia, aud are purchased by them at Smyrna from the 
Armenians; if soch usage or custom really exists, and the same be not pre¬ 
judicial to the Empire, such duty shall not be ]Mld in future: end the said 
Ambassador, having requested thnt the foregoiqg Articles might be duly 
respected and added to the Imperial Capitulations, hie request was acceded 
to; therefore, in the same manner os the Capitulations were heretufore con* 
ceded by out Imperial hattisheriff, so are they now in like manner renewe<l 
by our Imperial command; wherefore, la conformity to tlie Imperial Signet, 
We have agsiin granted these sacred Cspitolations, which “We coiuTnand to be 
observed so bug as the said King shall continue to mainteln that good friend¬ 
ship and Qudei'standing with our Sublime Porte which was mentioned la 
•the happy time of onr glorione ancestors, which friendship We on our part 
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accept; and adbering to tbece Articlee aod atipulationsi We do hweby proimee 
aod swear by Wie ooe Oanipotent Cbd,t>!ie Creator of bcareii end earth and oi 
all creataies, that We will permit nothinff to be done or traiwaoted contrary 
to the tenor of the Articles aod etipulatione heretofore made and these 
Imperial Capitulations; and accordingly every one is to yield implicit faith 
and obedieocc to thie our Xmpeiial Signet> affixed in the middle of the month 
of Qatnaziel in the year lU8d (corresponding with the yearof our Lord 1675).

Now, therefore. Her Majesty, by vlrtoe and in exeroiee of the powers 
in this behalf by tbe Foreign Jariedictioa Add or otherwise in Her veated, 
ie pleased, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and it is 
hereby ordered as follows: 

I.—Pmukikakt. 

1. This Order aball coromenoe and have effeot from and immediately 
after tbe Slst of December lb7S. 

2. Tbe Orders and Rales described 1 a tbe first Schedule to this Order 
are hereby repealed. 

But this repeal shall oot afiect the past operation of those Orders or 
Rules, or any of tbem; nor shall tble repeal affeot any appointnaent or depu* 
tation made under any of those Orders; and every su^ appointment and 
deputation shall oontinne and be aeif thu Order bad not been made, beln^ 
nevertbelees liable to be revoked, altered, or otherwise dealt with under tbia 
Order as if it bad been made under this Order; nor sball this repeal affect 
any rijrbt, title, obligation, or liability accmsd, or tbe validity or invalidity

Service of a petition, notice, summons, order, or other document of 
which service is reouired by this Order, or according to the coorse of the 
Court, shall be made by an officer of the Court, unless iu aoy case tbe Court 
thinks fit otherwise to direct. 
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Service sball not be mide except uoder au ordev of the Coorb endorsed on 
or mbsoribed or anoexed to tbe document to ba servedi vvhich order is for the 
purposes of tbie Order deemed part of tbe doonmeot to be served. 

Unless in anj case the Court tbinke it just and expedient otbervise to 
direct, service shall be personal,—that is, tbe docucneot to be served ahnll be 
delivered to tbe person to be served hinaelt. 

Where it appears to tbe Coort (eltl^er after or witboat an attempt at 
personal service) that for aiif reason povsaoal service cannot be conveniently 
effected, tbe Court may order that service be effected eitbeiv^ 

(i) by delivery of tbe document to some adult inraate at the uenal or last 
koown place of abode or business witbin tbe particular jnrisdiotion 
of tbe person to be served i or 

^i) by delivery thereof to some person beio|: an agent of the person to 
^ served, or to some other person within the particular jnrtsdiotioo, 
on it being proved that there is reasonable prooability that tbe docn- 
ment will, through that agent or other person, come to the know* 
ledge of the person to be served ; or 

(iii) by advertisement in some newspaper oircniatisg within tbe particular 
jorisdictioD; or 

(iv) by notice pnt np atlbe Court or at some other place of public resort 
witbin tbe particular jurisdiction. 

An order for service may ba varied from time to time with respect to tbs 
mods of service directed by toe order. 

Service not required to be personal sball be mode before five o'clock in 
tbe evening. 

If made after that hoar on aoy day bnt Satorday, it shall be considered 
as made on tbe following day. 

If made after that hour on Saturday, it shall be considered as made on 
tbe following Monday. 

Service shall not be made on Senday, Christmas Day, or Good Friday. 

Ordioarily, service sball not be made out of the particular jurisdiction, 
except under an aider for that purpose made by tbe Coart within whose jnris* 
diction service is to be made, which order naav be made on tbe request ol any 
other Court, and shall in each case direct in wSat mode acrvice is to be mads. 

Where, however, the or^ency or other peculiar drcumetances of the case 
appear to any Conrt so to require ffor reasons recorded in tiie mi cutes), the 
Coort may order that service be made out of its particular jurisdiction. 


Cfimj3ufaito» of fVwe. 

5t. Where by ibis order, or any order of the Court, or tbo course of 
the Coort, any limited time from or after any date or event is appointed or 
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aibwdd for the <)oid^ of anj not, or the taking of aaf proeaediag, and the 
time is imt limited hf boors, the fob owing rules ehaU apply 

(i) the limited time does Dot icclode the day of the date of or the 

happening of the erent, but cotomenoea at tbe begiuDiug of the day 
next follotviog that day ■, 

(ii) the act or prooeeding must be dooe or Ulcen at latest on tbe last day 
of tbe limited ume; 

(ili) where tbe limited time ia leas than aix days, the following days shall 
not be leckonecl as part of the time, namely, Sandar, Good ?riday, 
Monday and Tuesday in l^aster week, Cbrietmas Day, and tbe day 
ne«t before and the day oext after Christmas Day;

69. Notwitbstanding anything in this Order, tbo Court ({or rsaeons 
recorded in ibe minutes) may at any time, and finm time to time, do any of 
ibe following things, as tbe Court thinks just 

(i) defer or adjoorn the l>earing or dsterminatios of any suit, matter, 

proceeding, or application; 

(ii) order or allow any amendment of any petition, answer, notice, or 
other document; 

(iii) appoint or allow a time for, or enjergs or abridge tbe time appointed 
or allowed for, or allow fnrtber time lor, the doing of any act or the 
taking ot any proceeding. 

66 . Tbe Coort ou making any order which it is in its discreHon to 
make may make the order on such terms respecting time, coete, and other 
matters as tbe Court thinks fit. 

OhtitMction or Visturhanee of Coiirt. 

67. If uiy pereon wilfully obstrncte by act or tiireatan officer of the 
Court in the performance of his duty; 

Or within or close (o the room or pl.ice where tbe Court Is sitting wilfully 
nisbebavee in a violent, threatening, or disrespectfol manner fo tlie dislurb* 
asce o> tbe Court, or to the terror of tbe sollor or others reporting thereto ; 

Or wilfully insults tbe Judge, or any Conanlar Oflicer, or any assessor 
or yiror, or any clerk or officer of tbe Court, during his sitting or attendance 
in Uoiirt, or in his going to or returning from Court 

Ee shall be liable to be immediately apprehended by order of tbe Conrt, 
and to be detained until the rising of the Court, and on enqiury and couaider* 
ation then and there, and without forther trial, to be ponUbed with a fine of 
not more than 5^., imprisonment for not more than aeren days, In tbe die* 
cretion of tbe Court. 
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A QiiDuU »ba!l be made nod kept of 6 vary each eaee of pnnial>mant, 
Tscordio^ the fwis of tbe oSence end the extent of tba pnjusbment; aod in 
the case of a Provincial Court, a copj o! the mioote aliall be forthwith sent 
to the SopreBie Coui't> 

Mucaitduel of Offioert o/Covrt. 

8 A If an officer of the Court employed to execate an order, by neglect 

or oroisei on loaee the opportunity of eseouting it, then on eomplaiiit of the 

person aggrieved, and proof of the fact alleged, the Court may, if it thmha 
fit, order toe officer to pay tbedacoAgee sustained by the person oomplaining, 
or^part (hereof, and the order eball be enforced as an order directing payment 
of money. 

B& If fc clerk or officer of (he Court, acting nnder pretence of the pro¬ 
cess or authority of the Court, ie charged with extortion or with oot duly 
paying over money levied, or with other mieooodaet, the Court, it it thinks 
fit^may (without prejudice bn any o(her liability or punlehment to which the 
cleVk or officer would, in the ahssnoe of the present provision, be liable) en- 
qoire into the cha^e in a summery way, and may for that purpose sommon 
Md enforce the ntlendanoe of all necessary pereoos as in a suit, and may 
make socb order for the repayment of any money extorted, or for (he payment 
over of any money levied, and for the payment of such damages and costs as 
the DuurC tliinks jne( ( end the Court may slso, if it thinks fit, impose on the 
clerk or officer such fine, not exceediog 10^., for each offeuce, ae the Court 
thinks just. 

Fees and oiher Money. 

60 All coste and all chargvs and expenses of witnesses, prosecutions, 
pnnishmeois, aod deportations, and other charges and expenses, aud all fees, 
6 c« forfeitures, and pecuniary penalties payable under this Order, may be 
Jevii by distress aud seizuie and sale of ships, goods and lauds j and any 
bill of sale, or mortgage, or transfer of property made with the view o£ 
avoiding such distress, seisure or sale, shall oot be permitted to defeot the 
provisions of this Order. 

61. All fees, fines, forfeitures, and pecuniary penalties levied nnder this 
Order shall be canied to the public account, and W applied in diroioutlon 
of the public expenditure oa account of Her Majesty's Consular service in 
the Ottoman domiuione. 

Wiineuts. 

62 In any case, civil or criminal, and at any st^e thereof, the Conrt, 
either of its own motion, or on the application of any party, may summon 
a subject or protected person, beiog within the particular jurisdiction, to 
attend to give evideoce, or to produce documents, or to be examlned. 

If the person summoned, bavlog reasonable notice of the time and 
place at which he is required to attend, falls to attend accordingly, and 
does not excuBS his failure to the satisfaction of the Court, he shall (inde- 
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pendently ci aoj oth^ H&bilUy) be deemed goilbj of &n oSeoce &;^iQst this 
Older, and be liable tc a fine of cot mold than 100^,, or to imprisoiuDeat for 
Dot more tban one montb, id the dbcretioo of tbo Court. 

63. Id a crimiDal case, where it ia proved that a eobjeot or protected 
person within tbe pat^ioolar joriediction ie likely to give material evideoee 
either for the prosecution or for the defeoce, and that he will not Toloatarily 
attend to give evideoce, tbe Court shall lasue a sarnmona for hie aftendacoe, 

H he does not obey tbe summons, and doea not excuse hie failure to the 
sadsfactioQ of tbe Court, then (after mof of the service of the aummooe) 
tbe Court may issue a warrant to compel his attendance. 

Where it is proved to be probable that a person who might be so enm- 
rroned mil not attend to give evideoc© unless compelled to do so, then tbe 
Court, instead of ieauiug a summons, may issue a warrant in the first ioataoce. 

If any auch person ou bie appearance, cither in obedience to a sum mow, 
or on being brought up nnder a warrant, refuse to take an oath, or bating 
taken an oath to answer any question pot to him, and does not excuse bis 
refusal W the eatisfaetiou of tbe Court, then tbe Conrt may, by warrant, 
comojit him to prison, there to remain for not more than seven days, unless 
he in tbe meantime conseuts to anawar duly on oatb. 

64. If in any ease, civil or orimioal, a subject or protected person wilfully 
gives false evidence on oatii in tbs Court, or on a reference, be shall be deem¬ 
ed guilty of wilful aud corrupt perjury. 

65. To a civil case, tbe Conrt may, if it thinks fit, order that the expenses 
of a witoess, on bis appearing to give evideuce, be defrayed by the parties, or 
any of them. 

66 . In any cise, civil or criminal, and at every stage thereof, tbe Court, 
on the application of either party, or of its own motion, may order witneeres 
on both sides W be kept out of Court until they have respectively giveu their 
evidence; but this providon does not extend to tbe parlies themselves, or to 
their respective l^al advisers, although intended to be called as witnesses. 

67. In every case, civil or crimioal, and at every stage thereof, the Court 
shall take a note of the substance of all oral evidence taken before it ii> a 
narrative form, but aball put down tbe terms of any particulnr question or 
answer, if there appears reason for doing so. 

No person shall be entitled as of right, at any time or for any purpose, to 
inspection oi a copy of the Conrt'e notes evidence. ^ 

68 . In every case, civil or criminal, and at every stage thereof each 
witness, after examiiiation-io-chief, is subject to be crose-examined iy the 
other party, and to be re-examined by the party calling him, and after re-ex¬ 
amination may be questioned by tbe Court, and shall not be leaalled or fui-tber 
questioned save through and by leave of tbe Conrt. 

6 Q. In a civil case, where evideaee taken by affidavit, or bv oommissjon 
or on deposition, ie offered, the party offering it may read it before or after 
tbe oral evidmee oo bis part is concluded. 
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70, In pverf case, oivil or crioiioal, and at ©very stag:© thereof, any obj©^ 
tinn to tbs reception of evideoce shall be made at the time lbs evidenoe is 
offered, and shall be argued aod decided at the time. 

Where a question proposed to be pul to a witness ie olgected to, the 
Court, nnless the objection appears fiivoloiis, shall, if r^uiced by either 
party, take a note of the question and objeotioa, and mention on the notes 
Shetbet the question 'wss allowed to be put or not, and the ana wen to it, i£ 

^71 In a civil caae, wliere a person wbose evidence would bave been 
adiDJseible ie dead or .insane, or for any reason appearing sufficient to ^e 
Court ia nob present to give evidence, the Court may, if it thinks nt, receive 
proof’of any erideace gi^en by him in any for tear judicial proceeding! pro¬ 
vided that the subject-matter of tbe former procsediug woe sobstantially the 
seme as that of the pending proceeding, end that the parties to the i»iidmg 
proceeding were ]»rties to the former proceeding or bound by it, and bad au 
opportunity in it of cross-examining tbe persou of whose evideuce proof is so 
to be given. 

7 & In aoriminal case, if it ie proved that a oerson wbose depootion 
has bien trfken is dead, or is so ill as not to be able bo travel, and that bis 
deposition was Uksu in the present of the accused, and that the acoosed bad 
fall sMortunity of crosMiaoining the witness, the deposition may be given 
in artSnoo. 

75 , In a criminal case, any stetement made by tbe accused at tbe prelim i- 
narv ciamieation, in answer to tbe qiie&tioa put to him by the Court, as 
prescribed by this Order, may be giveu in evidence agaiost him oo the trial. 

74 In a criminal case, nothing in this Order shall prevent tbe prosecutor 
from giviug in evidence at tbe trial any omiesioa ot oonfeesioa, or other state¬ 
ment of tbe accosed made at any time, wiiieli would by law, indepeDdenUy of 
this Order, be admissible as evidence against him. 

76 In a civil case, where the ciroutustaTicea of the ense appear to the 
Court so to require, for icasons reoonled in the minutes, the Court may, when 
a suit or application is pending, take the evidence of any wuaeaa at ay time 
flg preparatory to tbe bearing, aud Lha evidence so taken may be used at the 
hearing, subject » jnst exeeptioos. 

Anv Court of Coosulai* Officer shall, on tbe requeat in wiitiog of any 
Court 'before wKioli a suit or appUoation is pending, so lake evidence for 
purposes nf tbe suit or application. 

^ fj Tbe evidence shall be taken in like manner, as nearly as may be, evi- 
‘i deuce at tbe hearing of a suit is to be taken, and then the note of tbe evidence 
' shall be wad over to tbe witness and tendered to him for signature, and if lie 
refuse* to sign it, the Court shall add a note of bis refusal, aod the evidence 
Diav be used as if he bad signed it. 

Evidence may be taken in like manner on tba application of any person, 
aUbongh no suit or application is pending, where ic is proved that the peiyou 
applying has good reason to apprehend that a proceeding will be taken against 
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bicQ in the Ooort, and tbftt some person nitbia the particular juriediotica at 
the time of appUeation one ^ivs oiaterial evideoce raapectiog the subject 
of tbe appreheaded proeeediog, bot that he is about to leave tbe partioular 
juriadiotioD, or that tcom some other cause tbe person applying wiu lose the 
benefit of bis evidence if it is not st once taken. 

76. Before an affidavit ia need in the Court for any purpose, tbe original 
eball be filed in tbe Coarfi, aud ibe original or an oSoe copy ehaU atone be 
recognised for any purpose in the Court. 

An affidavit sworn before a Consular Officer of Her Majesty, authorised 
to take affidavits in any country, or before a Judge, or other person in the 
United Kingdom or in a British colony or possce^o, authorised to take 
affidavits, or before a Mayor or other Magistrate in a foreign country, author¬ 
ised to administer an oath, or in tie case of a foreigner being in tbe Ottoman 
dorninions before hie own proper Consular autUorlty, may be used in the Court 
eabjecC to the rules of his evidence. 

An affidavit shall not be admitted if it is proved that it has been sworn 
before a person on re hose belialf it is offered, or before bis ettorasy, or before 
a partner or clerk of his attorney. 

An affidavit may be used notwitbsUoding any defect in form, if it is 
proved that it Las been sworn before a person duly authorized, end that tbe 
form thereof and that of tbe attestation thereto are in accordance nitb tbe 
law and custom of the place where it has been sworn. 

A defeotive or erroneons affidavit may be amended and re*sworn, by leave 
of the Coort in which it is to be used. 

The Court may, if it thinks fit, for reasons recorded in the minutes 
admit an affidavit in evidence, though it is shown that the party egainst 
whom the affidavit ie offered in evldenoe bad no opportunity of cross- 
examining the person making tbe affidavit. 

77. Every affidavit used in the Court shall contsiu only a statement of 
facte and oircumstooces to which tbe witness deooses, eiiber from bis own 
personal knowledge or from information wbicb he believes to be true. 

It shall not ooDtein extraneous matter, by way of objection, or prayer, 
or legal argument or conclusioo. 

Where a witness deposes to his belief in any matter of fact, and his 
belief is derived from any scarce other tbso his own personal knowledge, he 
shall set forth expliciOy tbe facts aod oircumatances forming the ground of 
hie belief. 

Where his belief is derived from information received from another 
person, the name of his ioformant shall be stated* and reasonable particulars 
shall be ^ven respecting the iuformaot, and the tima, place, aod ciroumsiauces 
of the infonnatioD. 

78. The following Tegxtlations shall be oLseived by Consular Officers 
before whom affidavits are token

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Every affidavit taken in tbe asatte? of % aoit or proeeediog^ ahall bo 
beaded in tbe Conri and in the snit oi proceeding. 

Every affidavit ehall state tbe full name, trade or professioo, address and 
natiouality, of tbe witness. 

It xcay be in tiie first or in tbe third person, and may be divided into 
conaenient paragraphs notobered oonsscotively. 

Any erasure, interlineation or alteration, made before tbe affidavit is 
sworn, shall be attested by tbe Cooaular Officer, who shall affix bis signatore 
or initiale in tbe margin immediately opposite to the interlineation, alteration, 
or erssore. 

Where an Affidavit proposed to be sworn is illegible or difficult to read, 
or is in the judgment of the Con solar Officer so written as tofaoliitate fraudu¬ 
lent alteiation, he may i^efose to swear the witness, and may require tbe 
affidavit to be I’e^writCen. 

Tbe affidavit when sworn shall be signed by tbe witness (or, if he can. 
not write, marked by him with his mark) in the presence of the Conaukr 
Officer. 

The jurat shall be written wlthont toterliaeation, alteration, or erasure 
immediately at tbe foot of tbe affidavit, and towards tbe left side of tbe 
paper, sad shall be sigoed by the Conautar Olficer, and be sealed *by him with 
his ConsoJar seal. 

It shall stnte tbe date of tbe swearing and tbe place where it is sworn. 

It shall state that tbe affidavit was sxvorn before the Consnlar Officer. 

Where the witness is blind or illiterate, it shall stats that fact and that 
ibe affidavit was read over to bicn in tbe presenoe of tbe Consular Officer, and 
that tbe witness appeared to undeivtand it. 

Where the witness makes a mark Instead of signing, tbe jurat sbsU 
stale that fact and that tbe maik was made lo the presence of the Ccosulac 
Officer. 

Where two mors persons join in making an affidavit) their several 
names shall be written In tbe jurat, and it shall appear by the jurat that each 
of them lias been sworn to tbe truth of tbe severaJ matters stated by blm in 
tbe affidavit. 

Tbe Consular Officer sball not allow an affidavit when sworn to be altered 
in soy nsannei* without beiog i*e-flwor&. 

If the jurat lias been addvd and signed, he shall add a new jnmt on the 
affidavit bmug re-sworn; and in tbe new jurat be shall mention tbe alteration. 

lie may refuse to allow the affidavit to be re*6worn, nnj may require a 
fresii aHidavit. 


DvtuKtHlurj SvirJence. 

79. In n civil case any parly may vail on any otlicr pnrty, by notice filed 
ami 8erve<), to admit any document, subject to jurt exceptirms. 
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Id csm Dr Degl««t to admit, tUe co$U o{ pt^of d£ tbe docanunt 

shall bs paid bvtbe party neglecting or refusiog, unless the Court is of cpinioD 
that the refusftf to admit was rrasooable. 

No costs of proof of an^ document sbsU be allowed, onlees notloa to 
admit bas been given, except la esses where the omueion to givenotico bas^ 
io tbe opinion of the Court, produced a saving of expense. 

Every document offered as evidence, and not objected to, shall bs put in 
and read, or Uheu ae read by conseut. 

Every docamsMt put in evideooe shall be matured by tbe Coart at the 
time, and shall be retained by tbe Court during the bearing and returned to 
the party who put it io, or from whose custody it c&me, immediately after the 
judgment, unless it is impounded by order of tbe Oouri 

Confftistiont ^ ssuvrns 9 ut ^ Ctfossea Dominion*. 

90. Tbe Supreme Court may, if it thinks 6t, order tbat a commission do 
issue for examinatiim of witnesses at any place out of the Ottoman domi- 
uione, on oatb,by iuterrogatorics or otherwise, aod may, fr>>m time to time, 
by order, give such direckons touching the time, place, Qod manner of tlie 
exam i nation, or anytbiag conuected therewith, ae to tbe Court appear rsasou- 
able aud just. 

Oliowum SuhJf&U cKfi Forei$ntrt, 

91. Whtte an Ottoman enbjecl or foreigner desiroe to institute or take 
4u tke Court a suit or proceeding of a civil nature sgaiost a subject ct pro* 
tevted persou—or a subject or protected person d«»rss to institute or take io 
the Court a suit or proceeding of a civil natuie agaioet an Uttoman subject 
or foroigoer^the Court shall eaUrtaiu the same, and shall bsHr and deter* 
mine it, either by the Jndge or proper Cousular OfEcer sitting alune, or, if 
nil parties desiiu, or tbe Court thinks fit to direct, a trial wi^ a jury or 
asM^ora, then at place where such a trial might be had if all parties wei*e 
suiijectj, by tbe Judge or proper Conaalar Officer with a jury or assecaors, 
but ill other rsspecU according to the urdinary ceuiwe o£ tbe Court: 

Provided that tbe Ottoman subject or foreigner first obtains and files in 
the Court tbe consent in writing l^he competent authority on behalf of 
tbe Sublime Ottoman Forte or of hU own nation {as the cnee may be) to bie 
submlttiDg, and does sahmlt, to tbe jurisdiction of tbe Court, and, if required 
by the Court, gives security to sulisfaistion of tbe Court, by deposit or 
otherwise, to pay fees, damages, costs and expenses, aod abide by and perform 
such decision asebiUl be given by tbe Court origioalJ/ or od appeal (as tbe 
case may require). 

92. A cross-suit shall not be instituted iu the Court against a plaintiff 
beiog an Ottoman subject or foreigner who has submitted to the jurisiliution, 
by a defendant, without leave of tbe ConrC first obtained. 

The Court be^e giving leave slmll require |>rcof frum the defendant that 
his claim arises out of tbe subject*matter la oispute, snd tliat there is rensou* 
able ground for It,aud that it is not made for vexution or dclsy. 
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Kotbiog ID tbU proTisioQ sb^l prereottbe d^feaijaai ioftitctiog or baking 
m ibe Coart any ealt ot proco»4ing ag&itiet cbe Ottoinaa aubjeot or forsiguer 
aft«r tba tarmiaalion n£ tbe euit or procoodiog io wbicb tbe Ottomaa aubjoot 
or foreigoer ia pl&mtiS. 

S3. Wb^o ao Ottoiuan sobject or foreigoer obtaiaa in tho Court an 
order against a defendniit being a aubjeci; or proteotod person, and in another 
eait that defendant is plaintifi and the Ottoman eubjeot or foreigner is defen* 
dant, tbe Court oay, if it tbinka fit, on tbe application of tbe anbject or pro- 
t«'oted perooD, stay tbe eoforcectent of tbe order pendiog that other soit, and 
iD&y set oS any amount ordered to be paid by one psr^ io one suit against 
any amouDt ordered to be paid by tbe other party in the other suit. 

Where a plaintiff, being as Ottoman snbjeot or foreigner, obtains an 
order in tbe Court agunst two or more defendants being subjects or protected 
persons joictly, and in another euit one of them is plaiotiS and tbe Ottoman 
subject or foreigner is defendant, tbe Court may, if it thinks fit, on the appU' 
cation of tbs subject or protected person, stay tlie enforcement of the o^er 
pendiog that other snit, aod may set off aay amount ordered to be paid by 
one party in one suit against any amount ordered to be paid by the other party 
.in tbe other snit without prejudice to tbe right of the snbiect or proUctM 
person to acquire contribution from bis co-defeudants under tbe joint liability. 

8 i. Where an Ottoman subject or foreigner is oo-plaiotiff in a suit with 
a eobject or protected persoD who is within the particnlar jurisdiction, it sbajl 
not be necessary for the Ottoman enbiect or foreigner to make deposit or gire 
seonrity lor costs nnlees tbe Court so directs, bnt the co*pIaiutiff, subject or 
protected person, eball be I’esponsible for aU fees and coete.

S5. Where it is proved that tho atteodanoe within tbe particular juris- 
dioUcn of a subject or protected person to j^ve CTidence, ci for any other 

[ urpose connected with tbe adininistration of justice, is required in a Court or 
ifcre a Jadi«el Officer of tiie Sublime Ottoman Poi’te, or of a Scute in amity 
with Her Majesty, tbe Court may, if it thinks fit, in a case and in circnu* 
stances io which tbe Court would require his attendance before the Court, 
order that be do attend in snch Court or before such Judicial Officer, and for 
such purposes as aforesaid. 

If tbe person ordered to attend, having reasonable notice of the time and 
place at which he is required to attend, fails to attend acccrdingly, and does 
not excuse bie failure to the satisfaction of the Court, he shall {independently 
of any other liability) be deemed guilty of an offenos against this Order, and 
be sliall for every snob offence, on conviction thereof, by aummary triad, be 
liable to a fine oi not more than oO^., or to imprisonment for not more than 
one month, in the discretion of the Court.

An appeal shall not lie to the Snpreme Court from aoy order in the sait, 

IIS. The Court shall, on applicsti on within eeren days from the servloe 
of the summons, gire iL& defeodant leave to defend the salt on his paying 
into Court the sum endorsed on the summons, or on proof of a good legal or 
equitable defence, or such facts as would make it incumbent on the holder to 
prove consideration, or such other facts ae appear to the Court sufficient to 
support the applicatiou, and on such terms as to security aud other things as 
the Court thinks 6t; and in that case the Court may direct procsediog^ to be 
token and carried on by petition.

A respondent shall not be bound to attend pereonalty to answer tbe som* 
moDS, Qoless required espressly by tbe summons so to do, but he shall attend 
personally if summoned as a witness. 

Tbe proceedings on tbe sammons shall {except as far as the Court, in any 
c&se for tbe avoiding of delay and tbe fortberaocsof aobetantial jusiuce, thiofea 
fit otherwise to direct) be governed by the provisions of this Order regnlating 
claims for SDA or upwards. 

120. Where, either on the application for a summons, or before or at

158. The Supreme Court, or tbe Court of Egypt, may, if tbe Court 
thinks fit, bear with an assessor, or with two assessors, any suit. 

189. A Provincial Court, other than one held before an uQcomraissiooed 
Consulaj Officer, shall (subject to the provisions of this order) bear with an 
assefsor, or with assessors, every suit which either— 

(i) relates to money, goods, or otber property, or any civil right, or otber 
matter, at issue, of the amount or value of 500^. or upwards; or 

(ii) is instituted for recovery of damages of the amount of 800^. or 
upwards. 

In all otber cases a Provincial Court, other than one held before an 
unoommiesioned Consular Officer, may, as it thinks fit, hear tbe suit either 
with or without an assessor or asseesore. 
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^roiisding ai Rearina. 

140. Tbe ord«t oi procea^iQ^ at ibe hearing aboU be aa fallows: 

Tbe paiiy on whom tbe burden of proof ie tbrown by tbe nainre of tbe 
material queetione between the pertiee hoe tbe right to be^b j be $ba)l address 
the Coari und open bis ca^. 

He shall then eall bis evidence and examine bin witnesses in chief. 

‘Wben be Lae conclnded bis evidence, be shall ask tbe otiier party if bo 
intends to call evidence (in which tenn is concluded evidence taken by 
affidavit or deposition, or under commission and documentary evidence not 
already read or taken as read); and, if answered in tbe negative, tbe party 
beginning shall be entitled to sum up tbe evidence already given, and com* 
ment thereon ; bat if answered in tbe affirmative, be shall wait for bis general 
reply. 

'When fbe party begin sing has conclnded bis case, tbe second party shall 
be at liberty to addr^ the Coart and to call evidence, and to sum up and 
comment thereon. 

If no evidence is called cr read by the second party, tbe party b^iuning

been pievenled from summing up bia case by tbe statement of the second 
party of bia intention to call evidence. 

The case on both sides shall then be considered closed. 

If the eecond party calls or reads evidence, tbe party b^lnoing shall be 
at liberty to reply generally on ^e whole case, or be may call fresh evidence 
in reply to tbe evidence given on the other side, on points msterfal to tbe 
determination of tbe issoee, or any of them, but not on oollatvrol matlers. 

Where evidence fn reply is tendered and allowed to be given, the second 
party shall be at liberty to address tbe OonrC, and the party begbning shall 
be entitled to tbe general reply. 

141. Tbe answer of defendant shall not debar him nt tbe hearing from 
d^proving any allegation of tbe petition not admitted by his anstver, or from 
giving evidence in support of a defence not expressly setup by the aDswer> 
except where, in tbe opinion cf the Conrt, tbe defence is snob as ooght to have 
been expressly set up by the answer, or is inconsistent therewith. 


Judffmeni. 

142. The decision or judgment given at the bearing shsll be delivered in 
open Court. 

^hsre the Conrt wserves judgment at the hearing, parties to the suit 
shall be served mth notice to attend and bear jadgroeot, unless the Court at 
the beanujf sUtes the day oo which judgment will be delivered, in which case 
there sbaii be no further notice. 

All parties sball be deemed to have notice of the decision or iude'ineflfc. if 
pmnouQced at tbe bearing. ® ” 
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All parbirs serred tviih nobicd M attaod and bear judg^mant sball be 
deemed to ba7a notice of tbe jud^meat when pfonounced. 

CotU. 

143. In every eoit tlie costa of the whole snit and of each particular 
proceeding lUerein, and the coats of every proceodiag in tbe Court, are in the 
diacretiuu of tha Court as regards the person bj whom they are to b« paid. 

Bnt tbe Ooart sball sot order the enn^esafn) party in a snit to pay to.tbe 
nnanccesaf qI party the coete of the whole suit; although tbe Court may order 
the enccassFnl party, notwitbstending bis soocese in tbe suit, to pay the costs 
of aoy particular proceediog therein. 

The Court may order any cost to be paid ont of any fund or property 
to which a suit or proceeding relatee. 

Where the Court orders costs to be paid by any party, tbe Court may, if 
it thinks fit, order all prooeediuge by or on behalf of that party in the same 
suit or proceeding, or oonsected therewith, to be stayed until the eoeta are 
paid accordingly.

luJtHtetions and Ordan before 

144. Oq proof of extreme agency or other pecnJiar ciroumstancea, tbe 
Court may, if it thinks fit, without petition filed, and without notice, make an 
order of iojnnction, or au order to seouester money or goods, or to stop a 
passport or tbe cleaiance of a ship, or to nold to bail.

An order to hold to bail shall state the amonnt (including costs) for which 
bail is required. 

It shall be ezeouted forthwith. 

The person arrested under it shall be enfitlsd to he discharged from 
custody under it on bringiog into Court the amonnt stated in tbe order to 
abide the event of such suit as may be instituted or on entering into a reoog* 
nizance, with or without a surety or sureties, as tbe Court thinks fit, as a 
security, that be will abide by tbe orders cf tbe Court in any suit institnCed. 

He sholl be liable to be detained in costody under tb» order for not more 
than seven days, if not sooner discharged; bnt the Court may, from time to 
time, if it thinks fit, renew the order.

A person served with an order to show cause may, before tbe return-day, 
file affidavits in order to contradict the evidence used in obtainiog the order 
or setting forth other facte. 

On the return-day, if tbe persone served, do not appear, and the service ia 
not proved, the Court may enlarge tbe time and direct further service, or 
malm such other order as it thinks just. 
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If tiie pereons served appear, or service ie proved, the Court nuj proceed 
ivith the matter, and m&ke each order as it thinke jost. 

179. Where a person not a party to a suit obtune ao order, or has an 
Older made in his favour, he ie entitled to enfoTCS obedience tber^ hy the 
same process as if be were a party Co the suit, 

A person sot a party to a soit against whom obedience to an order may be 
eoforc^ is liable to same process for enforomg obedience thereto ae if he 
was a party to the salt. 

130. All money ordered by the Court to be paid by any person shall be 
paid into Court, imJess the Court otherwise directs. 

131. An order shall be drawn np in form only on the application of eonie 
party to the suit, and shall then be passed and he certified by the seal of the 
Conrt, and be entered, and shall thea form part of the record, 

An order shall not be enforced or appealed from, nor shall an office copy of 
it he granted, nutU it is part of the record. 

An order shall be dated on the day of the deUvery of the decision or 
judgment on which the order is founded. 

Any party to an application or soit is entitled to obtain an office copy of 
any order made tiiersin. 

182. Ordinnrily, an order, other than an order of the Supreme Court, 
eliall not be enforced out of the particnl^ jurisdicUoo. 

Where, however, the Court making the order thinks that the argency 
or other pecnliar drcnmataiioes of the case so reunite, the Gonrt (for reasooe 
recorded in the minutes) may order it to be enforced out of the partioulac 
jonsdictioo. 

13S. Wheis an order orders a wrson to pay money, or do any other aot, 
the same or some snbseqnent order shall state the precise time within which 
the payment, or other act, is to be made or done, reckoned from the date or 
service of the order in which the time is stated, or fiom some other point of 
time, as the Court thinks fit. 

The time stated may be immediately after service of the order, if the Court 
thinks fit. 

A person ordered to pay money, or do any oth^ act, is bonnd to obey the 
order on being served with it, and without my demand for payment or per¬ 
formance.

184. The Court may, if it thinks fit, order that money ordered to be paid 
he paid by instalments speoified.

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The Court may, if it tbishs fit, adjourn the ajcanisation from time to 
tine, and require from the judgment debtor enob eeoority for hb appearance 
ae tbe Court thioke 6t, and In default of bis fizu^ing security raa^, bj order, 
commit him fo tbe oostody of an officer of the Court, there to remain until 
the adjourued bearing, unleaa sooner dUeharged.

of that fact and of the handwritings of the deceased, and of the subscribing 

wjto eases, and also of any cironzneUnces raising a presumption in favour of 

tbe due execution oE the will. 

S80. Where the testator was blind or illiterate, the Court slial] not grant 
probate of tbe will, or administration with the will annexed, unless tbe Court 
IB first satlsfiad, ly proof or by what appears on the face of the will, that tbe 
will was read over to the deceased before ite execution, or that he had at that 
time knowledge of its oootante. 

Where this informstion is not fortheoming, the Court, if other than the 
Sopreme Court, shall commoDioate with the Supreme Court for directioos. 

«8i. The Court, on being statisfied that the will was duly executed 
shall oarefolly inspect it to e^c whether there are anv interlineatioae or alter¬ 
ations or ernsures or obliterations appearing in it, and requiring ty be 
accounted for. ^ 

Interlineations, alteratiouB, erasoree, and obliteraiions are Invalid, unless 
they existed in tbe will at the time of its exeoation, or unless, if made after¬ 
wards, tbey have been executed and attested in tbe mode required by tbe said 
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enAotment^, or unless thof Have beon made tsKd bj the r^execution oE the 
wH], or the eubeequent executiou of eozne codicil hereto. 

^bere ioterUneatioiiB, alterations, erasures, or obliterations appear in the 
will (onlese da\j ezeoated or recited in or otbererise identiS^ by the attests* 
tioQ clause)» an affidavit, in proof of their having eiisted in the will before 
its azecatioo, eball be filed. 

If no eatisfaeborj evidence is adduced respecting the time wben aa 
erasure or obliteration vas made, and the words erased or obliterate<I are not 
eutirely effaced, and can, on InspectLon of tbs will, be ascertained, the/ shall 
form part of the probate. 

Where words have been erased which might bare been of iroportaoc^ an 
affidavit shall be required. 

If reasonable donht exists in regard to any interlineation, alteration, 
erasme, or obliterstlon, the Court, if other than the Supreme Coart, shall 
commooicate with the Supreme Court for directloos. 

2 $2. Where a will con tains a reference to any document of such a 
oatnre as to r^'se a question whether it ought or ought not to form a eonsti* 
tueot part of the mil, the Court eball require the prodoction of the docu¬ 
ment, with a view to sscertaiQ whether or not it is entitled to probate; and if 
it is not produced, a sutisfaotory account of its noQ'prodnation sbaU be 
proved. 

A document oaunct form part of a will, unless it was in existence at the 
time when the will was execute. 

If there are vestiges of sealing-wax or wafers or other marks on the wQl, 
leading to the ioference that some document has been at some time annexed 
ov attached thereto, a satisfactory account cf them shall be proved, or the 
production of the dooument shall be required] and if it is not produced, a 
satisfactory account of ita non-production shall be proved. 

If doubt exists whether or not a doctunent is enUtled to probate as a 
conslitueot part of a will, the Court, if otbsr than the Supreme Court, shall 
commnoicate with the Supreme Court lor directions. 

288. Where a person nppointsd executor in a will survives the testator, 
but either dies with oat having taken probate, or having been called on by 
the Court to take probate does Qot appear, his right in respect of the 
ezecutcrehip wholly ceases j and, without further renancintion, the represents* 
tioa to the tastator and the administration of his property go and may he 
committed as if that person had not been appointed executoz. 

234. Every will or copy of a will to which an execnlor oranadminia. 
tratcc with will annexed ie sworn shall be marked by the executor or admmis- 
tiator and by the person before whom be is sworn* 

285. The Court shall take care that the copies of wills to be annexed to 
probates or letters of administration are fairly and properly wnttoo, and dltaU 
reject any nob so written. 
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tS6. The Court, lo granting letten o£ administration, shall proceed, as 
far ae maj be, as io cases o£ probate. 

Tbs Court shall ascertaiu the time and place of the deceased’s death and 
the value of the property to he covered hj the adminietration. 

The person to whom adaunistration is granted shall give bond with two 
or more responsible sobjecte, or protected persons, as euratiee, to the Jodga of 
the Supreme Coart, to enanva to ^e Judge for the time being, conditioned 
for duly collactiog, getting iu, and administering tha paraoosJ property of the 
deceased. 

Where, however, the property is ander the value of 50/., the Court may, 
if it thinks dt, take one surety only. 

The bond shall be io a penalty of double theamoont under which the 
personal eetata of the deceased is sworn, unleea the Court in any case thinks 
it expedient to red ace the amount, for reasons to be forthwith oertified to the 
Supreme Court, if the Court is other than that Court. 

Tbe Court may also in auy case direct that more bonds than one shall be 
given, BO as to limit the li&biUty of any eurety to such amount as the Court 
thinly reasonable. 

Tbe Judge of tbe Supreme Court may, on being satisfied that the condi* 
tioD of the bond hss been broken, assign tbe same to some person, and that 
person nay thereupon sue ou the bond in bie owd name, as if it hod been 
origmallv given to him iustead of to the Jadge, and may recover tbereoo, as 
trastee tor all persons ioterested, thefuU amount leooverable in respect of 
any breach of the couditiou of the bond. 

237. Where admioistratiou Is applied for by one or eome of tbe next- 
of-kin ooly, there being another or other next-or-kin equally entitled thereto, 
the Court shall require proof that notice of tbe application has beeo given 
to the other nexVcf-kin. 

of Troperi^. 

233. A person olaiiuiug to be a creditor or legatee, or tbe nex^f-kin, 
or cue of the nest-cf-ltiu, of adeoeaeed person, may apply for and obtain, 
without petitioa filed or other pielimiaary proceeding, a summons Trom the 
Court requiriog the executor or administrator (as the case may he} of tbe 
deceased to atteud before the Court and show cause why an order for the 
administration of the property of the deceased should not be made. 

On proof of service of tbe summoue, or on appearaoce of the excutor or 
administrator, aud od pivof of all such other things (if ony) as the Court 
thioks fit, the Court may, if it thiuks fit, make ao immediate order for tbe 
admiuistratioo of tbe property of the decessed, and tha order so made shall 
have the force of an order to tbe like effect made on tbe bearing of a suit 
between the same parties. 

Tbe Court shall have fall discretionary power to make or refuse any sooh

persoQi or classes of persons, to grant the sametosoch oqo or more of the 
claimants, or classes of claimaote, as tbe Conrt tbinbe Bc. 

Iftba Court tbinka fit, the carriage of tbe order may auhseqaentlj be 
given to each person, and on sncb terma, ae the Coort tbioba St. 

On mahiag luch an order, or at any time afterwards, tbe Court maj, if 
it thinks St, make any farther or other order for compel liiag tbe executor or 
admiAiatrator to bring into Court for safe custody ail or sny part of the 
money, or eeonritles, or other property of the deceased, from time to time 
Gomiog to bis buds, or otherwise for securing tbe aaf^keeping of tbe property 
of the deceased, or aay part tbereol 

If the extreme urgency or other peculiar oircomstancee of the case appear 
to tbe Court so to require (for laaaons recorded is tbe mioulea), tbe Court 
may of its own motioa issue soclt a aummose, aad make such an ^er or suck 
orders, aod cause proper proceedisgs to be taken tbeieos. 

289. In a case of intestacy, where the peoaliar circomstaueas of the 
case appear to tbe Court ao to reqaire (for reasons recorded in the minutes), 
tbe Court may, if it thinks fit, of its own motion, graut letters of adminis* 
tration to an officer of the Court. 

The officer ao appointed ebsU act under the direction of the Court> and 
eball be iudemuified thereby. 

He shall jmblish such notfcea, if any, as tbe Court thinks fit, in tbe 
Ottoman dominions, tbe United Eiogdom, India, and else where. 

The Conrt shall require and compel bim to file in the Court bis aeoonate 
of his administration at interv&la not exceeding three montba. 

The accounts shall be in all cases audited by the Snpreme Court, or in 
Egypt by tbe Ooart for Egypt, for which purpose every Court other than 
those shall, on the first day of February and tbs first day of August in every 
year, send to the Supreme Conrt, or to the Court for Egypt, as the case 
requires, dll accounts so filed in tbe then last pi’eoediog half year,

S40. ^here in a civil suitor proceeding a decision of a Court, otber than 
the Supreme Court, ai^og with or without assessors— 

(i) is given in respect of a sum of 50/. or upwards^ or 

(ii) determioea, directly or indirectly, a claim or question reapeding 
money, goods, or olber property or any dvii right or otber matter of 
tbe amount or value of 50/. or upwards, 

any party aggrieved by tbe decision may ^ly to the Court (iu this Order 
referred to ae the Courtl)elow} for leave to appeal to the Supreme Court. 

The applicant shsll give security to the satisfaotioD of the Coort below to 
an amount not exceeding 100/. for prosecution of tbe appeal, and for payment 
of all such costs as may be awarded to aoy respondent by the Supreme Court; 
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He ehall else pay loto tbe Ceart a eum estimated by tbat Ceart 
to be tbe atDount tbe expense of tie makings up and tranemiseion to the 
Supreme Court of the record. 

If seodriiy and paytoeut are eo given aad made witbio foorteen days 
after applica^n made, tbec and Qot othewiee the Coart below ahall (anbject 
to tbe pronaioDB of ihb Order) give leave to appeal. 

Id any other case tbe Court below may, if tbat Coart tbbka fit, give leave 
to appeal on like terma 

In any case tbe Supreme Court may give leave to appeal on snob terms as 
tbat Court tbinks jost. 

241. After six mootbs from the date of an order, applica^on for leave to 
appeal gainst it shall not be eotertained by the Court‘below. 

After twelve months from tbe date of an order, application for leave to 
appeal againet it shall uot he eotertained by the Supreme Coart. 

242. Where leave to appeal is applied for by a penon ordered to pay 
money, or do auy other act, the Court b^ow shall direct either that the d^- 
sioQ to be app^ed from be carried into execution, or tbat tbe executioa 
thereof be suspended pendiug tbe appeal, as that Court tbioks just. 

If the Court dlrecta the decision to be carried into execution, tbe persoD 
in whose favour it is given shall, before tbe execution of it, give security to 
the satiel&ctioD of tbe C^urt for performance of auch order as shall be made 
on appeal. 

If tbe Court directs tbe execution of the decision to be sospended, the 
person against whom it is given ebol!, before an order or suapeDsion is made, 
give secuvity to tbe satisfMtlon of the Court for periormauce of such order as 
shall be made on appeab 

S4S. An appeal shall not lie from an order made without notice. 

If any persoo tbioks himself aggrieved by an order so made, be may 
apply to the Court below to vary or discharge it, and an appeal lies from tJia 
decision on tbat application. 

244. An appeal from an order niade at tbe hearing of a suit shall be made 
by petition. 

Other appeals shall be made by motion. 

2,—Appsain bi PsimoN. 

S45. In case o£ an appeal by petition, the appellant shall file bis petU 
tlou of appeal in tbe Court below within fourteen days after leave to appeal 
is given, 

246. Tbe petition ehoU ooatain an expoaltioa of tbe appellant's oaae 
as Bopported by evidence already before t^e Court and by record as It ‘ 
stands. 

It shell set forth tbe groonds of appeal and tbs particalars In which 
the order appealed from Is considei^ed by the appellant to be erroneous or 
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detective, ftcd sbell pra^ that the order may he re^rved or rscjed, and tbst 
the Supreme Court nay make peiiicular order to wbieh, o&tLe record 
and evidence ae it stande, the appeUaat coaceivee himselt entitled, or euch 
other ord«»r ae the Conrt eball think jaet« 

It may coo tain any matter by way of argument in support of the appeal. 

The petition of appeal eball be eerred on such persons as resnondeola 
ae the Court below directs. 

247. A respondent may, within fourteen daye after eerviee, file in the 
Court below an answer to the petition. 

The answer sball contain an eapositioo of bie case as supported hy the 
eridenoe already before the Court and by the record as Lc steude. 

It may contain sny matter by way of argument against the appeal. 

Copies of the answer shall be furnished bv the Conrt below to sneh 
persons as the Coort thinks fit. 

248. An objection to an appeal as being out of time, or on any ground 
other than on the merits, eball M substantially rtised by tho party desiring 
to rely thereon in and by bis aoawer. 

Where an answer is not filed, or such an objection is not rtised in the 
answer, no such objection shall be admitted at the bearing of the appeal. 

But the absence of an anawor shall not preclude ony person interested in 
supporting the order from aupportiug it on the merits at the hearing of the 
appeal. 

349. On the expiration of the time for answerlug, the Conrt below 
shall, without receieing any further pleading in appeal, end without the 
applioatiou of any party, make np the recoro of appeal, which shall coneist 
of the petition, answer, orders, and proceedings, a certified copy of all 
written and documentary evidence edmitted or tendered, and the notes oi the 
oral evideneo. the petition of appeal, and the answer. 

The seTernl pieces shall be fastened together, eonseoutirely nnmbered, 
and the whole shall be secured by the seal of the Conrt below, and be forth- 
with forwarded by that Coort to tiie Supreme Court. 

The Court below shell nob, except for some special cause, take on itself 
the responsibility of the chador of the transmweion to the Supreme Court 
of original letters or documents produced ia evidence. They shall be returned 
to the psities preduciog them, aud they shall produce the origin^ if reonired 
by the Supreme Court, at or before the hearing of the appeal. 

250. After the record of appeal is trensmitted, until the appeal ia disposed 
of, the Supreme Court shall be in poseessiou of the whole suit as between 
the parties to the appeal. 

Every application is the suit shall be made to the Supreme Court, aod 
not to the Court below, but any application may be made through the Court 
below. ^ 

251. The Supreme Court shall, after receiving the record of appeal, fix a 
day for the bearing thereof, aud eball give notice tiieieof through the Conrt 
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UIow to the pwtwe to the appeal, each a day being fixed « will'allow o! the 
partiM atUodiog in person or hj oounsal or attorney, if they w deeire. 

But if all tbe eeveral pertiee to an appeal appear in person at Constanti¬ 
nople or appoint persons there to represent them oa their coxmsel w attorneys 
in the aopeal and cause the appearance or appomtment to be nobfied to tbe 
Supreme Court, the Conrt shall dispose of tbe appeal without giving notice 
through lha Coort below of the day fixed for the heanng thereof. 

252. The Supreme Conrt may, if it thinks fit, require a party to an 
apperd to appear petsonallv before it on tbe heaving of tbe appeal, or on any 
occasion pending the appeal. 

258. It is not open, as of right, to a party to an appeal, to adduce new 
eridetiee in snpporb of bis original case, but a party may allege anj; facte 
essential to the issue that have ootne to hie knowledge ^ter the decision ot 
the Court below, and may adduce evidence in support of his allegatione. 

Tbe Supreme Court may, if it thinks fit, allow or require new evidence 
to he adduce. 

264 Tbe Supreme Court may, from time to time, make any order 
nsMfisarv for dewrmiuing tbe real question in oontroveiyy in the appeal, and 
for that purpose may, m among the.partise to the appeal, amend any oerect 
or error in the reooid of appeal. 

Hie Supreme Court may direct the Conrt below to inquire into and 
oertify itt finding on any queetdon ae among those parties, or any ot ibsm, 
which tbe Supreme Court thinks fit to determine before final judgment la 
the appeal. 

Generallv, the fionrsoe Court shsll, ae among the parties to the appeal, 
have ae full jurisdiction over tbe whole suit ns if had been generally inetu 
toted and proseonled in the Supreme Court by patties sulyeot to the ordiuary 
oriHnal imisdictton of the Supreme Court, aud may re-beor the whole case, 
or may remit it M the Court below to be re-heard, or to be otherwise dealt 
with as the Supreme Court directo. 

265 On appeal from a Court where trial with a jury can be bad, if 
the Supreme Court thinke fit to direct a re-heanog, it may direct that toe 
re-bearing ehall be with a jury. 

fi.—A ppbals bt Motion. 

256. In case of an appeal by motion, tbe appellant shall file bis app^ 
motion-paper in tbe Court below within seven day a after leave to appeal m 
given. . . 

He may at tbe same time file any argnment which h© deairee to submit 
to tbe Supreme Court io support of the appeal. 

The motion-paper and tbe argument (If any) ehall be served on such 
persona as respondent© a? the Court below directs. 

A respondent may, within seven days after service, file in the Court 
below such argument as he desires to submit to the Supreme Court against 
the appeal. 
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Copi«B thereof shsll be fumiehed by the Court below to eueb persoue 
as the Court thioke fit. 

On the expiration of the time for the reepoodent filing bis argnment, 
the Court below shall make up the record of appeal ss nearly as may be ae 
on sa appeal by petition. 

Where [a party to tbe appeal notifies to the Supreme Court bis deeireto 
attend in peraon, or by oouoael or attorney, when tbe motion is bei&g dispoeed 
of, he aball be at liberty to do ao, aud tbe Cooit aball bear bim^ or bis counsel 
or attoi’oey, before disposiog of the motion.

Except as regards oSenees against the Capitulations, Articles of 
Peace, and Treaties between Ber Majes^ the Qae^n and the Sublime OttO' 
man Forte, or against any Bulee and l^gulatioss for the obseiranee thereof 
or for the maintenance of order among Her Majesty^a auhjecte and protected 
persons in the Ottoman dominions made by or under the authority of Her 
Majesty, or against any of the provisious of this Order,— 

Any act done by a enbject or protected person in the Ottoman domiDiODS, 
or on hoard a Brltiah teasel within those dominions, that would Eiot by a 
Conrt of jostice bariog criminal jurisdiction ia England be deemed a crime 
or ofience making the person doing the act amenable to pniilshment in 
England, sbdl not, io the exercise of criminal jurisdiction under this Order, 
he deemed a crime or offence, making the person doing the sot amenable to 
punish meet. 

2C1. If a subject or protected person is gnilty— 

(i) of publicly deriding, mocking, or iueuUing any religion established or 

observed within the Ottoman dominions; or 

(ii) of publicly ofieriug Insult to any religious service, feast, or cererDony 

esiabliebed or kept in any p^ of those dominioos. or to any nlace 
of worship, tomb, or sanctuary belonging to any religion estaUished 
or observed within those dominions, or belooging to the miolstere 
or professors thereof; or 

(ill) of publicly And wilfully oommitting any act tendinir to bring any 
religion established or observed witbin. those dominions, or its cere* 
monies, mode of worship, or observances, into hati^ed, ridicule, or 
contempt, and thereby to provoke a breach of the public peace; 
he shall be deemed guilty of an offence asainst this Order, aod shall for every 
each offence be liable, io tbe discretion of the Court, to imprisonment for not 
more than two years, with or without hard labour, and with or without a fine 
of not more thau 1004, or to a fine of not mors than 100/. alooe. 
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NotnitbaUndisg anything ia this Order^ every charge agaioat a eubjech 
or protected person of having committed an ofieoee no dor ibia prorl^on shall 
be heard and detercnined by summary trial; and any Provincial Coart held 
before a commissioned Oooealar Officer shall have power to impose the punish¬ 
ment aforesaid. 

Consular Officers shall take such precaationaTy measores as seem to them 
proper and expedient for tbe prevention c£ such offences. 

Every Court shall hnve aothority to cense to be apprehended &nd 
brought before it any subject or protected person being within the district of 
tbe Court and charged with having committed a crime or offence within the 
Ottoman dominiooe, or on board a British vessel h^ng at tbe time of tbe 
concoiesion thereof witliin those dominions, and to deal with tbe accosed 
according to tbe jarisdiction of tbe Court, and in conformity with tbe provi- 
sions of this Order; or where the crime or offence is triable and ia to be tried 
in England, to take the preliminary examination, and to commit tbe accused 
for trial, and cause or alfow him to be takeu to England. 

268. Where a person cha:|;ed with a crime or oSeaoe escapes or removes 
from the Consnlar district within which tbe crime or offence was coojnaitted, 
and is found within another Consular district, the Court wllbin wboee district 
he is found may proceed iu tbe case to examination, trial on iodictmeut, and 
punish men t, or to sammary trial (as the case may require), ia like manner as 
if the crime or offence had been oomwitted in its own district; or may, on the 
requisition or with the coosent of the Court witbio whose diatrict the crime 
or offence was committed, send him in cnatody to that Court, or require him 
to eive security for hie surrender to that Court,, there to answer the charge 
and to be dealt with sccordiog to law. 

Where any person is to be so sent in custody| a warrant sbsll be issned 
by the Court witbiu whose dietriot he is found, aud that warrant shall be 
sufficient authority to auy person to whom it is direoted to receive and detain 
the person Cberein named, and to caiTy him to and deliver him up to 
Court within whose dietrict the crime or ofieace was committed, according 
to the warrant. 

264. Where a warmnt or order of arrest is issued by a competent authority 
in Malta for the apprehensioo of a subjeot, a native of Malta, or of any of 
its dependencies, who is accused of having committed a crime or offence 
within the jurisdiction of the aothority iasoing tbe warrant or order, sod who 
is, or is supposed to be, in the Ottoman dominions, aod the warrant or order 
is produced to riie Court, the Court may back tho warrant or order, and the 
same, when so backed, shnil be sufficient authority to any person to whom it 
was originally directed, and also to any conetahle or any other officer of the 
Court by wbioh it is ^cked, to appiubend the accused at any place lu the 
Ottoman dominions where the Court becking tbe warrant or order has juris¬ 
diction. and to carry him to aud deliver him up at Malta, according to the 
warrant or oider. 

265. Where a subject is ohsrged with tbe commission of a eriroe or 
offence, the cognizance whereof appertains to tbe Ccort, and Itia expedient 
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that the crime or oCeaee beiaquued of, tried, determined, and punished within 
Her Hajestj’e doniDions elsewhere than m England, the ancuW nay (under 
the roreigu lurisdiction Aet, section 4) be aent for trial aa follows, namely,— 
with reepeot to narive Indian sub^cote, to Bombay, and with respect to other 
subjects, to Xalta. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court or the Court for Egypt nay, where it 
appears so enpedieut, by wen ant ooder hie band and the seal of that Court, 
cause tbe accused to be sent for trial to Bombay or to Malta (aa the case may 
require) sccor^ogly. 

The warraut shall be*sc£cieDt authority to any parson to whom it is 
directed to receive and detain the person therein oaroed, aod to carry him to 
and deliver bin up to Bombay or to Malta (as the case oiay be), accn:diog to 
the warrant. 

Where any person is to be so sent to Bombay or to Malta, the Court 
before which he is charged shall tabs the preliminary examination, and shall, 
bind over such of the proper witoeseea aa are subjects or protected persooe in 
their own recognizances to appear and gire euideoce on the trial.

Other crimes and oSenoes above the degree of misdemeanour, tried before 
tbe Supreme Court, and not beard and ^etermjoed by summary trial, shall, 
subject to the provisions of this Order, be tried with a jury, or, where, in 
the opiuioD 0 ^ the Judge, a joiy cannot he obtained, with an assessor or 
aseeesers. 

A crime or odence tried before the Supreme Court may he tried with a 
jury, or, where, In the opiuioo of the Jndge, a jnry cannot be obtained, with 
an assessor or assessors, if tbe Judge or Assistant Jndge so directs. 

Subject to tbe foregoing provisions, each clsssee of criminal oases being 
within the origioal jurisdi^ion (ordinary or concurrent) of the Supreme Court 
and tried before that Court, as the Jndge, having regard to the law and practice 
existing in England, from time to time directs, sb^l be heard and determined 
by summary trial. 

Tbe Asristant Judge of the Supreme Court shall hear aud determine, by 
sum nary trial, such criminal cLa^ee as may under this Order he properly so 
beard and det^mined, rind as are from time to time referred to him by the 
Judge. 

267. All oruuee which in England are capita), tried in Egypt, shall, 
lohject to tbe provisions of this Order, be tried by the Jndge of the Court 
for Egypt with a jnry, or, where, in the opinion of the Judge, a jory cannot 
be obtained, with an assessor or assessors. 
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Other cricoes and offacices nbove the de^ee of niedeoeAnoar, tried before 
the Court for E^ype, and not heard and determined b 7 euminarj trial ehalj 
aabjeot to the proTielone of thia Order, be tried with a jory, or, wbare/in the 
opiowa of the Jud^, a jurj cannot be obtained, with an aeaessor or 
aeaeseora, 

A oricoe or offence tried before that Conrfc may be tried with a jnry; or, 
where, in the opinion of the Judge, a jury cannot be obtained, witti an 
aesessor or aseeesora, if the Jndge ao directe. 

Subject to the foregoing proffisione, euch claeses of erfmInal caeea being 
With 10 the or:|inai jnrisdictlon (ordinary or concdrrent) of the Coart for

278. Where the onme or oSeoce with which ao aeooeed perMn a charge.^ 
before the Provincial CoorC appears to the Coart to be eocb that, il proved, 
would not be adequately puniehed by such puDiahment aa tbe Court has power 
to impoee, and tbeacoased ie not to be sent for trial lo Englaod, Bombay, or 
Malta, the Court ahall reserve the oaee'—in Egypt, to be heard and determined 
by or coder tbe direotioc of tbe Cocrt for Egypt^and elsewhere to be beard 
and determined by or coder tbe direction of the Sopreme Court. 

Tbe Court aball take the depositions, acd forthwith seed them, with a 
mincte of other evideoce, if any, and a report oc tbe case, to the Cocrt for 
Kgypt or the Sopreme Cocrt, aa the case may be. 

The Coart for Egypt or the Scpreine Conrt, as the case may be, shall 
direct in what mode acd where, eooaiatectly with the proTiaioos of this Orderj 
the case shall be heal'd acd determined, and tbe same shall be so heard and 
determined accordingly.

274. In every case, whether the charge is or is not such aa most or may 
be beard and determined by summary trial, the Court shall proceed, if tbe 
accused is not already in custody, either by way ofaummoDs to him, or by 
way of warrant for his apprebensiou in the first instance, acoording to the 
nature and eircamstances of tb4 esse. 

For tbe iescing of a saamons tbe charge need not be pet in writicg or 
to be sworn to, unless the Co art so directs. 

The ptfson effeotisg service aball attend at tbe time and place mentioned 
in the sucamous to prove service. 

blotwithstanding tbe issuing of a snmmoDS, a werract may be issaed at 
any time before or after the time appointed in the sommons for the appear- 
anoe of the accused. 

A warrant aball Botbeissced in the first instance, noUss the oharge ie 
in writing on the oath of tbe person laying tbe charge or of some witness. 

If a person sumoioned does not obey tbe summons, the Court may (after 
proof of the service of tbe summons) issne a wairaut for his appiebecaion. 

A warrant need not he made returnable at any particular time, bnt may 
remain in force until eMcctad. 

It may be ereouted by tbe apprehension of the accused at any place 
within the particular JurisdiotiOQ, and in case of fresh pursuit it may bs exe¬ 
cuted atacy place io another Consular district without application to tlie 
Court for Uiat district.

A general aaarob warrant aball not 2>e granted.

277. Tbe Coart may order a person convieled before it, by sammary 
trial or on iadictmeot, to pay all or any specified part of the expeoees of bis 
prosecution, or of bis imprisonment or other pnnisbmsnt, or of b<^. 

Where it appears to tbe Court that a charge is nsalicious, or frivolous 
aud vexatious, tbe Court may order tbe prosecutor to pay all or aoy speoibed 
paii of the expenses of tbe proeecotlon. 

In these respective cases the Court may order that the whole, or sneb 
portion as the Court tbinhs fit, of tbe expenses so paid be paid over to the pro* 
secutor or to tbe accused (ae the oskse may be). 

In all cases the reasons of tlie Court for making or refusing any such 
order shall be recorded in the mi cutes.

278. The Court may^ if ittidaks fit, order a person convicted before it, 
by summary trial or on iodictmeni, of an assault, bo pay to the person assault' 
ed, by way of damages, n sum not exceeding 10^.

Bnt if any varinnoc between the otiarge and the evidence appears to the 
Conrt to he ench that the accused has been thereby deceived or misled, the 
Court may adjoarn the hearing. 

t87. At any time before or during the bearing of the charge, the Conrt 
may, if it thinks ht, for reasons recorded in the miontea, adjourn the 
hearing. 

Ad adjonmment ordered for any oanse ebali be made to a certaiD time 
and place appointed and stated at the time of adjouriirornb in the presence 
and bearing of tbs parties or their reepeouve counsel or attorneys. 

During an adjournment the Conrt may, lu its discretion, according to 
the natore and oircumsUnces of each case, eitlier suffer the acensed to go 
at large, or commit him by wairsnt to such prison or other place of seounty, 
or to such other safe custody, as the Court thinks fit, or may discharge him 
oa his entenng into a rec^nieance, with or without surety or sureties, at 
the discKtion of the Court, for bis appearance at the time and place of ad¬ 
journment.

to be speciBed iu (be warrant, are sooner paid. 

Tbe penon cornmittad nay pay tbe sum mentioned in tbe warrant, with 
the amount of expenses therein menticned (if any) to tbe ^raon in whose 
enatody he is, and that persou sbaU thereupon disebarga him if he is in 
custody for no other matter. 

The commitment, in case of a Proviooisl Court held before an unoom- 
missioued Consular Officer, shall not be for more tban foarteen days, and in 
any other case shall not be for more tbau two months. 

291. ‘VC^bere a eonvietion does not order the payment of money, bnt 
orders that the offender be ioprisoued, the Cnuit shall issue a waiTant of 
coinmitoieut accoidingly.

'Whatever the accused then says shall be writleo down, and shall be read 
over to him, aud shall be kept with the depositions. 

293. If the Coovb considers &e eTidence sufficient to pnt tbe accased 
on bb trial, the Cvort sbal) order that hs be (Tied on indictment, aud shall 
until the trial either admit him to bail or aend biro to prison for safe keeping. 

299. Where the oharge is not of a crime which Id England is capital, 
but b of a crime or offence above the degree of misdemeanour, and is to be 
fried before the Soprems Court or the Coart for Egypt, and the trial is to be 
bud where a jury cau be obtained, Cbeo tbe Court, on ordering that the 
accnsed be tried ou indictmect, shall ask bim whether or not be wishes to be 
tried with a jury.

A person may be admitted to bail at any time after be has been ordered 
to be Cried on iudictmeot. 

501. The accused who is to be admitted to bail, either on remand or on 
or after trial oi’drred, shall produce such surety or so reties as, in tbe opinion 
of the Court, will be sufficieirt to ensure bis appearance ae and when required, 
and shall with him or tbem cuter into a recognisance accordingly.

If a person refuses to enter into a recognisance, the Court may send Kim 
to prison, there to remain until after the trial, unless iu tbe meantime be enters 
Into a reoognisanoe. 

But if afterwards, from want of sufficient eTidenoe or other cause, the 
accused is discharged, tbe Court shall order that tbe person imprisoned for so 
refusing be also disob arged. 

SOS. Tbe room or plxce in which the preliminary esamiDation is held is 
not an open or public Court for that purpose, and tbs ConK may, if it thinks 
that tbe ends of justice will be best answered by so doing, order that no per¬ 
son have access to, or be or remaiu io, that room or place without the express 
permissiou of tbe Court. 

S04. A person who bae been ordered to be tried on iodictmeat sbaU be 
entitled to have a copy of the dspositions on paymeut of u reasocabls mm 
Dot exceeding Qd. for every 100 words, or, if tbs Conrt tbiuks fit, without 
payment. 

IBe Court shall, at the time of ordering tbe trial, inform him of tbe 
sfiect of this provision. 

806. The written charge (if any), tbe depositions, tbe statement of tbe 
accused, tbe recogoiaances <a prosecutor and witnesses, aud tbe recoguissnees 
of bail (if any), shall be oa^ully transmitted in proper time to the Court 
before which the trial is to be held. 

306. Tbe Supreme Court shall, when retired by tbe Becretsry of State, 
send to him a report of tbe sentence of tbe Coort in any case tried on iodiot* 
meot, with a copy of tbe minutes and notes of efideuee and with any observ¬ 
ations wbicb the Court thinks fit to mike. 
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The Coprt for Egfpi aod every ProviDcial Court ebftU forthwith seod to 
tbs Soprems Court ft report of tlie sentenoe of the Court io every ease tried on 
indictmecl/, with a copy of the miniitee aud notes of evidetioe aod with any 
observftCioiie which the Court thiuke fit to make. The Supreme Court 
shall, when required by the Secretary of State, traosiuft the same to him, 
with ftoy obsertatious wbioh the Court thioke ht tu make. 

OH Law to SuruuB Couet. 

907. Where ft person is convicted, either by summary trial or on indiot* 
ment, h^nre ft Court other than the Supreme Court (ia this providon referred 
to fts the Court below)— 

(i) if he coasidere tbe conviction erroneous in law, then* on this applU 
cation {uulees it appears merely frivolous, whea it may be refused) > or, 

(ii) if the Court below thioks lit to reserve for consideration of the 
Supreme Court any question of law arising oa the trial: 

tbe Court below shall state a case, settiog ont the facte and the grounds of 
tbe oonviotion, aod the question of law, and send it to the Supreme Conrt. 

Thereupon the Court below eball, as it thinks fit, either postpone judg* 
toeaton tbe eouvictloo, or respite ezeontion of tbe judgment, aod either 
commit the person convicted to prison, to take secnrity for him to appear and 
receive judgment, or to deliver himself for ezecution w the judgment (as the 
ttse may require) at ao appointed time and place. 

The Snpreme Court shsil hear and finally and determine tbe matter, and 
thereupon e'ball reverse, affirm, or smeod the jndgcneat given [or eet it aside, and 
Older an entry to be made iu tbe minutes that in the judgment of the Supreme 
Court the person ougi^C Qot to have been convicted], or order judgment to be 
given at a subsequent sitting of the Court below,—or make such other order 
as the Supreme vouit thinks juet,^and shall also give all necessary and 
proper consequential directiooe. 

The jad?ment of the Sopieme Court shell be delivered in open Conrt, 
after the public hearing of ftoy argument offered on bebalf of the proeeoution 
or of the person convicted. 

Before delivering judgment tbe Supreme Conrt may. If neoeesary, cause 
the case to be amended by the Ccart below. 

9.—PcnrisBUBNT. 

SOS. The Supreme Court may, if it thicke fit, by warrant under the 
band of the Judge and the seal of the Court, cause an offender convicted before 
any Court aud sentenced to imprisonment to be eent to, and imprisoned at, 
any place in the Ottoman dominiuos approved for that purpose by tbe Secre^ 
tary of State.

Malta or Gibraltar. 

The Snpreme Conrt or the Cenrtfor Egypt may, by warrant nnder the 
band of the Judge and tbs seal of tbe Conrt, cause the offender to be sent to 
Bombay or Malta or Gibraltar (as the case may rec|nire), in order that the 
sentence may be there carried into effect accordingly. 

Tbe warrant shall be snfRcient euihority to any person to wLoin it is 
directed to receive and detun the person tbereio named, and to carry him to 
and deliver bim up at tbe place named, according to tbe warrant. 

310. The Supreme Court may, if it thinks fit, report to the SecrcUy 
of State, recommending a mitigation or remission of any poniehment award* 
ed by any Conrt; aud thereupon the punishment may be mitigated or 
remitted. 

But such a reconimendatioD shall not be made with respect to a pnnish> 
ment awarded by a Court other than the Supreme Court, except on the 
recommendation of that other Court, or on the dissent of the assessors or 
assessor, if any, from the conviction or from the amount of paniehment 
awavded.

Sll. ti) Where it is proved that there is reasonable ground to appebend 
that a subject or protected person is ahont to commit a breach of the 
public peace, or that the acts or conduct of a subject or protected person 
are or is likely to produce or iiioite to a breach of tbe poblic peace, tbe 
Court may, if it thinks fit (for reasons recorded in the minulee), eaus© him 
to be brought befete it and require him to give security to the satisfaction of 
the Court to keep the peace/ot for his future good behaviour, as the case may 
require: 

(ii) Where a enhject or protected person is convicted of a crime or 
offence before tbe Conrt, or before a Court in the sentence of which one of 
Hep Majesty’s Consular Officers concore, t)ie Coort]for tbe dielrict in which 
he is may, if it thinks fit, require him to give security to the satisfaction of 
the Court for hie future good bebavlonr, and for that purpose may (if need be) 
caoee bim to be brought before tbe Court: 

In cither of these cases, if the person required togive security fnila to 
do so, tbe Court may order that he be deported from tbe Ottoman dominions 
to such place as tbe Court direoto. 

The Conrt shall not however, without the consent of the pereon to be 
deported, direot the deporation of a native Indian snbject to any place other 
than Bombey,—or of a native of Malta or of any of ita depeodenciea to any 
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pIno« Other than Malta,—or of a natioe of Gibrallw to aoy place other than 
Gibraltar,—or nf apereon notbein^ a oatWe Indian enbjeot and being a nntive 
of an; part of HerMajeatj's dominions other than Malta, Ite dependeuciee, or 
Gibraltar, to an; place other than Engifti^d. 

A Court other than the Sopreme Coort or the Court for Egypt abnl! 
report to tb© Supreme Court an; order of deportation made by it, and the 
grinds thereof, before the ordur is executed. The Sopreme Court rosy 
reverse the order, or may confirm it with or without vaviation, and jo case 
of confirmatioa shall direct it to be carried into effect. 

The person to be deported shall be detained in custody nntll a fit oppor¬ 
tunity for bia deportation occurs. 

He shall, as soon se is practicable—and in the case of a pereoa convicted 
either after exeootion of the sentence or wbUe it is in course of execution 
, ombarked in cnstody onder lAe warrant of the Supreme Court, or, as 
jB«rds Egypt or tbs Court for Egypt, on board one of Her Majesty’s vMsela 
<?war, or if ^ere is no such vessel available, then on board aoy Bntish or 
other fit vessel bound to the place of deportation. 

The warrant shall be snfiioient antbority to the commander or master of 
toe vessel to receive and detain the person tbereiii oatned, aud to carry him 
to, and deliver him np a-t, tbs place named, according to the warrant. 

Tbs Coart may order the person to be deported to pay all or any part 
of tbs expenses of his deportation. Subject tbsreto, the expensesof deport¬ 
ation ehall be defrayed as thssipanses relating to dietoesBed Bntieh aubieots 
are defrayed, or in Boch other manner as the Secretary of State from tim© to 
time directs. 

The Supreme Coart and the Court for Egyi^t (as the case may be) shall 
forthwith report to the SecreUry of State any order of deportation made or 
confirmed by it and tbs grouuds thereof; nnd shall also inform thereof Her 

Majesty's Ambassador, MIoietor, or Charge d’Afiaiies at the Sublims Ottcn 

msD Porte. 

If any person deported noder this or any former order returns to the Otto¬ 
man dominions tvitbout j>ermlssion in wrltiog of the Secretary of Stnto (which 
uermlssion the Secretary of State may give), he shall be deemed gmlty of an 
ofience av^ainrt this order, and shall for evevy such cffeacebs liable to jropnson- 
ment for'^not more than one mouth, with or witlmnt hard labour, and witii or 
without a fine of not more than lOi., or to a flue of not more than tDl alone; 
and he shall alto be liable to be forthwith again deported, and sbakl not be 
eotitUd to r^istratiou under this order. 

And the RIgbt Hononrable the Ewl Granville, and the Eight Honourable 
the Earl of Limberley, and (he Most Noble toe Dube of Argyll, three of Her 
Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, and the Lords Commissioners of lbs 
Admiralty, arete give the Deocssai y diredaous hereio, as to them may res-

United States, or tbe meroLandIze they may wish to buy; but tbe trade shall 
be free on both sides to sell or buy, or exchange, on the terme and for the 
prices tbe owners nay think fit; and whenever tbe said citizens of tbe United 
States nay think fit to depart, they aball be at liberty to do so; and if any 
officer of Sultan shall oontraTsoe this Article he ehali he severely ponisbed. 
lb is naderstood and agreed, however, that the arydea of muskets, powder, 
and ball can only be sold to the Oovemmeot io tbe Island of Zanzibar, but 
in all other porta of the Snltan tbe said manitioos of war may be freely sold 
without any restriction whatever to tbe highest bidder.

Vessels of the United Slates entering any port within the Sultan’s domi¬ 
nions shall pay no more than five per cent, duties on Ihe cargo landed, and 
this shall be in full oonsideration of all import ood expert duties, tontine, 
license to trade, pilotage, anchorsgo, or any other charge whatever.

Abticlb %. 

Tbe sabjscts of Synd Sneed bio Saltan, the Saltan of Maskat, shall be 
at liber^ to enter, reside in, trade with, and pass with their merchaudme 
tbroogb, France; and the French shall, in like manner, hare similar liberty 
with regard to tbe territories of Synd Sneed bin Solum, the Sultan of 
Maskat. The sebjects of both tbe GoTersments shall haye all the piiTil^es 
which are or may he conceded by the rttpectiTe Governments to the subjects 
of the most favonred nationa. 

ABTroLi 3. 

The French shall be at liberty to purchase, sell, or rent land, boases 
or warebcuaee, in the dominions of Syud Sueed bin Sultan, tbe Snltaa of 
Moekat. The hoosesjwareboasas, or other premisca occapied by tbe French, 
or by pereone io tbeir service, shall not be forcibly entered without ^e per¬ 
mission of the French Consul. They absU not be prevented from leafing the 
dommiona of Syud Sneed bin Sultan wbeaever they wish to do bo.

The eubjecta of S;ad Sneed bin SnlUn, tbe Sdtan of Maskat, aotaallf 
ia the earvioe of ibe French, ehnil enjoy the earns privilegee 'trhicb are 
granted to the French thecDeeWeB; but if snob enbjecte of His Higbneae 
eball be convicted of any arime or itifroction of ibe iatv, they abatl be 
(llschai'ged by the French, and delivered over to the anthoriliae of the 
place. 

, AiTlOLS 5. 

The two high contracting parties acknowledge reciprocally the right of 
appointing Consule to reside in eaeb other's dominions, wherever the interests 
of commerce may require the presence of snoh ofScera; and each Consnla 
shall at all times be placed in the country in which they reside on the footing 
of the CoobqIs of the most favoured nations. Bach of the high contracting 
parties feither sgreee to permit his own eubjects to be appoint^ to Consalsr 
offices by the o&er contracting party, provided always that the persons so 
appointed shall not begin to act witbont the previous approbation of the 
Sovereign whose subjects they maj be. The public fnnetio&ariee of either 
Government, residing in the dominions of tbe other, shall enjoy the same 
privileges, immnnities^ smd exemptions which are enjoyed within the same 
aocnioions by similar public fanotionaries of other countries.

Tbe authorities of the Sultan of Maskat shall not interfere in disputes 
between the Frenob, or between the French sod tbe subjeote of other Christian 
nations. 'When differences aviso between a subject of tbe Sultan of Maskat 
and a Frenchman, it* tbe former be tbe eomplainaot, the eause shall be heard 
by the Freooh Consul; bnt if a Frenchman be the complainant against soy of 
tbe snbjects of tbe Soltan at Maskat, or against any Mahomedaos, then the 
cause shall be decided by the authorities of tbe Sultan of Maskat, or by his 
deputy; but in each case the cause shall not be decided, except in tbe presence 
of the French Consol, or hie deputy, who shall attend at the Court, la 
causes between a Frenchmau and a subject of tbe Sultan of Maskat, tbe 
evidence of a man proved to have given false toetimony on a fanner occasion 
shall not be received. A cause to be decided by the French ^neul shall be 
tried in tbe presence of the Sultan of Maskat, or a person acting for him. 

AntiCLB 7. 

The property of a French subject who may die in any part of the domi¬ 
nions of tbe Sniton of Maskat, or of a subject of the Saltan of Maskat who 
may die in auy part of the French dominioos, shall be deliveied over to the 
eiecntor or admioistrator of the deceased, or, in default of such executor or 
ndminiutrator, to the respective Couaula of the contracting parties.

If a Freuebman sliall become bankrupt in (he dominions of the Sultan 
of Maskuti the French Consul eball take possession of all the property of

to a foil discharge from bis ei’editora, and be aha!I not at any time afterwards 
be required to make op the defleisnev, nor shall an; propnit; be ma; after¬ 
wards acquire be considered liable for pnrpose. But the Preoeh Consol 
shall ase hia endeavours to obtain for tbe beoefit of the CTeditore ell the pro> 
pert; of the haokrapl It shall also be inoombent upon tbe Coneof to 
ascertain that everyt^iing poeeessed b; the baokiapi at tbe time when be 
became insolvent has been gtven op. 


Asticls 9. 

If a snbjeet of the Saltan of Maskat owes a debt to a Frenchman, the 
Soltan or ms depntres shall orge the former to pay t)ie olaicn of the latter. 
Id like manner, the Prenoh Consol shall enjoin a Fi'enobman to pay a debt 
doe by him to a subject of the Soltan of Maskat. 

Aanots 10. 

Ko duty exceeding five per cent, shall be levied on goods imported bv 
French vessels into me dominioos of Syod Sueedbin Soltan, the Snltan of 
Maskat. If a vessel of other natiooe imports any geode into the temtories 
of tbe Soltan of Maskat, and pays lass doty thtt five peroent,, the same 
dn^ only shall be levied on eimilar grtods i reported by a French vessel into 
tbe said territories. A Freoob vessel after ehe hae paid the duty of five per 
cent., shall not be eobject to any other chargee, such as anchorage, pllotogee, 
etc., nor ehall any charge be made on that part of tbe cargo which may 
remain on board a Free oh vessel; bot if the vessel shall go to another part 
of the dominions of the Sultan of Maskat, duty shall be ^vied at five per 
cent. The above-mentioned duty having onoe been paid, the goods may be 
sold, by wholesale or retail, wjtbont paying any farther duty. No charge 
whatever shall be mads on French vsesels which may enter any of the ports 
of the Soltan of Maskat for the parpoee of refitting, or for refreshments, or 
to inquire about tbe state of tbe market; and they eball enjoy the same 
privileges which sra enjoyed (by the vessels) of the most favoured nations. 

AanciB 11. 

No vessel shall be prohibited from importing into, or exporting from, 
the territories of tbe Sultan of Maskat any kind of. merchandize. The trade 
shall be perfectly free in the said territoriee, subject to the above-mentioned 
doty and to no other. Tbe Freneh ehall be at liberty to buy and eell from 
wbomeoever and to whcmscever they choose; bat they shall not trade in tbe 
articles of ivory and gum copal on that part of the East Coast of Afiica from 
tbe port Tongate. situated in 5i degrees of south latitude, to the port of 
Cnlva, lying in nine duress eonth of the equator, both ports iaolnaive. But 
if the English or Americans, or any other Christian nation, should carry on 
this trade, tbe French shall, in like manner, be at lilter^ to do so.

1£ aD7 dieputaii ebculd arise id the dominions of the Sol tan of Alashat 
fis to the Talae of goods which shall W imported hj ^'reach merohaato, and 
on which the dutj of five per oect. is to be levied, tbe Cnstom Master, or 
other persoQ acting oq tbe part of the Sultan of Maskat, shall, when practi* 
cable, reeeiTS one^twentietb («rt of the goods, and the merchant shall then 
be sabject to no fortbsr demand on account of cnetoms on tbs revaiBing 
goods io ao;^ part of tlie dominions of the Sultan of M&skat to which be 
may transport them. But if tbe Custom Msaier sboold object to levy the 
duty in the manner aforesaid, by taking onS'tweQtieib part of the goods, 
or if tbs goods sbonld net admit of being so divided, then tbe point ia dlapate 
shall be referred to two competent persons, one cbosea by the Custom b1 aster, 
and tbe other by ^e sierobant, who sbsli make a valuation of the goods;

The French shall be at liberty to hire or erect hooeee aod warehouses at 
Zanzibar or anywhere else.

Any engagements which may have been entered mto previously to tins 
are oull and void, and are not to be acted upon or attended to.

The present eonventiou shall be ratified, aod the ratificationa thereof 
shall be excbaoged, at Maekat or Zanzibar, as soon as possible, and within 
tbe space of fifteen months from tbe date hereof.

On the 4tb Febmaiy 1S46, the ratifications of tbe foregoing Treaty 
were exchanged between liis Higbuess tlie Imam of Msskat aud Com¬ 
modore Monsieur Bomain Desfoss^, on tbe part of tbe King of the 
Ereuob. Previous to the esebange of tbe ratifications. Pis Highness 

requested from Commodore Moueieur Des- 
fose&* an explanation of tl»e precise meaning 
«i Article XVn of tha Tre.ty, «ho repl«d 
that the said Article woe coneidered as having 
reference to matters simply and purelv of a commercial uatore. Tbeexobaoge 
of ratifications then took place, His High uses the Imam previously affixing 
thereto the following deoUrstion:—

And whereas it is expedient to make provision for the due and cfieetual 
exercise of suoh power and jurisdiotion. 

1, Now, therefore, in pnrsuanoo aud by virtue of the said recited Act 
of Parliametit, Her Majesty is pleased^ by and with the advice of Her Privy 
Council, in order, and it is hereby ordered, that Her Majesty's Consuls 
appointed to reside iu tbs dominions of the Sultan of Muscat sh^l bavs full 
power and authority to carry into effect aud to enforce by the means aod in 
the maDoer hereinafter mentioned and provided, the oburvance of the s^pu* 
lationa of a^ Iteaty or Convention, or of auy JUgulations appended to any 
Treaty or UoDventioD now existing, or which may hereafter be made between 
Her Majesty, her heirs and saccessors, and the Saltan of Muscat, his hsirs 
and successors; and to make and to enforce by 6ne or iroprisonment, or both. 
Bales and B^ulations for the observance of the etipolation of any such 
Treaty or Convention and for the peace, order, ond good government of Her 
Maje^a sobjects being wichiu the dominions of the Saltan of Muscat, bis 
heirs and succeeeore. 

%. And it is further ordered, that a copy of all ench Roles and Regu¬ 
lations made by the said Consul ahill forthwith bs atBxed, aod kept affixed 
aud exhibited in eome conspicuous place in the public office of the said 
Consul, and that printed copies of the esld Rules and Evgnlations eb^, as 
soon OS possible, be provideif by the said Consnl, and eold at a price not 
exceeding one dollar for each copy; aod for the purpose of convicting any 
pereuii ufEendiug against the said Rules and ReguVtions aod for all other 
purples of law whatsoever, a printed copy of the said Rules and Regulations, 
certihed under the band of the said Cooeul to be a true copy thereof, shall be

And it is further ordered that it shall he lawful for Her Majesty’s 
Consul ae aforesaid, upon informaUoo or npoa the complaint of any person 
that a British sabject ^ Tiolnted any of the atipalationa of any Treaty or 
Convention, or or any Begulations appended to any Treaty or ConTeu^on, 
between Her Majesty and the Sultan of Muscat, or has disregarded or in-

fi. And it is farther ordered, that if aoy person who shall have commit* 
ted or been charged with any breach of or offence ngainst any such Treaty 
or Convention, or any suoh Rules sod Regulations os sfoMsaid, shall escape 
or remove fmm tbe Consular Distriot wUbio which tbe fact mu oommitt^, 
and shaU be found within another Ooneular District, it shall be lawful for 
tbe Consul, within which distviet snob person sball be so found, to proceed 
against him in the same manner as if the fact had been committed within 
sooh distiiot. 

6. And it is farther ordered, that all salts, diapntee, difference, and 
causes of litigation of a civil nature, arising betwe^ British subjects within 
the dominions of the Saltan of Moecat, shall be heard and determined by Her 
Majeety^s Consul, who sfiall be tbe sole judge and arbiter thereof respectively; 
subject nevertheless to an appeal agaicist the decision of the Consul tberea, 
to the High Court of Bombay, in oa»es where the som or nsatter at issue is 
of the amount or valoe of SOO dollars or upwards: Provided always, that 
tbe party intending so to appeal against the decision of tbe said Consol shall, 
within fifteen days after the determinatioo of tbe case by tbe Coovol by 
himself, or his Agent, give to tbe Cousol notice in wrUing of bis 

to the snid High Court of Bombay; wbsrsupon. tbe Consul shall, as sp^ily 
as possible, tmnsmit to tbe said High Court all the docomenls which were 
produced before bim in tbs case, snd none other, togetlisr with a statement 
of the evidence taken before him in tiie case and of the grounds on which 
bis decision was formed, and shall forthwith notify to the several parties 
tbe transmission of the said proceedings to the said High Court: Provided 
also that it shall be lawful for the Consul to require from aoy person so 
appearing to the said High Court reasonable security to consist in part of 
one or two sufficient soretiee to be approved by tbe Consul, that each person 
so applying will duly prosecute bis »peal, and will abide by the decision 
tu be given therein by the said High Court, and that in such cose appeal 
shall fail, be will answer and satisfy all costs, loss, and damages sustains by 
tbe other party by reason of such appeal. 

7. And it is further ordered that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty's 
Consul to summon not leas than two, and not more than foor, disinterested 
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Britisb subjects of good repute to sit frith bica as assessors at t1is hearing of 
sQf snit, dispute, difFerenee, or cease of Htigatiou whatever of a oivil nature 
brought before him for decision, and i» case the sum soagbt to be recovered 
shall exceed 500 dollars, such suit shall not be heard hj the Consul without 
assessors, if within & reasonable time each assessors can be procured; bat the 
aBSfBSors aforesaid shell have no anthority to decide on the toerite of such 
suits, but in the erect of euoh assessors, or an^ of them dissenting from the 
decision of the Consol, the Consol shall enter the fact of snob dissent and the 
gronnds thereof in tbs minutes of the proceedings, and in ease of appeal shall 
transmit the same to the High Coart of Bombay, together with tbe doou> 
meats relating to tbe sait. 

8. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her Majestj^s 
Consnl to eoforce his decision in favour of or agaiost a British subject iu a 
<arii suit, dispQte, diSerSDCe, or cause of li^gstion hy distress and sale or 
imprisonment, in like manner as a decision of the High Court of Bombay 
in a civil suit is enforced within the aame. 

9. And it is further ordered, that in case of an appeal to the High Court 
of Boiribaj from tbe decision of Her Majesty a Consnl, it shall be lawful for 
the said High Court upon sncb forms as to costs and otberwise as it shall 
think proper to admit any further legal evidence, besides that adduced before 
tbs Consnl on its being setablisbed Lo the aatisfaction of the said High Court 
by oath or affidavit, that the party desiring to produce such further evidence 
was ignorant of tbe existenoe of such evidence, or was taken hy aurpiise at 
tbe hearing before the Consul, or was nnabls to produce it before the Consul 
sfter due aud reasonable diligeoce and exertion on his part, or where, under 
tbe circumstances of tbe oase, it shall appear to the said High Court that 
further evideuce oagbt to be received. 

10. And it is further ordered, that Her Majesty’s Consul shall have I 

power in any civil suit, dispute, differsuce, or cause of litigation to examine > 

on oath, or in such form aud with such ceremonies as tbe witness may declare 

to ha biuding ou bis conscience any wituesa who may appear before him and 
shall have power, on the application of any party in such suit, to issue a com¬ 
pulsory crder for the atCeudauce of any person being a British subject who 
may be competent to give evidence in such suit; and any British subject who 
shall have been duly served with any eucb compulsory order, and with a 
reasonable notice of tbe day of bseringof such enit, end upon hie espeuses 
of appearing as a witness having been paid, or ten tiered to him by the party 
at whose applfcation he shall have been ordered to atteud shall, on his wilful 
default to appear aa a witness at the hearing of such auit, be pnuished with 
a fine not exceeding 100 dollars, or with imprUonzuent fora peiiod not ex¬ 
ceeding thirty days at tbe discretiou of tbe said Consol. 

11. Every witness, being a British subject, so examined on oath, 
whether before the Consul, or before a Eadi, or other nffieer of (be Mnsoat 
Crovernoect duly authorised to act judicially, who shall in any snob examin- 
atba give wilfoBy false lectimony, may he convioted of and punished for the 
crime of wilful aud corrupt perjury. 


1 
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12. And iiis fuvtli«r ortjered, tbflt it shall bs lawful for Har Majeatf'a 
Consul to proDOto tho aattlemeot of any civil suit, diapate, difference^ or cause 
of litigation hy amicable agreement between the parties, asd with the 
conaent of the eeseral parties, to refer the decision of a suit oe oontecition to 
one or more arbitrators, and to take security from the partise that thej' will 
be bound hy the remit of saob arbitration, aod the award of such arbitrator 
or arbitiatore shall be, to all intents and pnrposes, deemed aud taben to be a 
indgmenb or sentence of Her Majesty’s Consol in auob civil suit, dispute, 
difference, or cause of litigation, and shall be entered nod recorded as such, and 
shall have the like effect and operation, and shall be enforced acoordmgly, and 
shall be final and conclusive to all intents and purposes, and shall not ^ open 
to appeal, unless the sanss shall, within a reason able tims, have been ordered 
by the Consul to be set aside, on tbe grontid that it is not Hoal, or is defectlvs, 
or that tbe arbitrator or arbitrators have exceeded their aetbority, or have 
been guilty of misconduot in tbe matter. 

IS. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty’s 
Consul to cause to be apprehended and brought before him any firitisu sub-* 
jset vrbo may be obarged with having commit^ any crinss or offence within 
the dominions of tbe Snltau of Muscat, and such Consol shall therenpon pro> 
ceed witih all convenient speed to inquire of the same, and for sneb purpose 
shall have power to examine on oatb, or is eueb form and wicli anch ceremony 
as tbe witness sball declare to be binding on bis coo science any witness who 
nay appear before him to ^ove tbe charge > sod also shall have power to 
compel any peinon being a British sobject, who may be competent to give 
evidence ae to the gnilt or innocenoe of tbe party so barged to appear and 
give evidence, and to puoisli tbe wilful default of any each person to appear 
and give evidence, after reasonable notice of tbe day of tbe beariog of sooh 
ohatge, by fine or imprison meat in like nanner as is provided in Article 10 of 
this Order, acd shall examine every such witness in the presenoe and hearing 
of tbe party accused, and sball afford tiie par^ accused all reasonable facility 
for cros^sxamining such witness, and shall cause the deposition of every auob 
witness to be reduced to writing, and tbe same to I'e I’esd over, and, if nsoes> 
sary, explained to tbe party aceosed, together with any other evidence that 
may have been u^;ed against him during tht conrse of the inquiry, and shall 
reqaii'e such aocaaed party to defeod himself agsiosc tiie ohaige bronght 
against him, and, if necessary, advise him of the l^;al effect of any volunlory 
confession, and sball take the evidence of any witness, whom the accueed party 
may tender to be examined In bis defence; and every witness, being a Britisu 
subiset so examined as aforesaid, who shall upon any each oocation give 
wj If ally false testimony, may be coovicled of and punished for tbe crime 
of wilfol and corrupt psrjury; and when the ease bae bee o fully inouired 
into, and tbe innocence or guilt of the person acensed has been eslablished 
to the satisfaction of the Consnl, the Consol, as tbe case may be, shall eitbei* 
discharge the party accused from custody if satisfied of bis Innocence, or 
procsea to pass sentence on bim if satisBsd of his gnilt; and it shall he 
lawfnl for tiis Consul having inquired of, tried, and determined, in tbe manner 
aforesaid any charge nbiim may be brought before bim, to award for the 
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prtj dOT)Tict«d amount of ft]DisHmsnt nob cxceading imprisonment for 
one calender montb, or a fine of fOU dollare. 

14. And it le further ovdered, that if the crime or offence whereof enr 
person being a British sulgeot may be accused before Her Majesty's Coo sol 
as aforesaid sball appear to eoch Cooeul to be of encb a nature ae, if piored, 
would not be adei^^ately ptiniehed by the iDdiution of aoch pnotshmeut aa 
aforesaid it shall be laafnl for sitcb Consul to stimrnoa not less than two, or 
nob more than four, disinterested Britiab snbiecU of good repute to sit with 
him as assessors for inC|uirio2 of, trying, and determiniDg the charges against 
such pevsoD : and the(>oanl whso he shall try any such cbai'^e with the 
assistance of assessors as aforesaid shall, if he is himself convinced of the 
guilt of the party aocuead, hsve poner to award any amoont of pnn lab merit * 
not esceediog imprison men t for twelve calender months, or a Hoe of 1,000 
dollars * and the assessors aforesaid shall have no antliority to daoide on the 
inooeeuce or guilt of the ^rty accassd, or on the smount of punishment to 
be awarded to blm on conviotion, bet in the event of tbe said assessors, or 
any of them disaenting from the oonaiction of, or from the amount of punish- 
mirA aworded to, the accased party, the assessors or assessor so dissenting 
shall he authorised to record in the minntee of the proceedings the gronnde 
on wbioh they and be may so dissent, and the Consul shall forthwith report 
t<f the High Court at Bombay tbs fuct of such dissent, and of its having 
been soiecorded intbe minntee of tbe proceedings, and shall, as soon as 
posuble, lay before the said Court copies of the whole of the dspoeitions 
and proceedings with the dissent of the assessor or assessors recorded tbersin, 
and it shell be lawful thereupon for the Court, by warrant nnder ssal addressed 
to the Coosul, to confirm or vary, or remit altogether, as to the Court may 
seem fit, tbe sentence and punishment awarded to the party accused, aod 
suoh Consul shall give immediate effect to the injunction of any such warrant: 
Provided always, that in any cose in which tbe aeeessor or assessors shall 
diseeotfrdmthe oonviction of, or from the amount of panishment awarded 
to tilt eecnsed party, it shall be lawful for Her Majesty's Consul to taie gwd 
and sufficient bail from the accused party to appear and nndergo the punish' 
ment awarded to him, povidedthe sane or any portion thereof ha confirmed 
by the Court, which punisliment so confiriued ski all commence and take effect 
from tbe day on which the decision of the Court shall be notified to the party 
accused. 

Ifi. And in order more effectually to repress crimes and offences on the 
pariof British subjects within the domieions of tbe Sultan of Mmoat, it is 
further ordeind that it shall and may be lawful for Her Majesty's Consul to 
cause any British subject, who shall have been twice convloted before him 
of any enme or oflence and punished for tbe same, and who, after execniion 
of tbe senCeuoe of the Consul, on any second conviction eh nil not be able to 
find good and safficieut eecnrity to the satisfaction of tbe Consul for his 
future good behaviour, or who having been deported under any sentence eball 
during each sentence re torn, to be sent ont of the dominione of the Sultan 
of Muscat 5 and to this end the CoDsnl shall hove power aod aotbority, aa 
soon ae may be practicable after execution of the sentence on snob second 
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conTietios, to sea d nnv such tnics oopviated party or eay penoa eo retumiag 
as ftforesski*^ to Boml>ny, and in tbe meanticoe to de^D snch party m castody 
until a BuitaUle oppor<uoity for sending him ont of the doaiaioas of the 
Sultan of M uscat shall present itself; aod any person so to be sent ont of the 
said dominions ae aforewd shall beembsrked in custody on board of one of 
Her Majesty's vessels of nu, or If there shall bo no such vessel availabU for 
eiioh pnrposd; theu on board aoj Brit'sh veas«'l bound to Bombay; and it shall 
be lawful for the Cotanander of aoy of Her Majesty’s ships of war, or of any 
Britisli veese] boimd to Bombay, to receive any such person as aforesaid undiit 
a warrant from the .Consnl Co bins addressed, ■Ttd thereupon to convey sach. 
person in custody to Bombay as aforesaid, is the same nuumer as if be were a 
distressed British snbject, no less be shall be niUiog and able himself to defray 
the expenses of his pa&esge. 

Id. And it is further order ed that In any case In whiob any British subjeot 
ehal) be accused before Her MHjesty^e Consol of tbe crime of arson or bouse* 
breelciiig, or cutting and maiming, or stabbing or wonnding, or of aoy assault 
e'tdtngeriog life, or of wilfully cansing any bodily injury dangtrooe to life, or 
of nilfnl or corrupt pei*jnry, or of engaging in or being accessory to tbe 
purchase or sale of slaves or of having slaves illegally in bis po^srsuon, the 
proceedings before the Consul ebsU be oarried on with the aid of srssesois 
convened in tbe manner afoiesaid; and it shall be lawful for tbe Coosal, if to 
bio it shall seem fit, to cause aoy person convicted before him of any of tbe 
ninieB afore^d, over and above eoy fins or insprisonineni which may be 
awarded to each person, to be sent out of the dommioos of tbe 8ul^ of 
MnsCHt for snvh time as to him shall seem meet, in the manner pointed oot in 
tlie ucxt preceding Article of this Order, notwithstanding tbe crime laid to 
tlie charge of such peivon may be the first of which hs bae been convictsd 
before the Consul. 

17. And it is further ordered that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty’s 
Consol, within tbe dominioos of the Sultan of Mn»cat, upon in formation laid 
before him by one cu' more credible wlloeeaes, that there is reasonable ground 
to apprehend that any British subject is about to commit a bresich of the 
public peace, to cause inch British subject to be bronght before him, and to 
require such British subject to give sufficient secuiity to keep the p^ace, aud, 
iu the event of any Brilisb subject being convicted of and punished for a 
breach of tbe peaoe, to cause such Briliah subject, after be shall have under¬ 
gone I be punishment which may have, been awarded to him by the Coosnl, to 
fidd security Tor bis good behaviour j sud in tbe event of any British subject 
who may be required as aforesaid to give sufficient security tc keep the peace, 
or to find security for the good behaviour, being unable or wilfully omitting to 
do so, then and in any such it shall be lawful lor Her Majeety^s Ooueul 
tc seed such British subject cut of the dominions of tho SulUn of Muscat In 
tkic maoDer pointed out in Article 15 of this Order. 

1S. And it is further ordered tbat in all oasee in which a British sulo^t 
sbidl have been sent cut of the dominioos of tbs Sultan of Muscat, as provided 
iu the three next preceding Articles of this Order, tbe Consul sending him out 
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shall forthwith report such ad) of dsport«(ioo» with ths groonds of liisdeoUioo 
thereon, to the Bigh Court of Bomtaj. 

19. And it is farther ordered that it shnll be lawful for Her Majesty’s 
Coiisnl to cause to he apprehended and brought before him any British subjeoty 
who ma^ be charged with smuggling or importing into the domiuiooe of the 
mid Sultan any goods whereon aoy duty shall be charged or pajable to the 
said Sultan, wit^ the intent to erode t£e payment of such duty, cr any goods 
tl)e imporiation whereof shall be frohibited; and such Consul shall thereupon 
procmd with all cocTenient epetd to inquire into the same on oath or solemn 
aflinnatioU) arid to beartiie witoesseaon both sides with like powers and in 
like manuer in all respects aa is provided by Article 10 of this Order. And it 
shall be lawful for the Consul, having inquired into and heard the said charge, 
to determiaa tbs a me, and if he sball fiod the party guilty, if the charge 
agaiust bim shall be of importance into the said dominioos prohibited goods, 
then to award bim to pay a fine not exceeding treble the value of the said 
goods at the current price of the day; sod if tbe charge sball ha of smuggling 
or iiDporting goods with intent to evad* tba payment of duty aa aforesaid, 
then to awsN him to pay a fine not escesding treble the smouitt of the duties 
leviable tbereoc, and in case of noo'paymsDt of any such fine or fines to award 
him to bo imprisooed for a period not exceeding three montbe; or it sball be 
lawful for sncb Consul, withont swarding the psymant of aoy fine, to award 
that sucb party shall be imp/isona^ for a period not exoeeding ais mouths in 
such place as be shall appmot: Provided always that no British subject 
charg^ ouly with importing prohibited goods eba1) be apiTsbended, unless and 
UDtiliie shall have had one week’s notloe to appear and answer tbs charge, 
and shall have refused, failed, or omitted so to appear. 

20. And it is further ordered that in case of onmzaon skssnult. it sball be 
lawful for the Consul before whom the cemplsint is mads to promote recon* 
eiliation between the parties, and to suffer compensation and amends to be 
made, and the prooetdloga thereby to be finally stayed. 

21. And it is further ordered that a minute of the proceedings lu every 
case beard and determined before the Contnl, in pursuance of this order, sball 
be carefully drawn np aod be signed by the Consul, and shall, in oases where 
the assessors ars present, be open for the inspection of such assessors and for 
their signature if they therein shall concur; aod essry snob minute, together 
with the depositions of tl)S witnesses, shall be preserved in the public oMce of 
the said Consul. 

22. And it is* further ordered that, save and eroept as regards offences 
committed by British subjects against the stlpiilationa of any Treaty between 
Ber Majesty and the Si^tan of Mascot, or against aoy Buies or Regulsiioos 
for the observsQce of the stipnlationa of any such Treaty or Convsatioo, 
duly affixed and exhibited according to the provisions ot Article 2 of this 
Order, or against any Kules and Regulatioua tor the peace, order, and good 

S >verecDsnt of Her Majesty's sabjecto being witoin ibe dominioos of the 
altan of Muscat, no aot done by a British subject within the dominions of 
the said Sultan shall, by Her Majssiy’s Consul, bs deemed and taken to be a 
crune of misdemesDonr or offence rendering the person committing it amen* 
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aile td paniehment, wMob, if donewitbin any part of Hsr Majesty’s doini- 
nions, would not by a Court of jostice barb^ ciiaainal junsdiot^on in Her 
Majesty’s domiuions have bean. deemed sad talcea to be acrmeof misde- 
meanoor or ofieoce leoderi^tbe person eommittiog: it amenable to pooisb- 
meat, and Her Majesty is pleased to appoint, by and witb tbe advice of 
Her Privy Council, Her Majea^’s teiritory of Bombay as the place where 
crimes and offences oommitted by British ni>^ects mtbin the dominloDs of 
the Sultan of Mnsuat, which it may be espedieoc shall be Inquired of, tried, 
detenniued, and pnni^ed within Her Majesty’s dominions, sltall be so inquired 
of, tried, determined and punished; and Her Majesty's Consul, jesident in 
Mnscat, shall have authority to cause aoy British subject charged with the 
conuniseion of any crime or ofteuce, the cognizance whereof may at any 
time appertain to Mm, to be sent for trial at Her Majesty’s said tomtor^of 
Bombay, 

SS. And it is farther ordered that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty’s 
Consnl to cause any British subject cb^ed with the commission of any 
crime or offence, the cognizance whereof may at any time appertain to him, 
to be sent in any of Her Majesty's ships of war, or in any Brifeeb vessel, 
to Her Majestys torritory of Bombny, for trial before the High Court of the 
said territory; and it e^sll be lawful foe the Commander of any of Bet 
Majesty's ships of war, or of any British vessel, to receive any each 

E trson on board with a warrant from the said Consul addressed to the 
hief Magistrate of Police of the said territory, and therenpon to keep 
and detain in lawful custody and to ooovey him in custody to Bombay, 
and on hie arrival there to deliver him, with the said warrant, into the 
CQstody of the aaid Chief Magistrate of Police, or other officer witiiio 
the said territory lawfully acting as each, who on receipt of the said 
warranti and of the pskrty tbereio named, shall be anthori^ to commie, 
and shall commit, such party so sent for trial to the common gaoloftiu 
said tenitory; sjxd it shall be lawful for the keeper of the s^d common 

E sol to cause sach party to be detained in safe uid proper castody, and to 
* produced upon toe order of the said High Court, and toe High Court 
at toe Sessions to be bolden next after such committal shall pinceed to bear 
and determine the charge ^Inat such party, and to punish him for the same, 
if found guilty, in the same manner as if the crime with which he may be 
charged haa been committed witliin Her Majesty's aaid territory of Bombay. 

24. And it is farther ordered tost Her Majesty’s Consul cnanyocoa* 
Sion of sendbg a prisoner to Bombay for trial shall observe the provisions 
made with regard to prisoners sent for trial to a Bririsb colony in an Act passed 
in the sUtb and seventh years of Her Majesty's reign, iatitnled An Act to 
remove doubts as to the exercise of power and jurisdiction hy Her Majesty 
within divers countries and places out of Her Majesty's dominions, aod to 
render the earns more eSeotosl.” 

26. And it is further ordered tiiat the High Court of Bombay shall 
have and may exercise, concurrently with Her Majesty’s Consul, anthority and 
jurisdictioQ in regard to all suits of a civil nature between British snbjeots 
arisisg within any part of the dominions of the Sultan of Moscat: pro* 
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Tided atcrafe that tbe said Hig)i Cocrt shall not he boTmd> nnless in a lit ea.<)e 
it shall deem it right so to do bj writ of certioran or otherwise, to debar or 
prohibit the Coraal from hearing and determining, jwrwanl to the proTieiooe 
of the eeveral Articles of tois Order, an/ eaic of a civil natore between Britiab 
aubjecto, or to eta/ the proceedings of the Cunaol in an/ aiich matter. 

26. And it ie farther ordered that all lioee and pexialties ico posed under 
this Order mav be levied by distress and eeiznre and sate of shipe and of goode 
and chattole i and no hill of sale, eoortga^, or transfer of propett/ wade bj a 
pmrt/ accused after bis apprehensioti, or with a view to eecorlng such party 
egainst any erioe of offence coramitted or b) be committed by him, or a^inst 
the oousequences thereof, shall avail to defeat any of the proTieione of this 
Or^er. 

27. And it Is farther ordered that it stial! be lawful for Her Majesty’s 
Consul from ^raetotime to ssUhlish rules of practice to be oUerved inproce^* 
ings before him, and to make regulations for defraying the expenses of wiP- 
nesses in each procesdiogs aod the cost of criminal proseontions, and also to 
atablish rated and scales oS fees to be taken in regard to civil suite beard sod 
determioed t^ore the said Consul; and it shall be lawful for the said Coneol 
to enforce by seizure and sale of goods, or, if there be no sufficient goods, by 
imprisonment, the payment of each established fees, and of each costs or 
expenses as may be adjudged against the parties or any of them: Provided 
always that a table speoi^lng w Htos of fees to be so taken shall be affixed 
aod kept exhibited in tbe publio office of the said Consul 

29. And it is further ordered that all fees, penalties, fines and forfeit 
iurss levied nnder this Order, save aod except each penalties as may by Treaty 
be payable to the Sultan of Muscat, shall be paid to tbe public accoant, and 
sbali be applied in diminution of tbe pnbKc expenditore on aooount of Her 
bfajesty^B donsalate in Muscat: provide always that ta the event of any 
of tbe Moscat author!tiee declining to receive fines payable to the Ooveromeot 
of Moscat as aforesaid, the same shall be pmd to the public account, and 
applied in the manner last mentioned. 

29. And it is farther ordered diat Her Majesty’s Consnl within tbe 
dominions of tbs Sultan of Muscat shall, for and witbiu the said dominions, 
aod for vessels and persooa coming witbin those dominions, and In regard to 
veseels captured on snspictOD of being engaged in tbe slave bade within those 
dominions, have all such jurUdictioo as for the time being ordinarily beloogato 
Courts of Vic^Admiralty in Her Majesty’s possessiotis abroad. Aud it ie 
further ordered tb&t it shall be lawful for Her Majesty’s Consul to grant 

S obate of will or letters of administration to tbe inteetato estate of any 
ritlsb subject, or any native of a State or place under British protection, who 
shall die sod leave property \vithio tbe domiuioos of the Saltan m Muscat; and 
if such probate of letters of admioistrstion shall not be applied for within 
thirty days of the death of the deceased'person, it shall be lawful for the 
Consul to admiUlster to the estate of sueb person, and for so doing to reserve 
to himself, out of the proceeds of suoh estate, a commission net exceeding two 
and a balf per cent, on the account thereof. 
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SO. Aod it is further ordered that a Register shall he kept bj Her 
Majesty's Consul of all British sobjeote, aud of all uatiTssof "British prcn 
tooted States in India who may claim British protectioa, residiog within the 
dotDiDions of the Sultan of Muscat; and that STsry British subjeet now resid- 
ing witliio sueb dommioQSi who shall not hare been already eorolled io such 
Consular Begister shall, within a reasouable time ^ter promnlgacioM of 
this Order, such time to be specified in a notice affixed and publicly exhibited 
in tile Consular Office, apply to tbs Consol to bs enrolled in such register; 
and sTcry British subject who may arrire within the said dominions (except 
British snbjsets borns on themostsr-roll of any British ship arriTiog in any 
port of Muscat) shall, within a reaeonable time after his srriral, such time to 
be specified as aforesaid, also apply to the Consul to be enrolled in such 
register; and any British sobject who shall refuse or neglect to comply to be 
ao enrolled as hereinbefore mentioued, and who shall not excuse such refnsal 
or neglsut to the satisfaction of the Consol, shall not be entitled to be recog¬ 
nised or protected as a British snbject in respect to any suit, diapnte, or diffi¬ 
culty in which he may have been or may be engaged or involved, within the 
dominions of the Sultan of Mascat, at any time when he sball net have leeo 
or shall not be so eoiollsd. 

81. Audit Is further ordered that Her Majesty's Consul shall and may 
exercise all or any of the poweia which, by soy Act or Acta of tbs Iraperisl 
Farliament for the regulation of merchsot seamen, or for the regolation of 
the mercantile marine, may now, or at any time hereafter, be exercised by aoy 
Justice or Justices of the Peace within Her Majesty's deminioos. 

81^. And it is further ordered that nothing in this Order cent^ned shall 
be deemed or construed to prsTSQt Her Majesty's Consnl, within the domi¬ 
nions of the Sulfaio cf Muscat, from dciog or performing any sot wbatsosTer 
which British Consuls within any other State in amity with Her Majesty are 
by law, usage, or sufferance entitled or enabled to do or perfom. 

88. And it is further ordered that every action or suit broogbt gainst 
Her Majesty's Cooan>, by reason of anythiog done under the autberity of 
this Order, shall be commenced within six calender months next after or 
doiog thereof and not otherwise; and the dsfeadant in every suoh action of 
the snit eball be entitled to the Unefit of the provisions made with respect to 
defendants in actions or suits in the said hereinbefore redtcd Act of the 
sixth and seventh years of Her Majesty's reign.

Tbe above.mentioocd Natib Omar and Nakib 
Muhammod, aoea of the late Nakib Salah, have already sold balfof tbe Bandar 
of Mokalla and half of Buram as hae been aaid above with all their rifflits, uu 
temal and external, Thie sale is qaiCe fixed upon those wW nao« have 
been mentioned above, vit., Abdalla and Salih and Awadth*bin*Ooar. This 
sale bas paid off all the debts that were npon tbe late Nakib Satah-bin- 
Muhammad. There k nothing now remaining of thia debt If auy claim is 
advanced, it will be null and paid. They have sdtied that Nakib Omar is to 
be Governor ofMok&Ila and to do justice accordiog to the Mobammadan law 
and to order for good and prevent evil, and not to opptvaa the subjects and 
oihere. If any quarrel should arise among tbe seafaring xnsn, they are to be 
sent to those of tbeir own class. In all cases relating to law, jostice to be 
done according to the Mubammadau law. AU mercsotile cases to be sent 
to tbs merchants for trial. Ehairulla, the slave of tbe late Nakib Salah, is 
to do all work relating to the Bazar. Nakib Omar is to goveru according to 
jastace in all small cases, and incases of importance be ahould consult with any 
one of the boos of Oaar-hin.

Hia Highness Syod Majid bitt Synd, Sultan of Zauzibar end bis depon- 
deoeiM. baviDgin eoneideration of the eiteosiTs and fast increaaiug trade and 
navigati on bvtweeo the Hanseatto BepubUca of Loheck, Bremen, and Hamburg 
and bis own docniDionSi most graciously accepted the proposnle of the Senates 
of the raid Repoblics for negotiating a Treaty of Amity, Commerce, and Nari- 
gatiou for the support of mntusl welfare and mutual commercial interest, 
tbe Senates of the Hanseatic Repoblics of Lubeck, Bremen, and Hamburg 
base accordiz^ly appointed as their Plenipotentiary William Henry O'Swald, 
Junior, Esquire, a oitizen of tbs Haoseatio Bepablio of Hamburg, and actually 
residing in the city of Zanmbar, Island ox Zanaibar; and tbe Sultan of 
Zanzibar, Syud Majid bln Synd, has resolved personally to carry on negotia* 
tkntt #itb the said Plenipotentiary, the Plenipotentiary of the abeve-men- 
Uoned Hanseatic Reptihllos haring repreeented to His Highness tbe Sultan of 
Zantibar, that he is vested with the requisite powers, the following Treaty 
has been concluded with tbe consent of both the high contracting |>arties 

AaTiou 1. 

There shall be perpetual peace and ansity l>6tween the Hanseatic Republics 
of Lnbeck. Bremen, and Hamburg and His Highness Synd Majid bin Syud, 
Saltan of Zanzibar. 

AaTIOU t. 

Tbe citizens of tbe Hanseatio Repnblics of Lnhsck, Bremen, and Horn' 
harg shall have ^e liberty to enter all tbe ports of His Highness Syud 
Majid bin Synd, Sultan of'Zanzibar, with their cargoes, of whatever kind 
tbe said cargoes may oonsist, and they shall have liberty to sell tbe same to 
any of tbe subjects of the Saltan, or others who may wish to bny tbs same, 
or to barter the BSme for any produce or manu^tures of tbe kingdom, or 
other ariiclee that may be ^ound there. No pnce shall he fixed by Hie 
Highness tbe Sultan or bis offioen on tbe artioles to he sold by the merohanU 
of tbe before-rosnticoed Hanseatic Republics, or the merchandize they may 
wish to pnrchase bnt tbe trade shall be free on both aides to sell or hay or 
exchange on die terms, and for tbe prices, the owner may think fit i and 
whenever the said citizsna of tbe said Hanseatio Repnblics may think fit to 
depart they shall be at liberty so to do, and if any officer of His Highness 
the Sultan shall contravene this Article he shall he severely pimiehed. 
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AXTICLt 3. 

Y^els of t^e Hanseatic Eepnblics of Xiubeck, Svemen, and Hambn^ 
entering tbe port of Zanzibar, or any other port within His Hi^ness the 
Sultan’s dominions, shall pay no more tiian five per cent, dutiee on the cargo 
landed, ond tbie aball be as a foil equioaleot aod in Jiou of all other import 
and e:cport duties; tonns^ dues; licenses to trade; pilotage; ancborage; or 
any otber clisTges whatever. 

Hor shall any duty or charge be paid on that pari of the cargo which 
may remain on board unsold and re-exported. Nor shall any charge what- 
ever be paid oa any veaael of the Hanseatic KepubHcs, which may enter aoy 
of tbe porta of His Highness the Sallan’s domioions, for the purpose of 
refitting, or for refreshmeuts or to enquire the state of the market. 

And it is also well understood aud agreed upon ae followsShould any 
vessel of the Kanseatio Bepubltoe of Lobeck, Bremeo, and Hamburg, 
wLetiier she has been loaded before in Zaurlbar or in any other poit within 
His Highness the Saltan's doDiniona, or in any foreign port, be obli^d to 
return to, or eater any port within His Highness the Saltao’s domiaiocs, 
for ^e purpose of repairing tbe ship's damsges, sustained at sea by strese of 
weather or by some other aooident of the seoa, and thereby be obliged to 
unload her cargo, such vessels shall be permitted to lattd her snid cargo free 
of duty, and sball pay no duty whatever ou such caigo lauded, provided it 
here-shipped either on board tbe said vessel or on board any o^sr vessel, 
sbonld the sea-damaged vessel he condemoed. 

Abtiols 4. 

His Highness the Sultan of Zanzibar hereby eagagea oet to permit tbe 
eetabliebmeot of monopoly or ezclosive privilege of sale withiu bis 
dommions; e&ceptiu the articles of ivory aud gum copal, in that part of tbe 
East Coast td A<rica, from the port of Taogate, situated b about 5i degrees 
of South Latitude to the port of ^uali lying in aboot seven degrees sonlh 
of the Jfquator, both ports inclusive; but in all other ports and places ia 
His Highness the Sultan's dominions, there sball be no monopoly wbalever; 
but tbe oitiaens of tbe Hanseatic Kepoblics of Lnbeck, Bremeo, and Ham- 
burg shall be at liberty to buy aud sell with perfect freedom, from whomso¬ 
ever and to whomsoever they choose, aubjeet to no other daiy by Qovsmmeni 
than that before mentioned. 

AanciiS 6. 

The citiiene of the Hanseatic Republics of Lub«k, Bremen, and Ham- 
bu« shall enjoy all the privileges and advaotsges with respect to oommeKse 
or otherwise, which are or may be accorded to the subjects or citiaens of the 
most favored nation, and particularly pay no other dutiee on export or 
import; tonnage; license to trade; or any other charge whatsoever than the 
nation the most favored shall pay. 

AntiCLS fi. 

Should a vessel of the Hanseatic Republics of Lub^ck, Bremen, and Hatn- 
bui^ outer a port in the domlnione of His Highuees tbe Sultan of Zanzibar 
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ia distress the local antboritiee at ecoh port absll a£o;d all oecesssry aid io 
enable the feeeel to refit aod to prosecata her Tnya«, and if a&y such Tessel 
ehonld he wrecked on the coast of tbe domioione or Hia Hisboess the Sulton 
of Zanzibar, the anthoritiee of His Highness eball give all the aseutance ia 
their power to recover and to deliver over to the owners all the property that 
oan be saved ft cm snob vessel, or to the Consul of the before-mentioned 
Haoeeatic Republlos or to any anthorised Agent. The same aesislance aod 
protection sholl be afforded to vessels of tbe dontinlona of His Highness ^e 
Snltao of Zanzibar, a»id pinperty saved therefrom Qoiler similar cix cum stances 
in tbe ports and on the coast of the Hanseatic Kepublics of Lncbeck, Bremen, 
and Hamburg. 

ABTICtB 7. 

The citizens of the Hanseatic Republics of Iniheck, Bremen, and Hamburg 
resorting to the porta of His Highness tbe Saltan’s domioloos for the pnr^ 
pose of trade eball have leave to land and reside in the said ports, as well as 
to purchase, seQ, or hire, land or bouses there. Tbe bouses, warehouses, or 
other premises occnpied by the citizens of the three Hansei'^c Kepublics, or 
by persons in th^ service, eball not be forcibly entered without tbe per> 
tnissioA of tbe Coneul of tbe Haoseatio Bepublice. 

Abticls 8. 

If any dtisSn of the Hanseatic Republics cflrabsck, Bremen, or Ham- 
bnrg, or their vessels, or other property, shall he taken by pirates and 
brought within tbe dominions of £(is highness tbe Sultan, tbe persons eball 
be M at libertv, and property restored to the owner, if he ie present, or 
to tbe Consul of the before-mentioned Hanseatic Bepublice or to any autho¬ 
rized Agent. 


AaTicix 9. 

Vessels belonging to His Bighness tbe Sultau of Zanzibar, or vessels 
belonging to his snbjeeta, wbloh may resort to any port of the Hsuseatic 
Bepubhoe of Lubeck, Bremen, or Hamburg, shall pay no other higher rate 
of dnties or other ohnrgea than the nation (be most favored shall pay. The 
subjects of His Highness tbe Sultan shall be permitted to reside and pursue 
commerce In all ports of the Hauseatio Republics of Lubeck, Bremen, and 
Hambn^, eubmiltiDg themselves to the laws of tbe conotry, They shall 
enjoy the fullest protection for their persons aod for their property, 

AlTICLB 10. 

The Senates of the Repnblics of Lnheck, Bremen, and Hamburg may 
appoint Consult to reside in the ports of Hie Highness tbe Sultan's domin¬ 
ions, where the principal commerce shall be carried on. The said Coosals 
shall at all times be placed on the foot!ug of the Consuls of tbe most favoiud 
nations, and shall eojoy tbe same pnvileges, immunises, aod exemptions 
which art enjoyed wltliiu the same domli do ns by similar public functionaries 
of ether countries.

Thd Coneiilso£ the Haoseatio TlepubUcs of Xiubeo^, Bi*ecQ«n, and Earn- 
buTg aliftll hafe tlie power to receive tbe property of tbe oitizeoa of the 
three Eaaseatio Bepublics djiDg*witbiQ tbe domioioos of Hie Higlioeas the 
SulCan, and to aeod tbe aaise to tbeir heirs, iirst paying all their debts due 
to the aubjeots of Hie Higboess the Suites. 

AilTICLS 12. 

The antborities of Hie Bigbosee the Soltea of Zanzibar ehall not bter« 
fere in diepntes between citizens of the Hanseatic Repoblies of Lubeok. 
Bremen, and Hamburg, or between tbe said dtizeos and (iie aubjeots or 
oitiasoB of other Cbrlatian natioDB. When differences arise betweeo a aulgect 
of ^e docoioions of Bis Highness ths Sultan of Zaosibair and a oitiaen of 
the above-mentioned Flanseatic Republics, if th« former is the complsioaotjtbe 
cause shall bs heard by the Consul of ths three Hsoseatio BepubUca, who 
shall administer jQStice therenpoo; bat if tbe oitizen of tbe three Hanseatic 
BepnbKcs ie tbs complainaut against any of the suMects of Hie Highness 
tbe Sultan of Zanzibar, or tbe subjects of any other ^fahocnedsn power, the 
cause shall be deoided by tbe highest authority of Hia Highne«8 the Saltan 
of Zanzibar or by any person nominated by him; but in socb case the caose 
shall not bs proceed^ with except in the presence of the Consul of the 
Kaneeatlo KepubUcs of Lubeclc, Bieaen, and Hamburg, or of some person 
deputed by him, 

Asticlb 18. 

If a citizen of the Bepnblice of Lubsck, Bremen, and Hamborg shall 
become bankrupt In ths domioions of His Sigbness the Sultan of Zsnzibar, 
tbe Consul of the three Hnnseatic Repnblics enall take possessiou of all tbe 
property of suoh bankrnpt, aod sliall give it up to his editors to be divided 
among them. This having been done, the bankropt shell be entitled Co a 
full discharge from bis creditors, and be ehall not at ^y time afterwards be 
reqnired to make np his deficiency, nor shall any property he may afterwards 
acquire be considered liable for t^t purpose. But the Consul of tbs HanBea> 
tic EtepobUcs of Lubsek, Bremen, and Haro burg shall use his best endeavours 
to obtain for tbe benefit of tbe creditors all the property of the bsakrupt 
at tbe time when hs became insolvent has been ^vea np wltbunt reeetre.

If a subject of His Highoess tite Saltan of Zanzibar should resist or 
evade payment of his Just debts to a citizen of tbe Hanseatic Eepublios of 
Lubeck, Bremen, and Hamburg, the au&lioritiss of His Highness shall afford 
to tbe oitizen of the Hanseatic Kepnblics every aid and fuiiliy iu recovering 
the amount due; and In like manner the Consul of the three Haoseatio 
Eepublios shall afford every aid and facility to subjects of Hie Highness tbo 
Sultan of Zanzibar, in I'eoovering debts jnstiv dne to them from a citizen 
of the Hanseatic Kepublicsof Lulech, Bremen, and Hambuig.

Hie Highness the SuUan ef Zanzilwr shall be at Hberty appoint 

Consols in the cities and ports of the Hanseatic KepaUice of Lnbecki 
Bremen, and Hambui^, for the faioteotioi) of bis own interests, or those of 
hissubjeots) and snob Consol ahaU enjof ihe same rig’htv, liberties, and 
privileges, which the Coostd of the most favored nation shall enjoj. 

Auncis 16. 

Tbe present oooToatioD shsH be ratiBed and the ratifications thereof 
shall be esohanged at Zaosiber ss soon as possible.
